IM'S  PROFESSIONAL  DEVT.LOPMENT  COURSES  WELL  ATTHNDED 

The  Professional  Development  courses  of  the  School  of  Industrial^ 
Management  and  Textile  Science,  for  the  summer  of  1965,  enrolled  146  in- 
dustrialists from  14  states.  54  companies  were  represented,  91  different 
plants.  The  Professional  Development  nrogram  is  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  C.  V.  Wray.  Enrollment  this  summer  increased  67%  over  the  summer 
of  1964  for  the  11  different  courses. 

1965  SUMMER  SESSIONS  ENROLLMENT  LARGEST  EVER. 

On  August  14  Clemson  University  concluded  the  largest  summer  program  in 
its  history,  with  a  total  enrollment  in  both  sessions  of  3216.  There  were 
five  special  institutes  held  on  the  campus  and  a  language  institute  in  France. 

In  1962  Clemson  adopted  a  plan  of  having  two  summer  sessions  of  equal 
length.  Since  then  the  enrollment  for  the  summer  sessions  has  consistently 
increased.

A  NOTE  ON  THE  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY 

The  main  Clemson  University  Library  has  a  collection  of  about  250,000 
volumes  and  grows  at  the  rate  of  more  than  13,000  volumes  annually.   In  addi- 
tion there  are  thousands  of  unbound  publications . (documents,  bulletins,  etc.) 
which  are  fully  classified  and  available  for  use.   Approximately  70%  of  the 
acquisitions  budget  is  expended  for  serial  publications. 

The  collections  are  divided  into  two  broad  divisions:   (1)  Social  Sciences 
and  Humanities  on  the  main  floor  and  (2)  Science,  Technology  and  Agriculture  on 
the  second  floor  and  balcony.   The  arrangement  is  by  the  Librarv  of  Congress 
system  of  classification.  Each  division  has  the  reference  books,  indexes  and 
abstracts  centrally  located. 

The  Card  Catalog  and  the  Visible  File  of  Periodical  Holdings  are  located 
to  the  left  of  the  main  entrance.  These  records  indicate  not  only  the  books 
and  serials  in  the  main  library  but  also  those  that  are  available  in  branch  or 
departmental  collections  such  as  Architecture,  Chemistry,  and  Textiles. 

Books  needed  by  faculty  or  staff  from  libraries  in  other  institutions  may 
be  requested  through  the  library's  interlibrary  loan  facilities.   A  special 
form  is  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Since  Clemson  University  Library  is  reallv  a  large  research  library  con- 
sisting of  many  special  collections  it  is  advisable  to  have  a  member  of  the 
library  staff  orient  you  to  the  publications  in  your  field  of  special  interest. 
Members  of  the  library  staff  will  be  pleased  to  do  this  at  your  convenience. 

A  new  modern  library  building  is  presently  under  construction  and  should 
be  occupied  early  in  J966. 

Reserve  Books.   You  may  wish  to  have  certain  titles  placed  on  library  reserve 
for  use  by  your  students.   If  the  library  does  not  alreadv  have  the  books  you 
need  they  will  be  ordered  as  quickly  as  possible.   The  form  used  for  requesting 
books  is  available  at  the  circulation  desk.   Department  heads  will  explain  the 
procedure  for  ordering  books  and  for  placing  titles  on  reserve. 
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FINE  ARTS  SERIES 

For  twenty-five  years  Clemson  University  has  had  a  very  successful  concert 
series.   In  recent  years  the  lecture  series  has  brought  to  the  campus  authori- 
ties in  their  special  fields  ^or  seminars  and  lectures.  The  School  of  Archi- 
tecture has  arranged  annually  for  the  presentation  of  the  best  available  art 
exhibits  in  the  RudolT5h  Lee  Gallery.   A  Shakespearean  plav  and  a  foreign  lanpuat^e 
film  series  liave  been  sponsored  bv  the  Department  of  English  and  Modern  Lanpuaqes. 

In  July  of  tliis  vear  President  Edwards  appointed  a  Fine  Arts  Series  Com- 
mittee to  assist  in  plannintj,  coordinating,  and  publicizint^  these  activities. 
By  acting  as  a  clearing  agency  where  ideas  and  information  can  be  exchanged, 
the  Committee  hopes  that  the  cultural  environment  of  the  entire  university 
community  can  be  greatly  enhanced.   It  is  Planned  to  issue  a  master  calendar 
of  all  such  events  from  time  to  time  and  to  maintain  the  special  announcements 
for  the  art  exhibitions,  the  concert  series,  and  the  lecture  scries.

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SPECIAL  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  ACTION 

The  following  Board  action,  effective  this  month,  has  been  transmitted  to 
President  Edwards  and  is  printed  here  as  information: 


POLICY  CONCERNING  CONDUCT  OF  STUDENTS  AND 
EMPLOYEES  OF  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY 


The  Board  of  Trustees  is  cognizant  of  the  occurrences  of  disorders 
on  some  campuses  of  colleges  and  universities  in  which  students,  employees 
and  persons  not  affiliated  with  the  institution  have  participated.   These 
disorders  have  been  manifested  by  acts  of  violence,  unlawful  use  and  misappro- 
priation of  institutional  property  and  facilities,  criminal  acts  and  public 
acts  which  reflect  adversely  on  the  maintenance  of  discipline  and  on  the  good 
name  and  reputation  of  the  institution,  its  student  body  and  faculty.   Such 
conduct  on  the  part  of  a  small  minority  of  the  institutional  family  does  ir- 
reparable damage  to  the  learning  processes  and  undermines  public  confidence 
in  the  effectiveness  of  the  institution  in  its  contribution  to  higher  educa- 
tion. All  of  these  or  similar  acts  or  disorders  are  specifically  interdicted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  recognizes  there  is  a  valid  function  performed 
by  faculty  and  student  body  alike  in  considering  and  supporting  any  and  all 
issues  controversial  or  noncontroversial  within  the  framework  of  orderly, 
peaceful  and  lav;ful  decorum,  demeanor  and  processes.   It  is  not  intended  in  any 
way  to  discourage  or  trammel  freedom  of  speech,  including  constructive  criticism, 
expression  of  grievances  or  petition  for  redress  or  wrongs,  real  or  fancied,  so 
long  as  that  right  is  exercised  in  a  lawful  and  peaceful  manner. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  charged  by  law  with  the  responsibility  of 
making  rules  and  regulations  for  the  University,  and  establishing  policy  govern- 
ing the  conduct  of  the  University,  its  employees  and  student  body.   The  President 
of  the  University  is  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  serve  at  its  pleasure. 
Ke  is  the  chief  executive  officer  entrusted  by  ;he  Board  of  Trustees  with  the 
execution  of  its  policies  and  the  internal  goverrjnent  and  administration  of  the 
University. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  orders  and  directs  the  President  of  the  University 
to  administer  and  enforce  its  policies  as  herein  announced.   In  carrying  out  this 
responsibility  he  is  vested  with  authority  to  take  such  disciplinary  action  as  in 
his  judgment  the  circumstances  warrant.

MAJOR  SOURCES  OF  FUNDS  OF  CURRENT  OPERATIONS 

AND  PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS 


Clemson  University,  a  State  supported  institution,  is 
required  to  operate  on  the  "balanced  budget"  principle.   The 
University  is  not  permitted  to  accumulate  surplus  operating 
funds  or  to  authorize  operating  expenditures  in  excess  of 
currently  available  funds.   The  five  major  fund  divisions  of 
the  University  are  as  follows:   (1)  Educational  and  General  - 
includes  Teaching  and  Maintenance,  Auxiliary  Enterprises,  and 
Affiliated  Activities,  (2)  Agricultural  Research,  (3)  Agri- 
cultural Extension  Service,  (4)  Livestock-Poultry  Health 
Department,  and  (5)  Fertilizer  Inspection  and  Analysis  De- 
partment . 

Most  of  the  funds  for  Teaching  and  Maintenance  Activities 
are  derived  from  State  appropriations  and  student  fees.   Aux- 
iliary Enterprises  and  Affiliated  Activities  are  self-sup- 
porting.  The  Agricultural  Research  Division  receives  the 
major  portion  of  its  operating  funds  from  State  and  federal 
appropriations,  and  the  sale  of  farm  products.   The  Agri- 
cultural Extension  Service  is  supported  by  State  and  federal 
appropriations,  and  county  supplements.   The  Livestock- 
Poultry  Health  Department^/  and  the  Fertilizer  Inspection 
and  Analysis  Department  depend  on  State  appropriations  for 
operational  funds. 

In  general,  funds  for  construction  of  the  library,  class- 
room buildings,  laboratories,  and  service  facilities  on  the 
campus  are  derived  from  the  sale  of  Institutional  Bonds  which 
by  law  are  amortized  by  tuition  fees.   The  Olin  Foundation 
very  graciously  provided  the  funds  for  Olin  Hall  and  Earle 
Hall.   Off-campus  facilities  (Experiment  Station  and  Live- 
stock-Poultry Health  Department)  have  been  provided  by  State 
appropriations.   Funds  for  construction  of  dormitories, 
married  student  housing  and  faculty  housing,  are  derived 
from  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  which  are  amortized  by  income 
received  for  use  of  these  facilities.

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NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION'S  ADVANCED  SCIENCE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

This  is  a  three  part  program  divided  as  follows: 

Advanced  Science  Seminars 

Advanced  Science  Seminars  provide  opportunities  for  advanced  and  specialized 
education  and  research  training.  They  are  intended  to  supplement  graduate 
school  curricula  and  to  enable  participants  to  pursue  subject  areas  in  depth. 
A  "seminar"  may  take  the  form  of  a  conference,  symposium,  seminar,  special 
classroom  or  laboratory  course,  or  field  training.  It  may  focus  on  a  single 
subject  or  cover  several  areas,  and  may  draw  upon  the  resources  of  several  aca- 
demic departments,  industrv  government  or  foreign  institutions.   A  seminar  may 
be  sponsored  cooperatively  by  several  institutions. 

Seminars  vary  in  length  from  a  few  days  to  a  year,  although  year-long 
projects  are  rare.   The  number  of  participants  also  may  vary,  from  a  handful 
to  several  hundred. 

Graduate  Education  Development  Projects 

Graduate  Education  Development  Projects  provide  "seed"  or  "starter"  money 
to  strengthen  or  elevate  offerings  in  graduate  education  in  science.  They 
were  initiated  in  1962  to  assist  graduate  schools  to  meet  specific  but  varying 
needs. 

According  to  Dr.  Thomas  Fontaine,  Director  of  NSF's  Division  of  Graduate 
Education  in  Science,  these  project  grants  were  designed  to  "help  them  do 
faster  what  they  intended  to  do." 

Under  the  Graduate  Education  Development  Projects  program,  NSF  may  pro- 
vide support  for  a  wide  range  of  activities.  Examples  include: 

— Strengthening  a  department  or  a  single  course  in  a  graduate  school. 

— Initiating  a  new  graduate-degree  program  which  has  been  authorized  bv 
the  appropriate  authorities  or  modifying  a  -present  one. 

— Strengthening  a  master' s-degree  program. 

— Initiating  faculty  or  student  exchanges  between  strong  and  less-developed 
graduate  institutions. 

— Establishing  cooperative  programs  open  to  students  of  neighboring  in- 
stitutions. « 

— Conducting  conferences,  studies  and  research  on  graduate  education  problems, 

— Sponsoring  visiting  professors  or  faculty  training  programs.

NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  SCIENCE  FACULTY  FELLOWSHIPS 

As  one  means  of  improving  the  teaching  of  science  in  junior  colleges, 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States,  the  National  Science  Foundation 
plans  to  award  on  December  6,  1965,  approximately  350  Science  Faculty  Fellow- 
ships to  individuals  to  improve  their  competence  as  college  or  university 
teachers  of  science,  mathematics,  or  engineering.  The  primary  pumose  of  these 
awards  is  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  junior  college,  college  and  university 
science  teachers  to  enhance  their  effectiveness  as  teachers.  The  fellowships, 
therefore,  are  not  designed  to  provide  support  for  research  projects  as  such. 

Teachers  who  are  unable  to  consider  applying  for  fellowships  tenable  during 
all  or  part  of  an  academic  year  may  in  many  cases  wish  to  consider  the  provi- 
sion in  this  program  which  allows  awardees  to  undertake  their  fellowship  stu- 
dies either  in  one  summer,  or  in  two  or  three  consecutive  summer  periods. 

National  Science  Foundation  Science  Faculty  Fellowships  are  awarded  on 
the  basis  of  ability  in  accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  National  Science 
Foundation  Act  of  1950,  as  amended.   Tliese  fellowships  will  be  offered  onlv 
to  individuals  who  are  or  will  be  citizens  or  nationals  of  the  United  States 
as  of  November  15,  1965  and  who  (a)  hold  a  baccalaureate  degree  or  its  equiva- 
lent, Cb)  have  demonstrated  ability  and  special  antitude  for  science  teaching 
and  advanced  training,  (c)  will  have  had  3  or  more  academic  years'  experience 
in  teacliing  science,  mathematics  or  engineering  (as  a  full-time  staff  member 
or  instructor  of  higher  rank,  teaching  undergraduate  students  mainly  and  ex- 
cluding part-time  or  summer  teaching)  at  the  collegiate  level  as  of  October  11, 
1965,  and  (d)  intend  to  continue  teaching. 

The  National  Science  Foundation  also  awards  other  fellowship  at  the  gradu- 
ate and  postdoctoral  levels.   It  is  recognized  that  there  it  not  always  a  clear 
distinction  between  the  research  activities  and  teaching  responsibilities  of 
college  faculty  members.   Hence,  manv  individuals  might  apply  with  eoual  pro- 
priety for  either  a  fellowship  intended  primarily  for  research  workers  or  one 
intended  for  science  teachers.  However,  no  individual  may  apnly  concurrently 
in  the  Science  Faculty  and  Senior  Postdoctoral  Fellowship  programs.

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NATIONAL  SCIENCE  FOUNDATION  SENIOR  POSTDOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIPS 

Awards  of  National  Science  Foundation  Senior  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  will 
be  made  for  study  or  work  in  the  mathematical,  physical,  medical,  biological  or 
engineering  sciences,  and  in  anthropology,  economics,  geography,  the  history 
and  philosophy  of  science,  linguistics,  political  science,  psychology,  and 
sociology.   Also  included  are  interdisciplinary  areas  which  are  comprised  of 
overlapping  fields  among  two  or  more  sciences  (for  example,  geochemistry,  meteorol- 
ogy, and  oceanography) .   The  fields  of  research  and  study  covered  by  these  awards 
are  limited  to  those  which  conform  to  accepted  standards  of  scientific  inquiry 
by  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  basic  scientific  method  as  to  objectivity, 
verifiability  and  generality.   Fellowships  are  not  awarded  for  support  of  study 
or  work  toward  the  M.D.,  D.D.S.,  or  D.V.M.  degree  nor  for  study  or  work  in  busi- 
ness administration,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  psychology,  or  social  work. 

These  awards  are  primarily  for  those  who  have  held  a  doctorate  for  a  mini- 
mum period  of  five  years.

Personal  loans  up  to  $300.00 

plus  the  amount  in  savings  account  may  be  made  on  open  signature.  The  Credit  Committee 

reserves  the  right  to  request  a  Co-signer.  Approval  of  the  loan  is  based  upon  the  purpose 

of  the  loan,  character  of  the  borrower,  and  his  ability  to  repay.  Personal  loans  are 

repaid  in  up  to  twelve  monthly  installments  at  an  interest  rate  of  1%   per  month  on 

the  unpaid  balance.  Under  special  conditions,  personal  loans  up  to  $500  may  be  approved 

if  full  payment  can  be  made  within  20  months.  The  Credit  Union  will  finance  new  automobiles, 

up  to  two-thirds  of  the  value,  at  five  percent  interest,  renewable  annually,  with  up 

to  thirty  months  to  repay,  and  used  automobiles,  up  to  two-thirds  of  the  value,  at  six 

percent  interest  per  annum  with  up  to  thirty-six  months  to  repay,  depending  on  the  age 

of  the  car.  The  Credit  Union  requires  the  borrower  to  provide  Public  Liability,  C'^llision 

and  Comprehensive  insurance  on  automobiles.  The  Credit  Union  is  authorized  to  secure 

such  insurance  in  the  event  the  borrower  requests  it.  The  cost  of  such  insurance  may 

be  added  to  the  amount  of  the  loan. 

The  Credit  Union  will  also  finance  the  purchase  of  household  appliances  where  the  cost 
is  above  $300.00, 

To  be  eligible  to  make  a  loan  from  the  Credit  Union,  you  must  own  at  least  one  share 
in  the  Credit  Union.  Each  share  is  vorth  $5.00  and  any  amount  will  be  accepted  to  the 
purchase  of  a  share.  With  the  initial  loan  application  there  is  a  $1.00  investigation 
fee.  An  important  reason  for  borrowing  from  your  Credit  Union  is  Loan  Protection  Insurance 
which  the  Credit  Union  furnishes  its  borrowers  at  no  extra  charges.  The  borrower's 
life  is  insured  to  the  amount  of  his  loan  balance  provided  that  at  the  time  the  loain  is 
made,  the  borrower  is  performing,  or  able  to  perform  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time, 
the  usual  duties  of  his  livelihood.  If  the  insured  borrower  dies  before  he  is  70  or 
becomes  totally  and  permanently  disabled  before  he  is  60,  the  Credit  Union  receives 
payment  of  the  loan  tdance  in  full  from  Pilot  Life  Insurance  Company.

The  person  receiving  the  nomination  will  forward 
it  to  the  Clemson  Faculty  Senate  via  the  President  of  the  University,  Normally, 
October  1  will  be  the  deadline  date  for  submission  of  nominations.

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REPORT  OF  FACULTY  SENATE  MEETING 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  at  4:15  p.m.  on  September  2,  1965,  in  Room  1  of 
the  Physics  Building,  President  Stepp  presiding.  After  the  minutes  of  the 
May  11  meeting  had  been  approved,  Dr.  Stepp  announced  appointments  to  com- 
mittees as  follows: 

(1)  Dr.  J.  E.  Miller  and  Dr.  J.  B.  Whitney  to  the  University 
Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees, 

(2)  Professor  A.  D.  Lewis  to  the  Traffic  and  Control  Committee 

(3)  Dr.  C.  Q.  Brown,  Dr.  M.  A.  Boone,  and  Professor  H.  M.  Felder,  Jr, 
to  a  steering  committee  for  the  possible  formation  of  a  com- 
munity funeral  society, 

(4)  the  non-ex  officio  members  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  to 
an  ad  hoc  committee  for  the  study  of  revisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  the  Academic  Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate 
which  may  be  needed  as  a  result  of  the  revised  University 
calendar. 

Dr.  Stepp  reported  on  two  summer  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Committees 
which  were  held  to  name  members  of  standing  committees,  to  allocate  business 
to  these  committees,  and  to  set  meeting  dates  for  the  Senate  for  this  academic 
year.  The  following  dates  were  approved:  October  5,  November  2,  December  7, 
January  13,  February  1,  March  1,  April  5,  and  May  3. 

Chairmen  of  the  standing  committees  were  asked  for  their  reports.  Dr. 
C.  A.  Reed  (Admissions  and  Scholarship)  had  no  report.  In  response  to  Dean 
Williams'  suggestion  that  the  present  basis  of  Senate  representation  might  be 
reconsidered.  Dr.  H.  G.  LeFort  (Policy)  submitted  the  following  recommendation: 
"It  is  recommended  that  further  consideration  be  given  to 
changing  the  basis  for  representation  of  the  various  schools 
and  colleges  in  the  Senate  at  that  time  when  the  membership 
equals  or  exceeds  fifty." 
The  recommendation  was  accepted.  He  also  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  was 
at  work  on  the  problem  of  how  to  improve  undergraduate  instruction  and  on  the 
question  of  whether  the  University  should  act  more  vigorously  to  promote  the 
sale  of  Clemso*^  souvenirs  and  the  works  of  Clemson  authors. 

Dr.  Gray  nirw'.Jdie  (Welfare)  reported  that  his  committee  was  considering 
questions  relating  to  tenure  and  the  present  method  of  paying  faculty  salaries. 

Dr.  Stepp  presented  a  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  inviting 
the  School  of  Education  to  elect  representatives  to  the  Senate  as  soon  as 
possible.  After  amendment,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

After  Dr.  Stepp  had  reported  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Patricia  Hill  and 
Dr.  Dinwiddle  had  sta*^d  that  the  customary  flu  innoculation  program  would  be 
offered  to  faculty  mei.'  jrs  this  year,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:00  p.m.

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NSF  SlIfCIER  FELLOWSHIPS  FOR  GRADUATE  TEACHING  ASSISTANTSHIPS 

Clenson  University  will  participate  in  the  1966  Summer  Fellowships 
for  Graduate  Teaching  Assistants  Program. 

Eligibility.  National  Science  Foundation  Summer  Fellowships  for  Graduate 
Teaching  Assistants  will  be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  ability,  in  accordance  with 
Section  10  of  the  National  Science  Foundation  Act  of  1950,  as  amended,  only  to  persons 
who  are  citizens  or  nationals  of  the  United  States  (or  will  be  by  March  1,  1966) 
and  who,  at  participating  institutions,  (a)  will  have  had,  at  the  beginning  of 
their  fellowship  tenures,  not  less  than  one  academic  year  of  experience  as 
graduate  teaching  assistants  {as  defined  below) ,  (b)  have  the  status  of  graduate 
students  under  the  regulations  of  these  institutions,  and  (c)  are  engaged  in 
substantially  full-time  work  (including  any  teaching  assist  ant  shit^  duties) 
in  fields  of  study  covered  in  this  program.   A  graduate  teaching  assistant  is 
defined  as  a  person  who  devotes  an  average  of  not  less  than  eight  hours  per 
week  to  teaching,  laboratory  instruction,  grading  of  papers,  or  other  duties 
directly  related  to  instructional  activities,  and  for  which  he  is  regularly 
paid  bv  his  institution.  The  qualifying  duties  must  be  in  a  field  of  study 
included  in  this  program.  Graduate  students  who  teach,  but  who  mav  be  de- 
signated by  some  title  other  than  "teaching  assistant,"  are  eligible  for 
these  awards.  However,  teaching  experience  acquired  while  holding  a  fellow- 
shin  or  scholarship  supported  by  the  U.  S.  Government  (such  as  an  NSF  fellowship 
or  a  National  Defense  Education  Act  award)  is  not  considered  as  satisfying  the 
requirements  of  an  academic  year's  experience  as  a  graduate  teaching  assistant. 
Faculty  members  designated  as  "instructors,"  or  otherwise,  are  not  excluded, 
provided  they  meet  the  other  requirements  cited  above. 

Closing  date  for  receipt  of  application  is  December  3,  1965.

GRADUATE  RECORD  EXANtlNATION  (HRE)  FOR  PROSPECTR^  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

The  Graduate  School  will  finance  the  cost  of  taking  the  GRE  on  Nov.  13, 
1965  by  those  Clemson  seniors  who  plan  to  enter  any  graduate  school  following 
graduation.  The  student  must  have  not  less  than  a  2,5  cumulative  grade-point 
ratio  on  all  subjects  taken  as  an  undergraduate. 

In  all  cases  the  Graduate  School  will  undenvrite  the  costs  of  the 
verbal  and  quantitative  aptitude  tests,  and  will  also  pay  the  costs  of  the  ad- 
vanced tests  for  those  students  graduating  from  departments  where  the  advanced 
GRE  is  required.  Students  who  elect  not  to  take  the  advanced  test  at  this  time 
must  do  so  on  March  1,  1966. 

Students  from  departments  not  requiring  the  advanced  GRE  may  take  an 
advanced  test  on  Nov.  13  at  their  own  expense. 


Applications  for  the  GRE  may  be  picked  ud  at  the  Graduate  Office 
and  must  be  returned  to  the  Graduate  Office  bv  not  later  than  October  15.

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STUDENT  GRADES 

Again  in  1964-65  the  percentage  of  failing  grades  declined  while  the  per- 
centage of  A  and  B  grades  increased.   The  Table  below  gives  the  trend  for  the 
past  five  academic  years.   The  fact  that  fewer  grades  were  given  as  a  total  number 
this  past  year  is  due  to  rapidly  increasing  enrollments  on  all  levels  in  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  programs  where  fewer  credit  hours  are  required.

The  1965  totals  when  compared  with  1964  show  increases  in  agricultural 
and  engineering  research,  decreases  in  Arts  and  Sciences  and  Textiles.   The 
engineering  increase  ($427,328  to  $768,073)  was  especially  noteworthy.   The 
increase  in  agriculture  and  biological  sciences  included  $52,000  in  water  re- 
sources money,  first  in  a  series  of  federal  grants  for  water  research  which 
will  be  enlarged  each  year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  institutes,  training  grants,  short-courses,  ex- 
tension activity,  public  service  work  and  the  like  are  not  included  in  the 
above  totals. 


FACULTY  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  INVITES  PROPOSALS 

The  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  supports  basic  research  in  all  areas. 
It  also  supports  such  projects  as  the  publication  of  books,  etc.   For  those 
interested,  proposals  (12  copies)  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Graduate  Dean's 
Office  by  no  later  than  Oct.  20.  For  further  information,  contact  the  Graduate 
Dean. 

Proposals  should  indicate  Title,  Applicant,  Objectives,  Procedure  (brief) 
Estimated  Costs,  (broken  down  into  materials,  labor,  travel,  etc.)  and  the 
signature  of  the  applicant  and  his  department  head. 
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THE  SUMTER  CAMPUS 

Announcement  was  made  several  months  ago  that  Clemson  would  operate  a  junior 
college  in  the  City  of  Sumter.  A  report  on  the  Sumter  program  follows: 

1,  Clemson  strongly  supports  for  South  Carolina  a  system  of  community  colleges 
which,  located  in  appropriate  centers  of  population,  would  offer  not  only 

a  sound  college-transfer  program,  but  two-year  associate  degree  terminal 
courses,  technical  curricula,  and  non-credit  "continuing"  education  for  in- 
terested citizens.  A  bill  to  establish  such  community  colleges  was  introduced 
in  the  South  Carolina  legislature  late  in  the  session  just  ended  and  will  no 
doubt  be  re-introduced  in  1966. 

2.  Meanwhile,  the  University  of  South  Carolina  has  established  (or  is  in  the 
process  of  establishing)  branches  ("extension  centers")  at  Aiken,  Beaufort, 
Florence,  Lancaster,  Union,  Conway  and  Allendale,  These  are  two-year  college- 
transfer  programs  operating  as  non-resident  junior  colleges.  State-supported 
"TEC  Centers"  have  been  established  at  Clemson,  Greenville,  Spartanburg,  Green- 
wood, York,  Columbia,  Sumter,  Florence,  Conway  and  Charleston,  These  offer 
non-college  courses  in  technical  fields  and  are  currently  seeking  accredita- 
tion by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  ECPD. 

3.  A  group  of  Sumter  citizens  have  asked  Clemson  to  assist  them  in  planning  and 
operating  a  college-transfer  program  to  be  located  near  the  TEC  Center  in 
their  city.  We  have  agreed  to  assist,  and  plans  are  underway  to  this  end. 
The  City  of  Sumter  has  erected  the  TEC  Center  on  a  city  campus  which  now 
contains  35  acres  of  land  and  can  easily  be  expanded.  The  college  transfer 
program  will  be  in  a  new  building  on  this  same  campus,  near  the  TEC  Center. 
Plans  for  the  college-transfer  program  building  include  administrative  of- 
fices, eight  general  purpose  classrooms,  a  language  laboratory,  a  156  seat 
lecture  room,  two  chemistry  laboratories,  an  engineering  graphics  laboratory, 

a  botany  lab,  a  zoology  lab,  sixteen  faculty  offices,  a  faculty  lounge,  seminar 
rooms,  and  a  library.  Extensive  counselling  services  will  be  available  for 
students. 

4,  Clemson  staff  who  are  assisting  in  planning  the  building  include  F.  I. 
Brownley,  Hugh  Macaulay,  W.  M.  Epps,  J.  H.  Cochran,  L.  D.  Huff,  Carl  McHugh, 
Morris  Cox,  J.  K.  Williams,  M,  A.  Wilson  and  the  academic  deans.  Preliminary 
sketches  have  been  approved  and  design  work  is  pregressing.  The  Sumter  group 
expect  to  have  the  building  available  for  students  by  August,  1966.  The  aca- 
demic program  for  freshmen  and  sophomores  is  to  be  the  basic  program  now 
offered  on  the  Clemson  main  campus  and  has  been  worked  out  by  personnel  in 
each  of  five  undergraduate  schools  (architecture  excluded  since  freshman- 
sophomore  architecture  will  not  be  offered). 


FACULTY  SCHOLARSHIP  PLAQUE 

The  Academic  Faculty  Senate  last  year  recommended  that  a  metal  plaque  be 
placed  in  Tillman  Hall  honoring  those  students  who  have  won  the  academic 
faculty  scholarship  award.  This  plaque,  designed  by  a  Senate  Committee,  has 
been  placed  on  the  wall  inside  the  main  entrance  to  Tillman  Hall,

BLUE  CROSS  OPENS  ANNUAL  RE -ENROLLMENT  PERIOD 

Representatives  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  Insurance  will  be  on  Campus 
through  October  25,  1965.   This  is  the  annual  re-enrollment  period  for  group 
insurance  available  to  all  faculty  members  and  other  regular  employees  of  Clemson 
University. 

During  this  re -enrollment  period  any  member  of  the  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
program  may  make  changes  (additions,  deletions,  etc.)  if  desired  to  fit  their 
individual  and/or  family  needs.   Initial  applications  will  also  be  accepted 
during  this  period  for  those  who  desire  insurance  coverage  through  this  plan. 

New  employees  may  apply  for  insurance  anytime  during  their  first  31  days 
of  employment.   Other  employees  may  apply  for  insurance  or  request  changes  in 
present  coverage  only  during  the  annual  re-enrollment  period,  through  October  25. 
Employees  presently  enrolled  and  desiring  no  changes  will  be  automatically  con- 
tinued and  need  not  contact  the  representatives  at  this  time.

The  program  has  been  in  the  active  planning  state  for  two  years;  faculty, 
equipment,  and  library  resources  have  been  provided  for  the  program;  and  support- 
ing departments  (e.g.,  math)  have  been  strengthened. 
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CURRICULUM  CHANGES  AND  NEW  PROGRAMS  CONTINUED 

III.  Economics  201  will  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  required  courses  in  the  Pre- 
pharmacy  curriculum  and  replaced  with  a  three-hour  social  sciences  elective 
other  than  Economics  201.   An  economics  course  similar  to  our  201  is  required 
of  all  pharmacy  students  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  Charleston. 

IV.  Chemical  Engineering  will  revise  its  curriculum  so  as  to  add  courses  in  com- 
puter theory  and  practice,  and  the  necessary  prerequisites.   Changes  would 
be  effective  for  the  classes  of  1967,  1968  and  thereafter. 

No  new  courses  are  required  for  the  curriculum  for  the  class  of  1967. 
Only  one  course  change  is  required  for  the  curriculum  for  the  class  of  1968 
and  afterwards  and  that  is  adding  one  credit  to  ChE  410.   In  each  curriculum 
a  course  has  been  added  in  advanced  digital  computation  and  in  analog  computa- 
tion.  ChE  425  will  be  the  computer  course  for  the  class  of  1967.   This  course 
has  been  taught  for  several  years  as  an  elective  and  the  subject  matter  is  con- 
cerned with  the  use  of  the  digital  computer  in  solving  chemical  engineering 
problems.   The  course  in  analog  computation  is  ChE  307  which  has  also  been 
taught  previously  as  an  elective. 

Basic  changes  to  be  made  include: 

— add  Physics  122  to  freshman  year,  drop  IE  101. 

— add  ChE  299  to  sophomore  year. 

--replace  sophomore  physics  211,  212,  213,  214  with  Physics  221,  222,  223,  224. 

--add  math  309  in  junior  year,  drop  math  306. 

— add  computer  elective  in  junior  year,  drop  "approved  elective." 

— add  ChE  453  in  senior  year,  drop  ChE  411. 

— add  CerE  419  in  senior  year,  drop  MetE  302. 

— add  ChE  410  in  senior  year,  reduce  humanistic-social  elective  from  5  to  3 
credit  hours. 


ADDITION  TO  CHEMISTRY  FACULTY

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A  NOTE  ON  THE  CLEMSON  COLISEUM 

Plans  are  taking  shape  for  the  construction  soon  of  a  multi-purpose 
building  for  concerts,  plays,  basketball  games,  graduation  exercises  and 
similar  events. 

J.  E.  Sirrine  and  Company  have  been  commissioned  to  design  the  building 
and  the  following  requirements  are  being  considered: 

(a)  Number  of  permanent  seats — 10,000; 

(b)  Arena  floor  size — basketball  court  plus  boundaries; 

(c)  Budget--$2, 000,000. 00 

The  site  at  this  point  is  undertermined,  but  it  is  proposed  that  the 
building  be  located  west  of  "A"  Street  and  east  of  Stadium  Road.   It  is 
hoped  that  final  plans  can  be  completed  and  construction  begun  so  that  the 
coliseum  will  be  readv  for  use  in  1967. 


BLUE  CROSS  OPENS  ANNUAL  RE-ENROLLMENT  PERIOD:   A  REPEAT  ANNOUNCEMENT 

Representatives  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  Insurance  will  be  on  Campus 
through  October  25,  1965.  This  is  the  annual  re-enrollment  period  for  group 
insurance  available  to  all  faculty  members  and  other  regular  employees  of 
Clemson  University.

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THIS  YEAR'S  FRESHMAN  CLASS;   A  PROFILE 

The  current  freshman  class  of  1479  (exclusive  of  102  transfers)  is  the 
largest  freshman  class  by  225  to  enroll  in  the  University.  More  importantly, 
the  class  continues  the  year-by-year  improvement  in  preparation  for  college 
begun  in  1956  when  the  institution  adopted  a  policy  of  selective  admissions. 

The  mean  total  score  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (SAT)  rose  only 
slightly  this  year  to  1003  from  998  a  year  earlier;  however,  this  indicator  has 
risen  from  818  in  1957  and  the  year-by-year  changes  from  this  point  will  be 
small.  The  most  significant  predictor  of  college  success  is  the  student's 
high  school  rank  and  the  per  cent  of  freshmen  who  graduated  in  the  upper 
one-half  of  their  respective  classes  rose  from  78  per  cent  last  year  to  84  per 
cent  in  1965.   In  1957,  65  per  cent  of  the  freshmen  graduated  in  the  upper  one- 
half  of  their  respective  classes.

In  1964,  118  freshmen  had  total  SAT  scores  of  1200  and  above,   ^or  1965 
this  figure  is  144.   At  the  opposite  end  of  the  scale,  82  had  total  SAT  scores 
of  below  800  in  1964  while  only  73  had  scores  in  this  range  in  1965.   For  the 
past  five  years  the  university  has  not  taken  a  student  with  a  total  score  of 
less  than  700.

REPORT  OF  FACULTY  SENATE  MEETING 


The  Faculty  Senate  met  at  U:15  p.m.  on  October  5  in  Room  I  of 
the  Physics  Building,  President  J.  M.  Stepp  presiding.  After  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  had  been  corrected  and  approved,  and 
new  members  from  the  School  of  Education  introduced.  Dr.  Stepp  made 
the  following  announcements: 

—  The  Faculty  Scholarship  plaque  had  been  mounted^ 

—  J.  E.  Miller  would  act  as  a  liaison  man  between 
the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Research  Council; 

—  A  faculty  member  of  the  Citadel  had  requested  and 
had  been  given  information  on  the  functions  of 
Clemson's  Faculty  Senate. 

Chairmen  of  committees  were  asked  for  their  reports.  Gray 
Dinwiddle  (Welfeire)  announced  that  flu  immunization  shots  would  be 
given  from  U:00  to  6:00  p.m.  on  October  lU  in  Room  I  of  the  Physics 
Building,  cost:  $1.00.

NSF  POSTDOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIPS 

As  a  means  of  promoting  the  progress  of  science,  the  National  Science 
Foundation  plans  to  award  approximately  180  postdoctoral  grants  in  the  sciences. 

Awards  of  National  Science  Foundation  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  will  be 
made  for  study  or  work  in  the  mathematical,  physical,  medical,  biological  or 
engineering  sciences,  anthropology,  economics,  geography,  the  history  and 
philosophy  of  science,  linguistics,  political  science,  psychology  and  socio- 
logy. Also  included  are  interdisciplinary  areas  which  are  comprised  of  over- 
lapping fields  among  two  or  more  sciences  (for  example,  geochemistry,  meteoro- 
logy, and  oceanograph) .  The  fields  of  research  and  study  covered  bv  these  awards 
are  limited  to  those  which  conform  to  accepted  standards  of  scienctific  inquiry 
by  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  basic  scientific  method  as  to  objectivity, 
verifiability  and  generality.   Fellowships  are  not  awarded  for  support  of  study 
or  work  toward  the  'I.D.,  D.D.S.,  or  D.V.M.  decree  nor  for  studv  or  work  in 
business  administration,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  psychology  or  social  work.

EDUCATION  DATA- -n IE  SOUTH 

The  Southern  Regional  Education  Board  this  month  released  data  concerninjj 
Southern  Colleges  and  degree  production.   The  data  are  based  on  the  1963-64 
academic  year.  Highlights  of  the  data  review  are: 

1.  The  field  of  education  accounts  for  a  fourth  of  all  bachelor's  degrees 
in  the  South.  Two  fields  acount  for  almost  half  of  all  bachelor's  de- 
grees--education  and  business, 

2.  Fields  in  which  the  South  awards  a  smaller  proportion  of  the  nation's 
bachelor's  degrees  than  is  its  share  of  college  enrollment  (24.5  per 
cent)  are  engineering,  fine  and  applied  arts,  foreign  languages  and  litera- 
ture, geography,  military  science,  nhilosophy,  the  physical  sciences, 
psychology  and  the  social  sciences. 

3.  Three  fields  (health  professions,  laiv  and  religion)  account  for  80  per 
cent  of  major  professional  degrees  in  the  South;  three  (education,  en- 
gineering and  social  science)  account  for  64  per  cent  of  all  master's 
degrees;  and  three  (education,  physical  science,  and  biological  science) 
account  for  half  of  all  doctorates, 

4.  The  Southern  private  institutions  produce  1  out  of  5  master's  degrees, 

1  out  of  4  doctorates,  1  out  of  3  bachelor's  degrees  and  1  out  of  every 

2  major  professional  degrees. 

5.  In  the  United  States,  men  received  47  per  cent  of  bachelor's  degrees, 
68  per  cent  of  master's  degrees,  88  per  cent  of  major  professional 
degrees  and  93  per  cent  of  doctoral  degrees, 

6.  The  Southern  higher  educational  structure  which  at  successive  levels 
finally  results  in  the  production  of  bachelor's  and  advanced  degrees 
costs  the  institutions  an  average  of  about  Si, 500  per  student  per  year 
in  operating  expenses. 

7.  About  half  as  many  students  graduated  last  year  as  had  enrolled  in 
Southern  colleges  and  universities  four  vears  earlier, 

8.  The  Southern  region's  production  of  degrees  has  in  9  years  increased  66 
per  cent  at  the  bachelor's  level,  42  per  cent  at  the  master's  level  and 
107  per  cent  at  the  doctor's  level.

Awards  are  not  made  to  indivi- 
duals for  study  in  programs  leading  to  the  Nt.D.,  D.D.S.,  or  D.V.M.  degrees, 
nor  for  study  leading  to  advanced  degrees  in  business  administration,  clini- 
cal medicine,  clinical  psychology  or  social  work.   Applications  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Graduate  Dean.  Applications  must  be  filed  bv  Dec.  10,  1965.

Dr.  James  Clinton  Cook,  Jr.,  a  Georgia  native  and  a  mechanical  engineering 
graduate  of  Clemson  University,  joined  the  Mechanical  Engineering  department  in 
1948  and  became  its  head  in  1954.  He  served  on  active  duty  in  the  ETO  as  an 
army  officer,  rising  from  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant  to  major  in  World  War  II. 
He  held  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Army  Reserves. 

Dr.  Cook  was  a  soft-spoken,  gentle-mannered  man  of  strong  character,  one 
who  never  compromised  his  principles.  He  was  loved  and  respected  by  his  stu- 
dents, his  colleagues,  and  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  teacher,  a  scholar,  a 
Christian  gentleman.

Tliese  two  requests  were  approved  unanimously. 

4.  Dean  Hurst  announced  that  he  and  the  Registrar  had  reached  the  follow- 
ing agreement  on  draft  deferment : 

A  graduate  student  will  be  certified  to  the  Local  Draft  Board  as  a 
full  time  student  seeking  a  degree  if 

(1)  he  is  seeking  a  degree  at  Clemson  and 

(2)  he  falls  into  one  of  the  three  following  categories 
--he  is  a  graduate  assistant 

--he  is  a  fellow 

--he  is  neither  a  graduate  assistant  nor  a  fellow  but  is  taking 
a  minimum  of  9  credit  hours  per  regular  semester. 

The  agreement  was  agreed  to  by  the  Council. 

5.  Dean  Hurst  announced  that  the  Language  Faculty  recommended  that  the 
candidates  for  advanced  degrees  who  have  taken  twelve  hours  undergraduate  credit 
in  French  or  German  at  an  approved  college  with  an  average  of  B  and  with  no  grade 
lower  than  C  be  excused  from  the  usual  reading  examination  in  that  language.  This 
was  approved.

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SENATE  NOTICE  TO  ACADEMIC  FACULTY 

TO:       Members  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson  University 

SUBJECT:   Proposed  amendment  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate. 

Members  of  the  Faculty  Senate  are  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  when  the  Senate  was  established  in  1956  it  was  intended  that  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  the  membership  would  be  elected  each  year.   However, 
there  is  a  recently-discerned  flaw  in  the  By-Laws  which  has  already  re- 
sulted in  a  substantial  lack  of  balance  in  the  expiration  dates  of  member- 
ship in  the  Senate,  and  which  if  not  corrected  will  get  worse  and  worse. 

Of  the  37  current  members,  the  terms  of  9  will  expire  in  1966,  11  In 
1967,  and  17  in  1968.   Since  increases  in  Senate  membership  due  to  the 
numerical  growth  of  the  Academic  Faculty  occur  only  in  years  divisible  by 
the  number  three  (Facul ty  Manual .  p.  5^),  and  since  new  members  are  ordinarily 
elected  for  three-year  terms,  the  additional  members  are   added  to  the  group 
that  is  already  most  numerous.   Under  the  present  system,  and  assuming  that 
the  membership  growth  trend  of  the  past  continues  into  the  future,  the  new 
members  elected  in  I968  will  be  as  numerous  as  the  other  two  groups  com- 
bined, and  the  new  members  elected  in  1971  (and  at  three-year  intervals  there- 
after) will  constitute  an  outright  majority  of  the  total  membership.   This 
would  weaken  the  stability  and  continuity  of  the  Senate  which  was  envisioned 
in  the  original  plan  of  organization. 

While  there  appears  to  be  no  simple  way  to  correct  completely  the 
Imbalance  that  has  already  developed.  It  can  be  alleviated  somewhat  and 
prevented  from  becoming  any  worse  by  the  simple  expedient  of  putting 
membership  reallocation  on  a  two-year  cycle  while  retaining  three-year 
terms  of  service  in  the  Senate. 

Therefore,  having  followed  the  procedures  prescribed  in  Article  IV  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate  (Facul ty  Manual .  p.  57),  the  Senate  passed 
the  following  resolution  on  November  2,  1965: 

Resolved :  That  Article  M,  Section  I,  Paragraph  2  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Clemson  University  Faculty  Senate  be  amended  as  follows:   In  the  third 
sentence  delete  the  words,  "calendar  years  divisible  by  the  number  three," 
and  substitute  for  them  the  words,  "odd-numbered  calendar  years." 

On  behalf  of  the  Faculty  Senate  I  herewith  submit  this  resolution 
to  the  members  of  the  Academic  Faculty  with  the  recommendation  that  It  be 
approved  at  the  next  meeting  of  that  body.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  November  2  at  4:15  p.m.  in  Room  I  of 
the  Physics  Building,  President  J.  M.  Stepp  presiding.   After  the  minutes 
of  the  October  meeting  had  been  approved,  President  Stepp  made  the  following 
announcements : 

(1)  Dean  Williams'  request  for  a  study  of  the  University's 
procedure  for  conducting  graduating  exercises  had  been 
referred  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee; 

(2)  the  Council  of  the  Alumni  Association  had  requested  assis- 
tance in  planning  a  student  award  to  be  given  on  Honors  Day; 

(3)  a  member  of  the  Student  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Student 
Senate  had  asked  for  an  opinion  on  the  use  of  student  rating 
sheets  on  faculty  members. 

The  last  two  items  were  referred  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee. 

A  resolution  was  passed  to  amend  Article  II,  Section  I  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate  by  substituting  the  phrase  "odd-numbered  calen- 
dar years"  for  "calendar  years  divisible  by  three."  If  approved  by  the 
Academic  Faculty,  the  amendment  will  eventually  alleviate  the  present  un- 
balance in  the  expiration  of  senators'  terms. 

Dr.  A.  T.  Hind  (Admissions  and  Scholarship)  presented  the  recommen- 
dations of  a  subcommittee  which  had  studied  the  problem  of  the  readmitted 
deficient  student.   Although  present  practices  in  dealing  with  this  kind 
of  student  were,  in  general,  approved,  three  proposals  were  made: 

(1)  if  a  student  within  50  hours  of  graduation  has  a  grade  point 
ratio  lower  than  that  required  for  graduation,  his  photostatic 
check-up  sheet  should  indicate  the  grade  point  ratio  he  would 
have  to  maintain  to  graduate; 

(2)  the  phrase  "permanently  ineligible  for  readmission"  should  be 
clarified; 

(3)  requirements  for  continuing  enrollment  should  be  increased  to 
make  them  compatible  with  the  1968  graduating  requirement  of  2.00, 

A  lengthy  discussion  was  concluded  with  the  passage  of  a  motion  to  defer 
action  on  the  recommendations. 

Dr.  H.  G.  Lefort,  reporting  for  the  Policy  Committee,  recommended  that 
the  administration  initiate  a  policy  of  "encouraging  all  legitimate  means  to 
present  the  concept  of  Clemson  as  a  university...."  Dr.  Harriet  Holman 
supported  the  recommendation  by  pointing  out  that  many  other  institutions 
encourage  or  promote  the  sale  of  books  written  by  their  faculties,  com- 
memorative porcelain,  etchings,  and  such.   As  a  result,  money  has  been  pro- 
vided for  scholarships  and  worthy  campus  projects,  and  the  public  images  of 
these  institutions  have  been  enhanced.   After  further  discussion  a  motion 
was  passed  to  defer  action  on  the  recommendation. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  CONTINUED     "6- 

Professor  H.  M.  Felder  reported  evidence  of  a  substantial  community 
interest  in  the  possibility  of  organizing  a  funeral  society.   An  exploratory 
meeting  on  October  27  was  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Baptist,  Methodist, 
and  Episcopalian  churches;  the  Unitarian  Fellowship;  the  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  and 
Lions  Clubs;  and  the  AAUW  and  AAUP.   A  second  meeting  is  set  for  December  1. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

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MINUTES  OF  RESEARCH  FACULTY  MEETING 

1.  The  Research  Faculty  Council  met  in  Room  1,  Physics  Building, 
November  l6,  I965  at  i+:00  P.M.,  Chairman  W.  C.  Godley  presiding. 

2.  Minutes  of  the  October  meeting  vere  approved. 

3.  Dr.  F.  I.  Brownley  presented  information  concerning  research  in 
the  Department  of  Chemistry.  Analytical  research  included  both 
theoretical  and  practical  approaches.  The  work  includes  the 
building  of  a  potentiometric  titremeter  with  automatic  read  out 
in  terms  of  volume  vs  pH.  EDTA  studies  are  underway  determining 
the  physical  properties  of  metal  chelates.  Inorganic  studies 
are  centered  on  transition  metal  complexes  and  the  absorption 
of  gases  by  metal  complexes.  Organic  work  is  mechanistic  such 
as  synthesizing  a  completely  aromatic  polymer.  Natural  products 
study  hopes  to  illucidate  the  structure  or  synthesis  of  natural 
products.  Physical  Chemistry  work  includes  molecular  vibrations 
studies.  Polymer  work  concerns  the  diffusion  process  of  a  num- 
ber of  diff-erent  polymers. 

Dr.  Brownley  believes  that  a  completely  integrated  research 
program  is  necessary. 

k.     Ad  Hoc  Committee  report  was  given  by  Dr.  R.  L.  Edwards.  The 
report  recommended  changes  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Research 
Faculty  Council.  The  changes  pertain  to  Article  II  Section  I, 
Membership  (par.  5,  page  62)  and  Section  2,  Election  of  Officers 
(par.  1,  page  63). 

5,  Dr.  Godley  reported  on  the  Alumni  National  Counci±.and  Founda- 
tion meetings  October  22,  I965. 

6,  Dr.  Godley  requested  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the  meeting 
dates  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  which  are  mandatory  for 
the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month.

MII^njTES  OF  THE  GRADUATE  COUNCIL 

The  Graduate  Council  met  in  the  Graduate  Dean's  office  at  U:Oi+  p.m. 
Friday,  November  12,  1965. 

1.  The  minutes  of  the  October  8  meeting  were  approved. 

2,  Dean  Hurst  asked  for  reports  by  the  Chairman  of  the  following 
ad  hoc  committees: 

A.  Procedure  for  Writing  Theses  and  Dissertations 

Dr.  Byrd  read  the  following  recommendation  on  the  use  of 
paper  and  duplicating  processes  for  theses: 

(l).   If  a  reproduction  process  is  to  be  used  either  multilith 
or  xerox  be  allowed  for  thesis  duplication. 

(2).  A  minimum  quality  of  paper  equal  to  20-pound  bond,  100 
per  cent  rag  content  be  required. 

(3).  No  corrections  shall  be  made  on  the  duplicated  copies. 

(U),  All  letters  must  be  clearly  and  completely  formed  as 
evidenced  on  the  duplicated  copy.  All  copies  must  be 
clearly  reproduced  and  completely  legible. 

Dr.  Byrd  moved  this  recommendation  be  adopted.  There 
was  discussion  and  a  motion  to  table  was  approved  unanimously. 

B.  Use  of  Graduate  Record  Language  Examination  in  German, 
French,  or  Russian. 

Dr.  Calhoun  reported  that  the  minimum  charge  for  each 
examination  would  be  $60  for  10  students.  The  student  would  not  be  allowed 
to  use  a  dictionary.  The  committee  plans  to  send  out  a  questionnaire  to 
each  department  involved  in  the  doctoral  program. 

Dr.  Hurst  stated  that  a  fair  price  might  be  set  for  the 
student  and  the  Graduate  School  might  make  up  the  difference. 

The  question  arose  on  the  policy  of  language  examinations 
for  foreign  students.  Dean  Hurst  stated  that  the  Graduate  School  will 
accept  English,  one  foreign  language,  and  his  native  tongue  provided  that 
sufficient  work  of  an  advanced  nature  had  been  published  in  his  native 
tongue , 

C.  Grading  of  Doctoral  Research 

Dr.  Andrews  reported  that  his  committee  has  been  studying 
the  problem  and  has  no  report  at  the  present  time. 

(l).  Dean  Hurst  explained  the  75?^  increase  in  the  thesis  binding 
fee.  The  old  price  of  $3.00  no  longer  covers  the  cost  of  binding.  The 
additional  fee  includes  25^  for  increase  in  binding  cost;  25^  for  increase 
in  handling  costs;  and  25^  for  printing  the  title  of  thesis  and  author's 
name  on  the  spine. 


(2),  Dean  Hurst  explained  that  a  Graduate  Assistant  had  been  re- 
defined as  "a  student  vith  a  baccalaureate  degree  from  an  approved  insti- 
tution who  contracts  to  devote  a  minimum  of  10  working  hours  per  week  to 
the  University  for  at  least  a  full  semester". 

(3).  Dean  Hurst  proposed  that  a  potential  graduate  student  who 
has  not  taken  the  GRE  can  come  to  Clemson  as  a  graduate  assistant  if  his 
GPR  and  letters  of  recommendation  are  indicative  of  his  qualifications; 
however,  he  may  not  be  admitted  to  the  Graduate  School.  If  he  passes 
the  GRE  he  can  be  admitted  and  get  credit  for  courses  taken.  If  he  does 
not  pass  he  does  not  get  credit  and  he  remains  as  a  special  student. 

D.  New  Business 


(l).  Dean  Hurst  requested  that  the  Council  approve  the  following 
new  courses: 

a.  Economics  600  -  Seminar  in  Advanced  Economic  Theory. 

b.  Industrial  Engineering  511  -  Quantitative  Production 

Control.

Dr.  Rich  moved  that  the  courses  be  approved.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  approved  unanimously. 

The  Department  of  Bacteriology  requested  that  Bact  301  be  offered 
for  graduate  credit  for  students  other  than  those  majoring  in  the  Bio- 
logical Sciences.  This  request  was  approved  unanimously. 

(2).  Dr.  Hurst  announced  that  in  the  future  the  Physics  Department 
will  not  accept  graduate  students  unless  they  are  willing  to  write  a  thesis. 

(3).  Dr.  Hurst  proposed  the  following  changes:

"Those  enrolled  in  Master's  Degree  Programs  shall  file  a 
Preliminary  Study  Program  (GS2)  by  not  later  than  the  end  of  their  first 
academic  semester  (9  hours)  of  residence.  Those  enrolled  in  Doctoral  Pro- 
grams shall  file  a  Preliminary  Study  Program  (GS2d)  by  not  later  than  the 
end  of  their  first  academic  year  (18  hours)  of  residence.  If  changes  in 
study  plans  become  necessary,  revised  forms  of  GS2  and  GS2d  should  be 
submitted". 

A  discussion  followed.  Dean  Hurst  requested  that  the  Council  study 
this  proposal  before  the  next  meeting.  A  suggestion  was  made  that  the  GS2 
indicate  whether  the  program  is  for  a  M.S.  or  a  Ph.D.  degree. 

(h).   Dr.  Rich  asked  that  the  Coiincil  approve  courses  to  be  used 
in  the  Water  Resources  Program: 

WR  511  -  Climatology 
WR  512  -  Meteorology 
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Dr.  Rich  also  pointed  out  that  these  courses  could  be  used  in 
Environmental  Systems  Engineering  and  in  Air  Pollution. 

Dr.  Rich  moved  that  the  courses  be  approved.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  approved  unanimously.

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MINUTES;   FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 

The  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  of  Clemson  University  met  in  the 
Graduate  School  Office  at  U:05  p.m.  on  October  29,  I965.  The  following 
members  were  present:  T.  H.  Garner,  G.  C,  Kingsland,  J.  E.  Miller,  J.  J. 
Porter,  Tah-teh  Yang,  B.  R.  Skelton,  M.  A.  Wilson,  ex-officio  and  Victor 
Hurst,  ex-officio,  chainnan. 

Chairman  Hurst  introduced  Mr.  M,  A.  Wilson,  ex-officio,  who  outlined 
the  purpose,  source  of  funds  and  history  of  the  Faculty  Basic  Research  Pro- 
gram. The  following  points  were  stressed  in  this  presentation: 

1.  Purpose  of  the  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  —  To  encourage 
basic  research  by  members  of  the  facility  through  the  provision  of 
financial  support  for  worthwhile  projects  which  are  not  supported 
by  taxpayers  money. 

2.  Reviewed  memorandum  of  C.  A,  Reed,  October  5j  1959?  to  stress  the 
following  points: 

a.  Research  work  contributing  directly  to  a  university  degree  may  not 
be  supported. 

b.  Credit  must  be  given  to  the  Kress  Foundation  (Now  Faculty 
Basic  Research  Committee). 

Co  Funds  may  not  be  used  to  pay  salaries  or  wages  of  any  Clemson 
faculty  or  staff  member. 

3.  Reviewed  memorandum  of  J.  E.  Miller,  July  11,  1965,  which  clarified 
the  question  of  what  happens  to  equipment  bought  by  Faculty  Basic 
Research  Funds.  Equipment  so  purchased  is  the  property  of  the 
Committee  and  may  be  transferred  to  another  project  after  com- 
pletion of  the  original  project. 

k.   Memorandum  of  H.  H.  Macaulay,  May  15,  196^5  outlined  travel  and 
purchasing  procedijres.  Both  travel  and  purchasing  are  to  be 
conducted  according  to  University  regulations. 

Mr.  Wilson  further  explained  that  funds  allocated  by  the  Committee  do 
not  have  to  close  out  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  as  is  common  with  other 
research  monies.  The  four  sources  through  which  funds  are  currently  available 
are: 

1.  Kress  Foundation 

2.  National  Science  Foundation 

3.  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund

Mr.  Wilson  counseled  the  committee  to  insure,  that  for  all  projects 
supported.  University  regulations  be  followed  in  establishing  wages  and 
in  reimbursement  for  travel. 

J.  E.  Miller  suggested  that  the  policies  of  the  Faculty  Basic  Research 
Program  be  published  yearly  and  reminded  the  group  that  National  Science 
Foundation  funds  are  restricted  as  to  areas  of  research, 

A  brief  discussion  of  the  future  of  the  Kress  Foundation  stocks  ensued. 
M.  A.  Wilson  expressed  the  opinion  that  funds  from  this  source  will  continue 
to  be  very  limited. 
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Dr.  Hurst  explained  the  amounts  of  money  currently  available: 

$U000  for  science  projects 

$1500  unrestricted  funds,  commonly  used  for  research 
in  social  sciences  and  Humanities,

ALUMNI  FUND  TOPS  $1.000,000  IN  TEN  YEARS 

A  record-breaking  total  of  $217,313.98  in  gifts  to  the  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty 
Fund  in  1965  brought  the  total  income  of  the  Loyalty  Fund  to  $1,040,061.78  for  the 
10  years  since  its  establishment  in  1956.   The  year  before  the  Loyalty  Fund  began 
(1955)  alumni  gifts  approximated  $15,000.   The  Fund  has  received  more  than  $100,000 
each  of  the  last  six  years. 

A  total  of  3,931  alumni  and  52  associate  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  made 
gifts  varying  from  two-dollar  amounts  by  several  members  of  the  Class  of  1965  to  the 
$104,076  bequest  by  Robert  A.  Bowen,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1917  from  Macon,  Ga. 

The  1965  Loyalty  Fund  had  an  unrestricted  income  of  $102,998.48  and  a  restricted 
income  of  $114,315.50.   Educational  grants  to  the  University  from  the  unrestricted 
portion  of  the  Fund  will  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Clemson  University  Foundation 
later  this  month. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  December  7  at  4:15  p.m.  in  Room  I  of  the 
Physics  Building,  President  J.  M,  Stepp  presiding.  After  introducing 
Professor  John  M.  Wannamaker,  elected  to  replace  Dr.  Sam  M.  Willis,  Dr. 
Stepp  presented  two  recommendations  which  had  been  postponed  from  the 
previous  meeting.  The  Policy  Committee's  recommendation  that  the  ad- 
ministration be  asked  to  adopt  a  policy  of  "encouraging  all  legitimate 
means  to  present  the  concept  of  Clemson  as  a  university"  was  referred  to 
the  committee  for  further  consideration.  Similar  action  was  taken  on  a 
recommendation  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  intended  to  mini- 
mize the  possibility  that  academically  weak  students  might  be  allowed  to 
continue  their  enrollment  with  little  hope  of  graduation. 

Committee  chairmen  were  asked  for  their  reports.   Dr.  J.  G.  Dinwiddie 
(Welfare)  submitted  the  following  report: 

(1)  Attendance  at  professional  meetings  has  been  satisfactory, 
but  larger  appropriations  for  this  purpose  would  ensure 
larger  attendance. 

(2)  A  standing  Senate  committee  on  faculty  recreation  is  not 
needed  at  this  time. 

(3)  The  name  "Welfare  Committee"  seems  satisfactory  as  the 
official  designation  of  a  committee  carrying  out  the 
functions  of  faculty  welfare,  but  the  committee  is  re- 
ceptive to  suggestions  for  a  different  name. 

(4)  A  letter  to  the  administration  regarding  the  Tenure 
Policy  is  planned.   Implementation  of  the  Tenure  Policy 
across  departmental  lines  and  with  reference  to  the 
Sumter  branch  will  be  discussed. 

(5)  The  parking  situation  is  gradually  becoming  more  perplexing. 

Dr.  Dinwiddie  moved  that  the  Senate  approve  the  following  recommendation: 

"Due  to  the  increasing  lack  of  adequate  parking  space  on  the  campus, 
the  Faculty  Senate  urges  that  consideration  be  given  to  making  more  space 
available  for  faculty  use.  Among  the  areas  that  offer  possibilities  for 
additional  space  are  those  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  Library  Building  and 
the  space  across  from  the  Industrial  Education  Building." 

Ensuing  discussion  indicated  a  general  dissatisfaction  with  the  Uni- 
versity's present  management  of  campus  parking  and  traffic,  but  there  was 
no  consensus  as  to  a  remedy.   It  was  observed  that  parking  and  traffic  pro- 
blems had  been  aggravated  by  (1)  the  increased  number  of  reserved  parking 
areas,  (2)  the  lack  of  authority  of  the  Parking  and  Traffic  Control  Committee, 
(3)  the  failure  to  correlate  parking  and  traffic  control  with  the  rapid  ex- 
pansion of  housing  and  service  facilities,  (4)  the  lack  of  a  professional 
attitude  toward  the  whole  problem.   It  was  also  suggested  that  the  advice  of 
off-campus  traffic  engineers  be  sought.   The  motion  passed. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE  CONTINUED 

Dr.  Henry  G.  Lefort  (Policy)  reported  that  his  committee  was  considering 
what  steps  might  be  taken  to  improve  undergraduate  teaching  at  Clemson  and 
asked  for  faculty  suggestions. 

Reporting  for  an  ad  hoc  committee,  Dr.  J.  T.  Long  introduced  a  reso- 
lution which  would  make  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
compatible  with  the  new  University  calendar  and  provide  for  reasonably 
quick  representation  of  any  new  School  or  College  of  the  University  in  the 
Faculty  Senate.   The  resolution  will  be  conr^idered  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Senate. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:40  p.m.

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PROFESSORSHIP  ESTABLISHED  IN  HONOR  OF  THE  LATE  DR.  FRED  CALHOUN 

A  professorship  in  chemistry,  named  in  memory  of  the  late  Fred  Harvey 
Hall  Calhoun,  has  been  established  (effective  January  l)  through  the 
generosity  of  a  sponsor  who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous.  The  professorship 
will  carry  a  special  stipend  of  $3>000  per  year. 


Dr.  Calhoun,  for  whom  the  professorship  is  named,  was  a  member  of  the 
Clemson  faculty  for  almost  forty-one  years.  From  1926  until  his  retirement 
in  19^3  he  was  Dean  of  the  School  of  Chemistry.  His  reputation  as  an 
excellent  teacher  and  a  highly  effective  administrator  is  firmly  established 
with  all  Clemson  men  who  knew  him  over  the  years. 

The  recipient  of  the  Fred  Harvey  Hall  Calhoun  professorship  in  Chemistry 
is  Dr.  Albert  R.  Finder.   Dr.  Pinder  has  the  B.Sc,  Ph.D.,  and  D.Sci.  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Sheffield  and  Oxford.  His  teaching  experience 
includes  fifteen  years  at  Oxford,  Queen's  University  in  Belfast,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wales  and  Florida  State  University.  He  is  a  member  of  several 
professional  societies  and  has  been  the  author  of  a  large  number  of  books 
and  articles.  His  wife,  Pamela  Oliver  Pinder,  is  from  New  Ferry,  Cheshire, 
England,  and  they  have  two  daughters,  12  and  8  years  of  age. 

The  Calhoun  professorship  is  the  eighth  established  at  Clemson,  all 
in  the  past  few  years.  Three  of  the  eight  are  sponsored  by  the  Clemson 
Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  one  by  the  Draper  Foundation,  one  by  the  Sirrine 
Foundation,  one  by  the  Belle  Baruch  Foundation,  and  two  by  anonymous 
sources.

Horace  H.  Williamson  of  Troy,  New  York  has  rejoined  the  faculty  in 
Architecture  as  an  Associate  Professor  after  an  absence  of  two  years  as  a 
design  architect  for  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority.

An  unusual  paperback  dictionary  now  available,  The  Penguin  Dictionary 
of  English,  includes  spaceage  words  and  some  of  the  novel  jargon  of 
modern  youth. 

In  the  World,  a  novel  by  George  P.  Elliott  (Viking  Press),  has  to  do 
with  the  University  of  California. 

The  American  College  and  University,  a  three-year-old  book  by  Abraham 
Lass  and  E.  S.  Wilson  which  reviews  the  history  of  U.  S.  higher 
education  from  the  Colonial  Period,  is  now  available  in  paperbacks. 

The  October  l6  Saturday  Review  has  a  John  Gunther  article  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.   (Good  report  on  the  University's  progress). 

The  November  1  U.  S.  News  and  World  Report  carries  an  interview  with 
Dr.  Stefan  Possony  of  the  Hoover  Institution  at  Stanford  assaying  the 
communist  influence  in  the  student  protest  movement.  He  says  that 
while  numbers  are  small,  tight  organization  makes  impact  large. 

Two  recent  novels  with  professors  as  central  characters  are  Cork  Street, 
Next  to  the  Hatters  by  Pamela  Johnson  (Scribner 's),  and  The  Fires  of 
Arcadia  by  G.  B.  Harrison  (Brace  and  World).  The  first  deals  with  a 
professor  who  writes  plays  which  expose  the  evils  of  society;  the 
second  (by  a  noted  Shakespearian  scholar)  has  a  professor  of  the 
classics  challenging  a  professor  of  biology  to  reproduce  the  animals 
of  mythology. 

Richard  Armour  has  in  print  an  attack  on  the  academic  world.  The 
title  is  Going  Around  in  Academic  Circles  (McGraw  Hill).   Some  humor, 
some  half-truths,  much  nonsense. 

GRADUATE  EDUCATION  TODAY  edited  by  Everett  Walters,  American  Council 
on  Education,  Washington,  D.  C.  is  a  series  of  essays  by  deans.   The 
M.A. is  not  going  out  of  style.  Graduate  students  are  not  corrupted 
by  assistance  grajits.   The  decline  of  the  humanities  began  when  the 
humanist  fell  prey  to  the  blandishments  of  dialectical  materialism. 

PAEDAGOGICA  EUROPAEA  I965  by  the  Council  of  Cultural  Cooperation, 
American  Elsevier  Publishing  Company,  Inc.,  New  York  is  a  multi- 
lingual (English,  French,  German)  collection  about  the  problems 
of  education  in  Europe. 

EDUCATION  AND  POLITICAL  DEVELOPMENT  edited  by  James  S.  Coleman 
(Princeton  University  Press)  is  a  study  of  what  education  means 
in  the  politiccQ.  development  of  nations.  Essays  on  underdeveloped 
lands  with  contrasting  essays  on  the  educational  programs  of  Western 
Europe  and  America. 
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NSF  ESTABLISHES  ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES  DIVISION. 

National  Science  Foundation  Director  Leland  J.  Haworth  has 
announced  the  establishment  in  the  Foundation  of  a  Division  of  Environ- 
mental Sciences  headed  by  Dr.  T.  0.  Jones,  who  has  headed  the  NSF  Office 
of  Antarctic  Programs  since  I96I. 

The  new  Division  will  be  responsible  for  programs  in  the 
support  of  research  in  the  atmospheric  sciences,  including  aeronomy, 
meteorology,  solar- terrestrial  interactions,  and  weather  modification; 
the  solid- earth  sciences,  including  geology,  geophysics,  and  geochem- 
istry; physical  oceanography;  and  the  Antarctic  Program,  which  Dr.  Jones 
will  continue  to  head. 

According  to  Dr.  Haworth,  the  "creation  of  the  division  will 
enhance  mutual  support  between  areas  of  science  that  have  a  number  of 
common  problems  and  that  lend  themselves  to  inter- disciplinary  approaches 
to  scientific  research.  These  problems  frequently  involve  the  need  for 
logistic  support  and  a  high  degree  of  advance  planning  for  field  operations" 
of  the  sort  with  which  the  Antarctic  Office  has  had  experience.

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AN  ACADEMIC  FANTASY 

(Reprinted  by  permission  from  'Tour  Academic  Fantasies"  by  Noel  Perrin  in 
The  New  Yorker  of  December  4,  1965.) 

The  idea  first  occurred  to  two  men  in  the  history  department,  shortly 
after  the  university  had  promoted  its  head  fund-raiser  to  the  new  office  of 
Vice-President  for  Development,  simultaneously  turning  over  to  a  magnified 
Alumni  Development  Office  a  building  that  for  the  preceding  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  years  had  housed  classrooms. 

The  following  week,  there  was  a  secret  and  illegal  meeting  of  the  faculty. 
The  two  historians  explained  their  plan,  and  acceptance  became  certain  when  one 
of  them  (an  economic  historian)  pointed  out  that  though  the  university's 
Loyalty  Fund  was  currently  bringing  in  a  full  million  a  year,  only  about  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  of  this  turned  itself  into  teachers'  salaries,  or 
library  books,  or  anything  academic  at  all.   The  rest  vanished  soundlessly 
into  administrative  costs,  including  quite  a  decent  budget  for  the  Development 
Office  itself.   The  faculty  accepted  the  plan  by  a  vote  of  317  to  58.   None  of 
the  58  dissenters  mentioned  the  meeting  to  the  president,  the  academic  provost, 
or  any  of  the  vice-presidents,  deans,  or  vice-deans. 

A  letter  went  out  to  the  alumni  a  few  days  later.  It  began  in  a  frankly 
advertising  style.  "Now,  at  last,  an  alumni  fund  drive  you  can  respect,"  it 
said.  "Support  education,  not  administration.  Give  directly  to  the  faculty 
member  of  your  choice.'  No'  middlemen.'  No  costly  overhead.'  Every  penny  goes 
directly  to  faculty  salaries  and  to  immediate  educational  costs.  Give  today 
the  faculty  way.'" 

The  letter  went  on  to  explain  that  every  alumni  class  was  being  given  a 
chance  to  adopt  seven  members  of  the  faculty,  each  from  a  different  department. 
Older  classes,  used  to  giving  lots  of  money,  got  full  professors;  new,  young 
classes  got  instructors;  and  so  forth.   The  alumnus  was  invited  to  send  a  check 
to  any  one  of  his  class's  seven  faculty  members  or  jointly  to  all  of  them.   If 
he  had  a  favorite  teacher  outside  the  class's  group,  he  could  still  earmark 
half  the  donation  for  him. 

The  administration  sent  its  letter  out  shortly  afterward.   It  asked  the 
alumni  to  ignore  the  communication  they  had  just  had  from  a  small  lunatic 
fringe  among  the  faculty,  lest  chaos  ensue.   "YOU  OWE  YOUR  LOYALTY  TO  THE  WHOLE 
UNIVERSITY,"  the  letter  went  on,  all  in  capitals.   It  explained  that  only  the 
administration  knew  how  to  allocate  funds,  or  make  a  ten-year  projected  budget. 
It  pointed  out  that  the  faculty  had  been  less  than  candid  in  claiming  that  under 
their  plan  you  could  contribute  directly  to  the  faculty  member  of  your  choice. 
There  was  a  secret  agreement  (discovered  by  a  vice-provost  smuggled  into  the 
third  illegal  faculty  meeting)  that  half  the  take  would  be  pooled  and  then  dis- 
tributed equally  among  the  entire  faculty. 

For  several  years,  there  was  chaos.   Some  classes  switched  to  the  faculty 
plan  at  once,  a  few  remained  loyal  to  the  Alumni  Development  Office,  most  were 
split.   Really  devoted  alumni  supported  both  fund  drives.   But  about  the  fourth 
year  it  became  clear  that  the  faculty  had  won.   Their  fund  drive  was  less  syste- 
matic, but  it  was  more  interesting.   The  mimeographed  faculty  newsletters  made 
much  livelier  reading  than  tlie  printed  reports  the  alumni  were  used  to.   Furthermore, 
no  potential  donor  had  ever  had  a  course  with  anyone  in  the  Development  Office. 
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AN  ACADEMIC  FANTASY  CONTINUED 


But  what  really  carried  the  day  was  the  action  of  several  classes  in  dividing 
themselves  into  sections,  one  for  each  class  faculty  member.   By  the  fourth 
year  it  was  commonplace  to  hear  such  boasts  as  "We're  giving  our  guy  a  year 
in  Rome  when  his  sabbatical  comes  up"  and  "That's  nothing.   We're  giving  our 
guy  a  red  convertible  when  his  book  comes  out." 

At  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  the  Vice-President  for  Development  resigned 
his  job,  enrolled  as  a  graduate  student,  and  now  teaches  biology  at  Syracuse 
University.

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Minutes  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
January  13,  1966 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  January  13  at  U:l5  p.m.  in  Room  I  of  the 
Physics  Building,  President  J.  M.  Stepp  presiding.  After  the  minutes  of 
the  preceding  meeting  had  been  approved,  it  was  announced  that  a  public 
meeting  would  be  held  at  the  Y#M,C,A«  on  January  19  to  determine  community 
interest  in  the  formation  of  a  funeral  society. 

Recommendations  and  resolutions  postponed  from  the  December  meeting 
were  considered.  Dr.  A,  T,  Hind  moved  the  acceptance  of  an  amended  re- 
commendation to  reduce  the  possibility  of  continued  enrollment  for  students 
unlikely  to  meet  graduation  requirements.  Included  was  a  suggestion  that 
GPR  requirements  for  continuing  enrollment  be  gradually  increased.  Dr. 
Stepp  presented  data  from  the  Registrar's  office  to  show  the  number  of 
students  that  would  be  affected  by  ,1  and  .2  increases  in  enrollment  re- 
quirements. He  stressed  the  importance  of  setting  the  increases  no  higher 
than  necessary  to  permit  a  reasonable  possibility  of  graduation.  The 
motion  passed. 

Dr,  H,  G.  Lefort  introduced  a  revised  Policy  Committee  recommendation 
that  in  addition  to  existing  public  relations  programs  "a  policy  be  es- 
tablished to  encourage  the  use  of  all  appropriate  means  to  promote  Clems on 
University."  The  recommendation  suggested  specifically  placing  and  keeping  -^ 

on  sale  at  the  University  Bookstore  and  other  suitable  outlets  (1)  books  |j 

associated  with  the  history  of  Clemson,  (2)  books  and  other  publications  ;»; 

of  general  interest  by  faculty  members,  (3)  porcelain,  engraved  note  ps^er, 
and  etchings  of  promotional  value.  After  an  amendment  to  limit  the  scope  ^   j 

of  the  recommendation  had  failed,  the  committee's  recommendation  was  approved.        .;=_5g 

Dr.  J.  T.  Long  requested  action  on  a  resolution,  introduced  at  the  ; 

December  meeting,  to  amend  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Academic  j 

Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate.  The  amendments  were  designed  (1)  to  make  the  \ 

dates  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  compatible  with  the  new  University  j 

calendar  and  (2)  to  expedite  Senate  representation  for  the  faculty  of  a  [ 

new  school  or  college.  Professor  John  Wannamaker  pointed  out  that  farther  j 

revisions  might  be  required  to  permit  representation  of  the  Sumter  branch.  | 
It  was  agreed  that  the  relationship  of  the  Sumter  branch  to  the  Faculty 
Senate  should  be  explored  at  a  later  time,  and  Dr.  Long's  resolution  was 
passed. 

There  being  no  new  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  ^t20  p.m.

WINDS  BLOW  FREE  IN  irU  VERS  I  TIES 

"Man  is  but  a  reed,  the  weakest  in  nature,"  said  Pascal,  "but  he  is  a  think- 
ing reed."  The  winds  tliat  rattle  the  reeds  in  Georj^ia  have  not  alwavs  been  kind 
to  thouf^lit.   But  they  are  blowing  fair  for  free  academic  inquiry  now,  and  this 
may  well  be  the  most  inr)ortant  value  added  after  all  the  spending  on  new  college 
buildings  is  done.   The  one  r)riceless  asset  will  have  turned  out  to  be  free, 

Emory  IMiversity  President  Sanford  Atwood  would  have  been  quite  happy,  no 
doubt,  if  his  students  had  chosen  not  to  invite  the  old  socialist  Norman 
Thomas  to  sneak  at  a  Viet  Nam  teach-in  on  the  verv  eve  of  Emorv's  $25  million 
fund  drive  kickoff. 

But  they  did  invite  Thomas,  and  he  did  sneak  his  pacifist  mind  freclv  at 
Emor}'  (so  did  I,  in  opposition  to  Thomas),  and  President  Atwood  saw  to  it 
that  freedom  of  expression  was  permitted.   Result:  His  students'  minds  were 
stretched  and  their  critical  faculties  heightened. 

In  the  same  week,  he  must  have  made  an  inward  groan  when  an  Emory  professor 
of  Bible,  Dr.  Thomas  Altizer,  made  a  snlash  with  his  "Ood  is  dead"  theory. 
Neither  President  Atwood  nor  his  dean  of  theology  seemed  quite  sure  what  Altizer 
was  talking  about  but  both  of  them  publicly  and  stoutly  defended  his  right  of 
free  inquiry  and  expression  in  the  face  of  a  public  stom. 

Thus  President  Atwood  has  done  Georgians  the  enormous  intellectual  courtesy 
of  assuming  they  know  Emorv's  buildings  would  be  emptied  of  integrity,  and  his 
faculty  sliorn  of  worth,  if  he   went  monevhunting  at  the  expense  of  academic 
freedom.   By  his  acts  he  lias  shown,  in  fact,  what  he  wants  to  build--an  ex- 
cellent university  putting  uninhibited  inquiry  that  is  basic  to  learning  al- 
ways al\ead  of  material  convenience,  and  at  the  most  inconvenient  time.   In 
return  he  will  find,  I  believe,  a  generoias  response. 

In  the  IJniversitv  System  of  Georgia  the  same  clean  winds  have  freshened. 
Chancellor  George  Simnson  need  only  look  back  to  his  native  Chanel  Hill  for 
reassurance  about  his  own  insistence  on  academic  freedom.   There,  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  is  onlv  nov;  beginning  to  back  out  of  the  wreckage  of 
its  once-distinguished  reputation  as  a  center  of  free  inquirv.   One  damaging 
measurc--the  "sneaker  ban"--was  slipped  through  the  state's  Legislature  in 
"anti-Communist"  wrappings.   Before  the  thing  could  be  ditched  last  week  it 
had  badly  bruised  if  not  crinnled  the  ranking  of  the  universitv  at  Chanel  Hill. 

Georgia  has  grown  beyond  that.   Tlie  Svstem's  chancellor  and  regents  know 
better.   As  a  matter  of  fact,  tl\is  was  the  year  v;lien  this  state's  professors 
came  into  full  force  as  contriliutors  to  public  thought.   Thcv  rose  up  against 
a  foolish  and  insulting  loyalty  oath  and  got  it  altered  to  acceptable  form. 
From  a  grouji  at  tlie  university  in  Athens  cane  the  most  instructive  paper  vet 
contributed  to  the  advocacy  of  capital  punishment  reform. 

With  segregation  a  dead  letter  in  public  and  private  institutions  alike 
now,  the  winds  are  fair,  releasing  Georgia's  intellectual  energies  from  all 
tlic  old  moorings  of  fear  and  lifting  them  free.   That  freedom  is  a  bigger 
story  than  all  tlie  new  dormitories,  and  it  will  shelter  our  children  better,"

Minutes  of  the  December  meeting  were  approved. 

Dr.  Godley  gave  a  summary  of  the  Clemson  University  planned  buildinp;  pro- 
gram.  Information  pertaining  to  the  Patent  Policy  will  be  presented  at  the 
February  meeting. 

Dr.  T.  T.  Yang  and  Dr.  U.  S.  .Tones  reported  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Policy  Committee. 

Dr.  U.  S.  Jones  recommended  that  attendance  records  be  incorporated  as 
a  part  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  Minutes.   Absentees  will  he  indicated 
hereafter. 

Dr.  U.  S.  Jones  reported  on  the  Constitutional  study  regarding  Research 
Council  Membership,  Section  1  of  Article  II  of  the  Bylaws.   T'age  62  states 
in  part: 

"Members  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  shall  be  elected  for  three-year 
terms  by  members  of  the  research  faculty,  voting  by  colleges  or  schools.

Dr.  T.  T.  Yang  reported  on  summer  emploNTnent  for  nine-month  appointed 
faculty  members  participating  in  research  work.   Dr.  Yang  stated  that  a  govern- 
ment sponsored  research  project  supports  work  for  two  or  three  summer  months. 
Since  government  employees  are  given  one  month's  vacation  each  year,  the  full- 
time  worker  is  considered  to  work  eleven  months.   Therefore,  the  nine  month 
employee  secures  work  for  only  two  summer  months.  The  committee  is  continu- 
ing the  study  of  this  problem  and  will  make  recommendations  at  the  February 
meeting. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Pitner  reported  for  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee.  The 
subject  areas  being  studied  are 

(a)  pay-scale  flexibility  for  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  so 
as  to  reflect  the  ability  of  the  worker: 

(1))  recognition  of  research  and  teclmical  assistants  by  using  a  grade 

or  scale  system  wherebv  experience  and  ability  would  advance  the  worker 
by  grade  levels;  and, 

(c)  basic  safety  code  for  researcli  activities  guarding  against  some  of 
the  existing  hazards. 

Dr.  R.  L.  hdwards.  Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  stated  that  because  of 
the  change  in  the  University  Calendar  year,  changes  were  needed  in  the  consti- 
tution to  effect  a  continuous  working  Research  Faculty  Council.  A  final  report 
will  be  presented  at  a  later  date.

Announcement  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Tatum  W.  Gressette,  Director,  South  Carolina 
Retirement  System,  that  the  contribution  rates  to  the  Retirement  System  will  not  be 
affected  by  the  new  Social  Security  maximum  of  $6600.   Contributions  by  members  to 
State  Retirement  will  continue  at  "four  per  cent  of  gross  earnings  in  each  calendar 
year  up  to  $4800,  plus  six  per  cent  of  any  earnings  in  excess  of  $4800." 

The  current  formula  for  the  maximum  retirement  allowance  at  age  65,  effective 
since  July  1,  1964,  will  also  remain  at  "one  per  cent  of  the  member's  final  average 
salary  up  to  $4800,  plus  1%  per  cent  of  the  member's  final  average  salary  in  excess 
of  $4800;  this  total  to  be  multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  of  creditable  service 
at  retirement. " 

To  illustrate  the  payroll  deductions  now  required  by  law  for  Social  Security  and 
State  Retirement,  let  us  assume  that  Employee  X  will  earn  $7,200  in  1966,  to  be  paid 
twelve  checks  of  $600  each.   From  January  through  August  he  would  contribute  4.2%  to 
Social  Security  and  4%  to  State  Retirement.   From  September  through  November  he  would 
contribute  4.2%  to  Social  Security  and  6%  to  State  Retirement.   In  December,  he  would 
contribute  6%  to  State  Retirement,  only.   (In  Janixary  1967,  a  new  cycle  is  scheduled 
to  begin,  with  contributions  of  4.4%  to  Social  Security  and  4%  to  State  Retirement.)

MEDICARE  ENROLLMENT  DEADLINE  MARCH  31 

Each  employee  of  Clemson  University  has  been  issued,  through  his  supervisor, 
a  memorandum  on  "Social  Security  Changes."  One  important  change  is  the  beginning 
of  MEDICARE  on  July  1,  1966.   (Contributions  of  0.35  of  1%  of  gross  earnings  up  to 
$6600  in  each  calendar  year  began  on  January  1  to  pay  for  the  basic  HOSPITAL  insurance 
which  will  be  provided  for  all  eligible  employees  automatically  at  age  65. 

Enrollment  is  required,  however,  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  qualify  for  the 
supplemental  MEDICAL  insurance.   Participation  is  voluntary  and  will  cost  $3.00 
per  month  at  age  65,  but  not  before  July  1,  1966. 

To  secure  this  supplemental  MEDICAL  insurance  at  $3.00  per  month,  an  applica- 
tion must  be  made  as  follows: 

(a)  For  anyone  who  reached  age  65  before  January  1,  1966,  an  application 
should  be  filed  with  a  Social  Security  office  before  March  31,  1966. 

(b)  For  anyone  who  will  reach  age  65  in  1966,  or  later,  his  "best"  enrollment 
period  will  be  the  three  months  just  before  his  sixty-fifth  birthday.   (Enrollment 
will  be  accepted  when  he  becomes  age  65,  and  during  the  three  months  thereafter, 

but  coverage  cannot  begin  until  the  month  after  he  enrolls.) 

(c)  People  who  may  be  still  working  at  age  65  must  also  meet  the  schedules 
above  if  they  wish  to  take  full  advantage  of  this  protection.

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Minutes  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
February  1,  I966 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  February  1  at  ii:l^  in  Room  I  of  the  Physics 
Building,  Vice-President  A,  D#  Lewis  presiding.  After  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  meeting  had  been  approved,  announcements  were  made  as  follows: 

(1)  A  community  committee  has  been  named  to  replace  the  Senate 
ad  hoc  committee  on  the  formation  of-  a  funeral  society. 

(2)  Professor  Eugene  Park  has  been  appointed  to  the  Athletic  Council. 

(3)  The  Athletic  Council  has  approved  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
faculty  season  athletic  tickets. 

(li)  Mr,  Otis  Nelson,  of  the  Y.MoC.A.,  will  cooperate  with  faculty 

members  who  wish  to  engage  in  a  program  of  physical  conditioning. 

Dr.  J,  G,  Dinwiddie  reviewed  letters  from  Mr.  Ralph  Collins  and  Dr. 
J,  K.  Moore  relating  to  the  parking  situation.  Mr,  Collins  explained  the 
work  of  the  Parking  and  Traffic  Control  Committee  and  recommended  that 
questions  concerning  traffic  be  directed  to  this  group.  Dr,  Moore  suggested 
that  professional  on-campus  personnel  mi^t  be  helpful  in  long-range  traffio 
planning,  A  motion  was  passed  asking  Dr.  Moore *s  permission  to  forward  his 
letter  to  Dean  J.  K,  Williams.

The 
recommendation  suggested!  (1)  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  present  com- 
mencement procedure;  (2)  that  a  graphic  arts  consultant  be  asked  to  design 
an  attractive  format  for  the  printed  commencement  program;  (3)  that  the 
printed  program  include  information  on  the  academic  background  of  Ph.D, 
graduates  and  a  listing  of  the  titles  of  their  dissertations,  biographical 
data  on  recipients  of  honorary  degrees  and  retiring  faculty,  a  brief  stale-* 
ment  on  the  history  of  Clemson  University,  and  an  explanation  of  the  sig- 
nificance of  academic  colors.  The  motion  passed. 

Professor  R,  A,  Banister  announced  that  the  JESSI  program  will  not  be 
offered  at  Clemson  in  I966. 

Committee  chairmen  were  requested  to  make  an  effort  to  clear  up  all 
pending  business  before  the  March  meeting. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:U7  p.m.

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SELECTIVE   SERVICE  TO   INITIATE   CLASS  STANDING-TEST  SCORE   CONSIDERATIONS   FOR 

College  student  draftees: — 

General  Lewis  Ilershey,  Director  of  Selective  Service,  has  announced  his 
intention  to  initiate,  in  time  for  use  with  respect  to  the  coming  academic 
year,  a  system  similar  to  that  used  in  the  Korean  War  under  which  college  student 
deferments  were  based  primarily  on  either  class  standing  or  score  in  a  nation- 
wide test. 

General  Hershey's  announcement  DOES  NOT  mean  that  the  cut-off  points  used 
during  the  Korean  War  will  be  applicable  to  the  1966-67  group  of  college  stu- 
dents. For  example,  the  national  requirements  for  military  manpower  (less 
than  in  the  Korean  period  at  present)  and  the  increased  national  security  needs 
for  individuals  trained  to  the  highest  level  of  capacity,  might  mean  that  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  1967  graduating  class  (perhaps  the  upper  half  with  a 
test  score  of  75)  will  be  deferrable  for  graduate  study  than  was  the  case  dur- 
ing the  Korean  conflict. 

Presumably  specific  announcement  of  plans  for  handling  the  test,  a  sche- 
dule of  test  dates,  etc.,  will  be  issued  in  the  reasonably  near  future.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  at  least  two  months  will  be  required  from  the  time 
a  contract  for  preparation  of  the  test  is  let,  and  its  availability  for  pro- 
duction in  quantity  for  use  by  those  desiring  to  take  the  test.

NOTES  ON  SOME  RECENT  LITERATURE  ABOUT  HIQIER  EDUCATION 

— The  February  Fortune  has  an  item  saying  that  business  careers  are  not  attracting 
enough  of  the  better  students,  especially  from  the  liberal  arts  graduation  lists. 

— The  Reporter  (January  13)  has  a  story  about  an  Arkansas  school  teacher  filing  a 
court  suit  seeking  repeal  of  a  law  preventing  the  teaching  of  "Darwinian  ideas" 
in  Arkansas  public  schools.  Such  a  law  is  also  on  the  books  in  Tennessee. 

--David  Mallery  is  author  of  the  latest  volume  on  student  protest  movements. 
Ferment  on  the  Campus  (Harper  §  Row,  1966)  is  a  report  of  a  study  conducted 
by  the  College  Student  Personnel  Institute. 

— According  to  the  Wall  Street  Journal  (January  3) ,  when  students  evaluate 
classes  and  teachers,  the  results  can  be  brutal.  One  professor  is  described 
by  a  University  of  Washington  student  as  fitting  "his  o\m   description  of  an 
abyssal  plain--dull,  flat,  monotonous  and  covered  with  sediments."  Another 
termed  a  library  course  so  bad  she  could  get  an  "A"  without  opening  a  book  or 
learning  a  thing.  Yet  the  trend  to  rate  courses  is  growing  all  over  the  country. 

--An  editorial  in  the  December  11  issue  of  School  and  Society  discusses  teaching 
machines  and  ends  with  the  statement  that  its  position  can  be  defended  on  the 
grounds  that  "no  proof  has  been  presented  to  show  that  the  machine  can  do  what 
it  has  been  claimed  as  being  capable  of  doing." 

— The  American  Scholar  (Winter,  1966)  has  an  article  on  "The  Intellectual  in 
the  University."  The  thesis  is  that  faculty  members  must  be  participants  in 
the  business  of  examining  the  concepts  underlying  society. 

— A  lack  of  adequate  textbooks  is  hampering  the  junior  colleges,  according  to 
Publishers'  Weekly  (January  3).  More  and  more  of  the  large  numbers  of  students 
entering  the  two  year  institutions  require  remedial  aid.   One  college  president 
speaking  to  the  American  Textbook  Publishers  Institute,  told  of  "sub-sub-sub" 
reading  groups  and  "sub-sub"  grammar  grouns.   Texts  for  this  sort  of  student 
are  not  available.   One  educationalist  made  the  somewhat  questionable  statement 
that  committees  be  formed  to  write  the  new  texts.   A  similar  problem  exists  in 
junior  college  math. 

— Publishers'  Weekly  also  notes  that  only  789  new  books  were  published  in  1965 — 
23%  less  than  in  1964.   The  journal  did  not  cottmient  on  quality. 

— "Federal  Money  and  University  Research,"  an  article  in  the  Januar}'  21  Science, 
retraces  the  background  of  the  political  moves  to  spread  research  funds  across 
a  wider  spectrum  of  states  and  universities  and  finds  that  the  idea  is  not  new. 
Harold  Ickes  had  once  stood  pat  on  the  idea  that  "public  aid  should  go  only  to 
public  institutions."  The  author  suggests  that  we  may  be  oncrating  universities 
on  the  basis  of  a  political  subterfuge.   The  continual  acceptance  of  project 
funds  for  hard  science  connected  with  the  military  is  seriously  unbalancing  the 
instructional  programs  of  large  universities,  he  believes. 

— B.  J.  Wattenberg  and  R.  M.  Scammon  are  authors  of  a  facinating  book,  The 
U.S.A.  (Doubleday,  1966).   Based  on  a  study  of  the  1960  census  (and  more  recent 
data,  when  available)  the  authors  offer  views  of  society  which  do  not  always 
fit  the  accepted  generalizations.   Examples:  There  is  nothing  resembling  a 
population  explosion  in  the  United  States.   Baptists  have  more  children  than 
Catholics.  The  drop-out  problem  in  the  schools  is  less  than  it  has  ever  been. 
The  Southern  Negro  has  a  better  chance  of  obtaining  some  form  of  college  train- 
ing than  the  average  F.nglish  youth.   One  out  of  five  college  students  are  in 
school  as  the  result  of  their  own  financial  efforts. 
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REQUEST  FOR  ARTS  §  HUMANITIES  FOUNDATION  SET  AT  $16  MILLION. 

President  Johnson's  budget  message  requested  an  over-all  appropriation  of 
$15.93  million  for  the  National  Foundation  for  the  Arts  and  Humanities  for 
fiscal  1967,  an  increase  of  $12.2  million  over  $6.7  million  for  the  current 
year.  Of  this  amount,  $13.9  million  is  "definite,"  with  the  remaining  $2  million 
accruing  from  the  donation-matching  provision  in  the  legislation,  with  the 
matched  $2  million,  this  accounts  for  a  total  budget  of  $17,930,000  for  the 
Foundation  for  1967, 

Of  the  total  budget,  $9.75  million  is  earmarked  for  the  promotion  of  the 
arts  (as  compared  with  $3.5  million  in  the  budget  for  the  current  year)  through 
grants  to  individual  artists,  institutions,  organizations  and  states  for  pro- 
jects and  productions  of  "cultural  significance." 

For  the  humanities,  fiscal  '67  budget  earmarks  $7  million,  in  comparison 
with  $3.5  million  for  the  current  year,  for  grants  for  the  publication  of  scho- 
larly works  and  programs  to  strengthen  the  humanities  and  for  research,  train- 
ing, information  dissemination,  and  the  fosterinp  of  a  "better  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  humanistic  studies." 

In  addition,  $1  million  (the  same  as  last  year)  is  requested  for  programs 
within  the  Office  of  Education  for  the  promotion  of  the  arts  and  humanities 
through  instructional  assistance  to  schools  ($500,000)  and  teacher  training 
institutes  ($500,000).  For  the  teacher  training  institutes,  contracts  are 
awarded  to  institutions  of  higher  education.  Institutes  are  expected  to  be 
funded  for  about  300  teachers  and  supervisors  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  1967. 


ADDITION  TO  FACULTY  IN  PHILOSOPHY 

David  F.  White,  Jr.  of  Richmond,  Virginia  will  join  the  Arts  and  Sciences 
faculty  in  August  as  an  assistant  professor  of  Philosophy  and  Religion.  He  has 
the  B.A.  degree  in  chemistry  and  biology  from  Richmond  College;  the  B.D.  degree 
from  Southern  Baptist  Seminary;  and  has  completed  all  work  for  the  doctorate  in 
philosophy  at  Johns  Hopkins. 

His  teaching  experience  includes  eight  years  on  the  faculty  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond  and  six  years  at  the  University  of  Virginia  (adult  education 
division).   Additionally,  he  has  served  as  pastor  and/or  supply  preacher  at 
several  churches  in  Virginia  and  Maryland. 

Mr.  White  is  married  to  the  former  Jacquelyn  Stone  of  Virginia  Beach  and 
they  have  six  children.

ITEMS  FROM  THE  LAND-GRANT  AND  STATE  UNIVERSITIES  NEWSLETTER 

Rutgers  University  recently  received  a  $3  million  bequest  for  use  for  aid 
to  incoming  students  who  are  prospective  football  players,  under  the  will  of 
Thomas  T.  Barr,  class  of  1913.   President  Mason  W.  Gross  immediately  made  it 
clear  that  the  bequest  will  make  no  change  in  athletics  policies,  at  Rutgers, 
which  awards  scholarship  aid  on  the  basis  of  scholastic  prowess  or  need,  rather 
than  on  athletic  ability. . .Florida  State  University  recently  broke  ground  for 
a  7-story,  $2  million  addition  to  the  Strozier  library  which  will  house  a  million 
additional  books  and  raise  seating  capacity  from  1,500  to  3,000.. .Kansas  state 
University  has  been  notified  by  its  Congressman  of  a  reservation  of  $3  million 
in  college  housing  loan  funds,  which  will  be  used  with  $850,000  in  state  funds  to  build 
a  9-story  high-rise  housing  627  students,  plus  additional  food  service  facilities... 
According  to  Grapevine,  published  by  M.  M.  Chambers  at  Indiana  University;  New 
York  courts  have  held  that  a  ban  on  nationally-affiliated  fraternities  adopted 
by  State  University  of  New  York  12  years  ago  applies  to  chapters  of  fraternities 
at  State  University  at  Buffalo,  which  joined  the  State  University  in  1962.   The 
court  refused  a  declaratory  judgment,  saying  the  Trustees  did  not  act  arbitrarily 
in  enforcing  the  ban  when  Buffalo  joined  the  University  System. .. .The  same  letter 
also  reports  on  a  decision  of  the  New  York  Appellate  Court,  holding  that  fraternity 
houses  on  land  owned  by  Cornell  are  taxable,  even  though  the  University  is  not, 
because  the  fraternity  uses  the  property  for  other  than  educational  purposes 
(i.e.,  social)  and  does  not  qualify  for  tax  exemption  which  is  limited  to  cor- 
porations organized  "exclusively"  for  educational  purposes. .. .Inauguration  of 
Chancellor  Dean  E.  McHenry  of  the  University  of  California,  Santa  Cruz,  will  be 
on  May  3.   Guest  speaker  will  be  Lord  Murray  of  Newhaven,  formerly  Sir  Keith 
Murray,  who  was  from  1944-53  Rector  of  Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  and  from  1953-63 
chairman  of  the  University  Grants  Committee. .. .U.S.  Senate  recently  unanimously 
confirmed  the  appointment  of  Robert  C.  Weaver  as  first  Secretary,  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  of  Dr.  Robert  C.  Wood  of  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  who  has  headed  the  Administration's  study  group  on  urban 
affairs,  as  Upper  Secretary. .. .Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration,  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan,  and  the  Netherlands  School  of  Economics  have  announced  a 
cooperative  agreement  for  the  establishment  of  a  graduate  program  in  business 
administration  in  Rotterdam.   Agreement  covers  a  5-year  period,  and  its  cost 
will  be  financed  by  a  Dutch  organization.  The  Foundation  for  Business  Adminis- 
tration, financed  by  grants  from  seven  major  corporations. .. .President  Francis 
H.  Ham  of  University  of  Rhode  Island  and  Dean  William  Veris  of  the  College  of 
Business  Administration,  University  of  Arizona,  are  members  of  a  4-member  com- 
mission asked  by  the  government  of  Saudi  Arabia  to  assist  in  planning  for  estab- 
lishment of  King  Abdulaziz  University  in  Jiddah. .. .University  of  Utah  has  an- 
nounced inauguration  of  an  international  study  program  with  appointment  of 
Dr.  David  E.  Miller  as  director  of  a  new  student  center  in  Kiehl,  Germany, 
which  will  arrange  a  full  semester  of  academic  work  in  cooperation  with  Christian- 
Albrechts  University  in  Kiel.   Dr.  Miller  is  chairman  of  history  at  Utah.. . .Uni- 
versity of  Idaho  recently  dedicated  a  $1,650,000  classroom  center  which  will  be 
paid  from  bonds  secured  by  receipts  from  student  fees. .. .University  of  Florida 
recently  closed  its  doors  on  freshman  applicants  seeking  admission  in  June  or 
September  of  the  coming  academic  year,  except  for  individuals  completing  quali- 
fications for  university  scholarships. .. .Inauguration  of  Dr.  Harry  M.  Philpott 
as  President  of  Auburn  University  will  be  on  Friday,  May  13. ...  According  to  news 
dispatches.  University  of  Michigan  has  declined  to  give  to  a  local  draft  board  a 
transcript  of  grades  for  a  student  who  specifically  requested  the  transcript  be 
withheld.   E.  R.  Simmerman,  Assistant  to  the  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs, 
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was  quoted  as  saying  that  the  University  follows  the  general  policy  of  not 
releasing  information  about  a  student  without  his  consent,  but  that  the  student 
would  then  be  responsible  for  the  withholding  if  the  draft  board  subsequently 
decided  that  the  action  constituted  "obstructive  procedure"  and  resulted  in 
reclassification....

ADDITION  TO  HISTORY  FACULTY 

William  F.  Steiner,  Jr.  of  Allentown,  Pennsylvania  will  join  the  history  faculty 
in  August  as  an  Assistant  Professor.  He  has  the  B.A.  from  Gettysburg  College,  the  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  is  a  candidate  for  the  Ph.D.  at  U.  Pa. 

His  teaching  experience  includes  2  1/2  years  as  a  teaching  fellow  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  and  two  years  as  in  instructor  at  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
He  is  married  and  has  one  child. 
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RESOLUTION 


The  Honorable  Robert  M,  Cooper  died  at  his  home  at  Wisacky  on 
Friday,  February  11,  1966.  With  his  death  Clemson  University 
and  the  entire  state  of  South  Carolina  have  suffered  an 
immense  loss. 

Mr.  Cooper's  service  to  the  state  included  membership  in  both 
houses  of  the  state  legislature,  a  period  as  Collector  of 
Internal  Revenue,  two  separate  terms  as  head  of  the  State 
Development  Board,  Manager  of  the  South  Carolina  Public  Service 
Authority,  and  President  of  the  State  Fair  Association, 
Mr.  Cooper's  driving  interest  in  causes  which  would  lead  to  the 
economic  improvement  of  his  native  state  and  of  his  fellow  citi- 
zens made  him  play  a  most  important  role  in  the  industrialization 
of  South  Carolina.  This  leadership  has  been  the  direct  cause  of 
its  present  flourishing  condition. 

It  is  because  of  his  efforts  to  improve  the  educational  facilities 
of  his  state  and  specifically  of  Clemson  University  that  we  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  wish  to  make  special  note  of  Mr.  Cooper's  passing. 
His  forty-four  years  of  service  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson 
University,  including  fifteen  as  its  chairman,  were  years  of  incred- 
ible growth  for  the  institution.  Serving  with  four  different 
presidents,  he  saw  the  student  enrollment  increased  fivefold  and 
the  value  of  its  property  multiplied  by  forty.  As  important  as 
the  material  growth  of  the  institution  is,  it  was  Mr.  Cooper's 
dedication  to  high  ideals  and  standards,  his  willingness  to  accept 
change,  and  his  unfailing  support  of  administration  and  faculty 
that  deepened  the  devotion  of  the  Clemson  family  to  him. 

Be  it  resolved,  therefore,  that  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson 
University  record  its  sorrow  at  the  passing  of  Mr,  Cooper  and

MINUTES:   RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 


The  Research  Faculty  Council  met  at  4:05  p.m.,  February  15  in  Room  101 
Physics,  Chairman  W.  C.  Godley  presiding. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  18,  1966  meeting  were  approved  as  published. 

Chairman  W.  C.  Godley  presented  the  summary  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

a.  A  complete  roster  of  Research  Faculty  qualifying  for  membershit?  has 
been  requested  from  the  Deans  of  tlie  several  schools  and  colleges. 

b.  New  faculty  orientation  has  been  scheduled  for  August  17-18,  1966. 

c.  The  chairman  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  has  been  invited  to 
appear  on  the  9:00  a.m.  TV  program  Telescope  on  April  14. 

Dr.  A.  E,  Schwartz  presented  a  draft  of  an  informational  letter  concern- 
ing the  Clemson  University  Patent  Policy.  The  letter,  after  correction,  was 
accepted  by  the  Council  for  dissemination  to  the  Research  Faculty  members. 

The  Policy  Committee  report  was  continued  to  the  March  meeting. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Shewfelt  presented  the  Personnel  Relations  report  concerning 
pay  scale  flexibility  for  research  assistants.  The  committee  believes  that 
individual  cases  should  be  studied  so  as  to  more  accurately  establish  present 
conditions  with  subsequent  recommended  remedial  action.  The  requirements  to 
establish  a  University  wide  safety  code  is  being  studied  by  Dr.  M.  B.  Bishop. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  accepted  the  Personnel  Relations  report. 
A  motion  requesting  the  committee  to  proceed  with  deliberate  haste  was  seconded 
and  unanimously  passed. 

Dr.  R.  L.  Edwards  reporting  for  the  Ad  Moc  Committee,  recommended  revi- 
sion of  By-Laws,  Article  II,  The  Research  Faculty  Council  as  found  in  the 
Manual  for  Faculty  Members.  The  Council  accepted  the  changes  as  information. 
Further  action  will  be  taken  during  the  March  meeting.  The  Council  urged  that 
all  research  faculty  members  submit  suggested  constitutional  changes  to  Drs.

MEDICARE  ENROLLMENT  DEADLINE  MAUCH  31  (a  reminder) 

MEDICARE  begins  on  July  1,  1966.   (Contributions  through  Social  Security 
began  on  January  1  to  pay  for  the  basic  HOSPITAL  insurance  which  will  be  offered  to 
all  covered  employees  at  age  65.) 

Enrollment  is  required,  however,  for  the  voluntary  supplemental  MEDICAL 
insurance.   It  will  cost  $3.00  per  month  at  age  65,  but  not  before  July  1,  1966. 

To  secure  this  supplemental  MEDICAL  insurance  at  $3.00,  an  application 
must  be  made  as  follows: 

(a)  For  anyone  who  reached  age  65  before  1966,  an  application  must  be 
filed  with  Social  Security  before  March  31,  1966. 

(b)  For  anyone  who  reaches  age  65  in  1966,  or  later,  his  "best"  enrollment 
period  will  be  the  three  months  just  before  his  sixty-fifth  birthday. 
(Enrollment  will  be  accepted  during  the  month  he  becomes  65,  or  during 
three  months  thereafter,  but  coverage  cannot  begin  until  the  month  after 
enrollment. ) 

(c)  People  who  are  still  employed  at  age  65  must  also  meet  the  schedules 
above  to  take  full  advantage  of  this  protection. 

PERSONS  WHO  HAVE  NEVER  CONTRIBUTED  TO  SOCIAL  SECURITY  MAY  ALSO 
BE  COVERED  AT  AGE  65,  BUT  THEY  MUST  APPLY  FOR  BASIC  HOSPITAL 
AND/OR  SUPPLEMENTAL  MEDICAL,  AND  WILL  NEED  TO  VISIT  A  SOCIAL 
SECURITY  OFFICE  TO  MAKE  APPLICATIONS.

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CLEMSON  TO  OPRRATE  COLLHGF.  PARALLEL  PROGRAM  AT  GREENVILLE --C.  B.  THOMPSON 
APPOINTED  DIRECTOR 


In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Greenville  Area  Technical  Education  Com- 
mission and  the  State  Technical  Education  Committee,  Clemson  will  operate  the 
freshman  year  of  a  college  parallel  program  to  be  established  at  the  Greenville 
Technical  Education  Center  in  August.   C.  B.  Thompson  (economics)  has  been  appointed 
as  Director  of  the  program,   Clemson  department  lieads  are  to  approve  the  courses 
offered,  and  faculty  (both  full  and  part-time)  will  be  employed  by  Clemson. 

The  first  year  program  will  enroll  250  students  who  will  be  expected  to 
meet  the  usual  Clemson  entrance  requirements.  These  students  will  take  the  same 
courses,  except  for  ROTC  and  architecture,  as  are  taken  by  on-campus  freshmen. 

In  1967-68  it  is  expected  that  a  sophomore  vear  will  be  added  to  the  pro- 
gram.  Students  will  be  able  to  move  to  the  main  campus  to  continue  their  Junior 
and  Senior  years. 

Professor  Thompson,  who  will  be  Director  of  the  urogram,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Social  Sciences  economics  faculty  since  1962.   Prior  to  that  date  he 
had  served  for  four  years  as  professor  of  Aerospace  science  and  commanding 
officer  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  program  at  Clemson.  He  will  begin  work  with  the 
Greenville  program  Marcli  15  on  a  lialf-time  basis;  and  will  work  full-time  as 
Director  after  June  1. 

Greenville  TEC  is  constructing  and  equipping  special  classroom  space  for 
the  college  parallel  program;  and  library  holdings  are  being  purchased.  The 
program  will  enable  Greenville  to  have  a  pilot-operation  of  a  typical  Community 
College.   Such  a  pilot  program  has  been  made  a  recommendation  by  a  special  legis- 
lative committee  created  in  1965  by  the  S,  C,  General  Assembly  to  study  the 
Junior  College  situation  in  the  state.

The  University  Board  of  Trustees  held  its  scheduled  meeting  March  9  at  the 
Wade  Hampton  Hotel  in  Columbia.   Actions  taken  by  the  Board  included: 

--Elected  Senator  Edgar  A.  Brown  president  of  the  Board. 

--Named  the  library  in  honor  of  the  late  Robert  Muldrow  Cooper. 

--Adoption  of  resolution  in  memory  of  Robert  Muldrow  Cooper. 

--Approved  in  principle  the  university  master  plan  for  development  of  physical 
facilities  during  the  decade  1967-1976.   Estimated  cost  of  the  development, 
based  on  today's  prices,  would  be  $50  million. 

--Approved  a  recommendation  to  continue  the  employment  of  C.  A.  Reed  (Phys)  and 
F.  P.  Morris  (Arch)  for  an  additional  year,  each  man  being  past  65  years  of  age. 

--Confirmed  the  appointment  (announced  earlier)  of  S.  M.  Willis  (IM)  as  Director 
of  Clemson's  Sumter  campus. 

--Confirmed  the  appointment  of  Herbert  Brantley  (N.  C.  State)  as  head  of  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Pard  Administration. 

--Authorized  the  university  to  offer  the  first  year  of  a  two-year  freshman- 
sophomore  college  parallel  course  in  academic  facilities  on  the  campus  of  the 
Greenville  Technical  Education  Center  and  confirmed  the  appointment  of  C.  B. 
Thompson  (Econ)  as  Director  of  the  program. 

--Adopted  the  following  policy  concerning  community  colleges: 

WHEREAS,  Clemson  University  has  been  requested  to  establish  two-year 
college  pairallel  programs  in  urban  areas  of  South  Carolina;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson  University  agrees  that  quality 
higher  educational  advantages  in  South  Carolina  be  made  available  to  as  many 
qualified  students  as  possible;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson  University  also  believes  that 
the  varied  post-high  school  educational  needs  of  the  people  of  South  Carolina 
can  be  best  met  by  the  establishment  of  a  state-wide  system  of  community 
colleges,  independent  of  the  existing  four-year  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clemson  University  is  willing  to  render  assistance  in  the 
establishment  of  two-year  college  parallel  courses  as  an  interim  measure 
to  fill  the  educational  gap  in  various  communities,  this  willingness  is  tied 
to  a  belief  that  control  of  such  college  parallel  programs  should  be  relin- 
quished as  soon  as  practicable  to  an  agency  created  by  the  General  Assembly 
for  such  educational  operations. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson  Uni- 
versity memorialize  the  Senate  Committee  on  Junior  Colleges  and  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina  to  urge  enactment  of  appropriate  legislation  to  create 
a  state-wide  system  of  community  colleges  to  the  end  that  such  colleges  may  be 
operated  and  controlled  as  state-supported  institutions,  independent  of  the 
university  and  four-year  college  systems.

--Confirmed  the  sale  of  6.6  acres  of  land  in  Oconee  County  to  Piedmont 
Presbytery. 

--Authorized  the  discontinuation  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Engineering 
and  the  major  offered  in  that  field;  and  approved  the  establishment  of  a  new 
department  of  Engineering  Sel^vices.   Students  now  enrolled  for  IE  degrees  will 
be  allowed  to  earn  them.   No  new  students  will  be  enrolled. 

--Approved  a  seventy-five  year  lease  by  the  university  of  the  academic  build- 
ings at  Sumter  which  are  being  constructed  by  the  Sumter  County  Commission  of 
Higher  Education. 

--Confirmed  the  action  of  the  administration  in  acquiring  from  the  Federal 
Government  the  mineral  rights  on  19,816  acres  of  university  lands. 

--Confirmed  the  award  of  a  contract  to  Triangle  Construction  Company  in  the 
amount  of  $112,099  for  the  construction  of  poultry  research  buildings. 

--Confirmed  the  awarding  of  a  contract  to  the  Triangle  Construction  Company 
in  the  amount  of  $1,037,670  for  the  construction  of  men's  dormitories  numbers 
12  and  13. 

--Approved  several  transfers  of  stocks  given  to  the  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  two 
property  easements,  a  proposal  to  dismantle  and  dispose  of  any  university- 
owned  housing  which  might  interfere  with  campus  development,  and 

--Approved  funding  arrangements  whereby  dormitories  9  through  13  may  be  air 
conditioned. 

--Approved  the  report  of  the  Faculty  Senate-Trustee  Honorary  Degree  Committee.

After  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  had  been  approved,  Dr.  Stepp  made  the  following  announcements:

(2)  A  University  committee  on  graduation  procedures  has  accepted, 
in  general,  the  recommendations  of  the  Faculty  Senate, 

(3)  Suggestions  made  by  J.  E.  Jackson  concerning  automobile  ragis- 
tratioa  decals  and  changes  in  the  letter  grading  system  have 
been  referred  to  the  Welfare  Committee  and  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee  respectively, 

(U)  The  Athletic  Council  has  approved  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
faculty  season  athletic  tickets,  A  study  of  prices  at  tv;elve 
other  comparable  institutions  reveals  that  Clemson's  prices 
are  somewhat  higher  than  average  for  this  area, 

A  resolution  expressing  appreciation  of  the  distinguished  services  of 
the  late  Honorable  R,  M,  Cooper  was  passed.  The  resolution  is  to  be  made  a 
part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Academic  Faculty, 

Dr.  T,  L,  Senn  reported  that  the  University  committee  on  the  naming  of  buildings 
and  streets  has  listed  the  facilities  to  be  named  and  is  working  on  a  policy 
for  the  selection  of  names.  Faculty  members  are  urged  to  submit  suggestions 
to  members  of  the  committee. 

Dr.  Stepp  read  a  letter  from  Dr,  J,  K,  Williams  relating  to  the  method 
of  recommending  candidates  for  graduation.  The  Senate  was  asked  its  opinion 
on  a  proposal  that  the  recommendation  of  a  candidate's  school  or  college  vrould 
be  sufficient  without  the  added  approval  of  the  Academic  Faculty,  After  con- 
siderable discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  Academic  Faculty  should  preserve 
its  right  to  approve  all  candidates  for  graduation,  and  a  motion  to  this  effect 
was  passed, 

Dr,  C,  A,  Reed  (Admissions  and  Scholarship)  recommended  that  a  candidate 
for  a  Bachelor's  degree  be  required  to  have  a  minimum  GPR  of  2,0  on  a  specific 
group  of  courses  approved  by  his  major  department,  A  motion  to  postpone  action 
on  the  recommendation  passed,  Dr,  Reed  also  presented  a  report  on  the  legal 
and  ethical  factors  involved  in  requiring  that  a  student's  criminal  record  be 
made  a  part  of  his  application  for  adjnission.  Because  of  the  complexity  of  the 
problem,  he  moved  that  no  recommendation  be  made  to  University  officials  con- 
cerning the  questioning  of  applicants.  The  motion  passed, 

Dr,  Henry  E,  Lefort  (Policy)  asked  that  his  report  be  deferred  until  the 
April  meeting.  There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
5:U6.

ADDITION  TO  STUDENT  AFFAIRS  STAFF 

Mrs,  Richard  P.  Morgan  (Carolyn  A,)  will  join  the  Counseling  Center 
staff  full  time  as  a  Psychometrist  on  April  1,  Mrs,  Morgan  has  been  era- 
ployed  part  time  since  February  1  but  was  unable  to  come  to  the  staff 
full  time  until  April  1,  She  holds  a  B,  S,  degree  from  Ohio  University 
and  an  M,  S,  degree  from  Indiana  University, 
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GRADUATE  RECORD  EXAMINATION 

The  Graduate  Record  Examination  will  be  given  at  Clemson  on  April  23. 
Applications  must  be  received  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service  by  no  later 
than  April  8.   Forms  are  available  in  the  Graduate  School  Office. 

The  Educational  Testing  Service  recently  conducted  two  studies  involving 
the  testing  of  637  foreign  students.  The  mean  score  on  the  verbal  section  was 
373  (87%  scored  below  500)  and  the  mean  score  on  the  quantitative  section  was 
531  (31%  scored  below  500). 

These  637  students  went  to  four  universities.   In  a  follow-up  study  of 
subsequent  performance  a  significant  relationship  was  found  between  the  stu- 
dent's score  on  the  quantitative  section  and  his  subsequent  performance,  and 
also  between  his  combined  quantitative-verbal  score  and  his  subsequent  per- 
formance at  the  U.  S.  Institutions.  The  verbal  score  above,  however,  was  not 
a  good  predictor  of  subsequent  performance. 

This  study  indicates  several  matters  of  interest.   Combined  scores  on  these 
students  averaged  904.  This  indicates  that  foreign  students  can  do  well  on  this 
test.  This  is  the  type  of  foreign  student  that  we  can  work  with  in  our  programs. 
Further,  it  indicates  that  a  low  verbal  score,  when  combined  with  a  good  quanti- 
tative score,  predicts  good  performance. 

Since  last  Fall  we  have  received  GRE  scores  from  twelve  foreign  students. 
These  were  students  to  whom  English  is  a  foreign  language.  The  tests  were  taken 
in  the  following  countries;  Taiwan,  India,  Hong  Kong,  Korea,  Japan,  and  Turkey. 
Verbal  scores  ranged  from  220-350  and  quantitative  scores  from  480-730.  Total 
scores  ranged  from  700-1020.   It  would  appear,  when  compared  to  the  average  verbal 
(373)  of  the  637  students  studied,  that  we  are  not  yet  attracting  the  type  of 
foreign  student  that  we  should  be  in  regard  to  vocabulary  and  comprehension. 
Quantitatively,  as  might  be  expected  in  a  science-oriented  institution,  we  are 
doing  quite  well. 


A  NOTE  ON  FINANCIAL  AID  TO  STUDENTS 

During  the  current  academic  year,  153  National  Defense  Student  Loans 
were  granted  with  a  total  value  of  $84,325.   In  addition,  109  student  loans 
totaling  $68,139  were  authorized  through  United  Student  Aid  Funds,  Inc., 
and  61  small,  short-term  loans  were  made  from  locally-endowed  funds. 

During  this  session,  approximately  1060  undergraduates  will  have  been 
engaged  in  part-time  on- campus  employment. 

Since  the  National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program  was  instituted  at 
Clemson  in  1962,  549  student  loans  with  an  aggregate  value  of  over  $620,000 
have  been  awarded.   The  NDEA  loan  program  is  being  phased  out  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  in  the  future  Clemson  will  make  larger  use  of  the  United  Student 
Aid  Funds,  Inc. 
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SECOND  SEMESTER  ENROLLMENT 

The  current  enrollment  of  4902  is  the  highest  second  semester  enrollment 
in  the  history  of  Clemson,  and  is  534  (or  12  per  cent)  higher  than  the  4368  en- 
rolled for  the  second  semester,  1964-1965.  Even  though  202  students  were  gradu- 
ated in  December,  1965,  the  second  semester  figure  is  only  122  less  than  the 
5024  enrolled  during  the  first  semester  1965-1966.

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Accounting  Division  to  deduct  regular 
group  insurance  premiums  for  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July  from  the  salary 
check  to  be  issued  on  May  14  to  each  member  of  the  faculty  who  is  paid  on  the 
academic-year  basis.

Faculty  and  Faculty  Senate  Into  harmony  with  the  new  academic  calendar 
which  was  instituted  this  year,  and  also  to  make  specific  provision  for 
prompt  Senate  representation  of  newly-established  schools  or  colleges  at 
the  University,  the  Faculty  Senate  passed  the  following  resolution  on 
January  13,  I966.   The  resolution  will  be  presented  for  the  approval  of 
the  Academic  Faculty  at  the  May  13  meeting  of  that  body.

July"

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IN-STATE  OUT-STATE  STUDENT  MIGRATION  FIGURES 

New  Jersey  is  more  dependent  on  other  states  to  educate  its  own  youth  than 
any  of  the  other  states.   Interesting  figures  have  been  compiled  in  the  report 
prepared  for  Governor  Hughes  of  New  Jersey  by  a  Committee  charged  to  make  a 
broad  study  of  higher  education  in  the  state. 

The  committee  has  been  composed  of  Carroll  V.  Newsom,  chairman,  former 
president  of  New  York  Univ.;  James  B.  Fisk,  President  of  Bell  Telephone  Labs; 
James  Hillier,  Vice  President  of  RCA  Labs;  Millicent  C.  Mcintosh,  former  presi- 
dent of  Barnard  Coll.,  and  James  A  Perkins,  President  of  Cornell  Univ. 

The  following  tabulation  shows  the  net  migration  of  students  taking  work 
creditable  towards  a  bachelor's  degree  or  higher  degree.  Those  with  plus  signs 
(+)  indicate  how  many  more  students  are  accepted  from  other  states  than  it  sends 
out  of  state.  Massachusetts  leads  the  list  with  25,662  more  acceptances  than 
departures  to  institutions  in  other  states.  Conversely,  New  Jersey  sends  56,507 
more  students  to  out  of  state  colleges  than  it  accepts  from  out  of  state.

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NOTES  ON  TtiE  LITERATURE  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

— The  Ph.D.  has  been  the  subject  of  editorial  interest  recently.  The  March 
Fortune  points  out  the  impact  on  Ph.D.  production  (and  retention)  on  the  eco- 
nomy  of  an  area.  A  Ph.D.  trained  by  a  state  and  then  lost  to  another  area 
represents  a  $50,000  loss  of  investment  capital.  The  Midwest  has  this  problem 
on  the  largest  scale.  The  Baltimore  News-American  for  February  9  reports  that 
the  Ph.D.  costs  its  owner  10.7  years  and  $34,000.  Twenty  per  cent  of  Ph.D.s 
surveyed  in  37  Indiana  colleges  had  ulcers  or  other  nervous  disorders.  The 
high  school  dropout  problem  is  nothing  when  compared  to  that  of  the  graduate 
schools.   In  the  grad  schools,  it  might  be  as  high  as  50  per  cent  with  the 
humanities  the  worst  offenders.  New  York  Times,  February  6.   Business  Week, 
January  8,  says  that  industry  is  once  again  attracting  large  numbers  of  Ph.D.s 
from  faculties. 

--Student  rebellion  is  not  restricted  to  Berkeley  or  the  USA.   On  February  1, 
the  Baltimore  Sun  reported  that  8,000  students  of  Algiers  University  were  on 
strike  against  Hourari  Boumedienne's  government.  On  February  2,  the  same 
paper  reported  that  schools  and  colleges  in  Kerala  State  of  India  were  closed 
in  the  face  of  riots  by  students  protesting  the  acute  shortage  of  food  in  the 
area.  The  students  stoned  trains  and  buses  and  attacked  a  telephone  exchange 
in  400  man  strength.   On  February  5,  the  New  York  Times  reported  that  1,000 
Indonesian  students  demonstrated  in  front  of  both  the  American  and  Chinese 
embassies  in  Jakarta.  They  wanted  the  Americans  to  stop  bombing  North  Vietnam 
and  they  wanted  the  Red  Chinese  to  stop  sheltering  Indonesian  communists.   The 
same  day,  the  Baltimore  News  American  reported  Madrid  police  bracing  for  an  ex- 
pected student  demonstration  against  the  U.  S.  Embassy.  This  protest  was  over 
the  lost  H-bomb  in  Spain.   On  February,  8,  the  New  York  Times  reported  on  a 
split  in  the  Canadian  students  national  organization  with  its  roots  in  the 
Quebec  separatist  movement.   On  the  10th,  the  same  paper  reported  Polish  stu- 
dents verbally  assailing  the  educational  bureaucracy  at  a  national  meeting  of 
the  Association  of  Polish  Students.  On  the  12th,  the  Baltimore  Sun  noted  the 
arrest  of  six  Bonn  students  who  participated  in  a  protest  against  American  in- 
volvement in  Vietnam.  On  the  20th,  the  Washington  Post  printed  pictures  of 
Australian  students  in  Canberra  holding  an  anti-American  protest  for  the  benefit 
of  Vice-President  Humphrey.  No  academic  field  escapes  the  righteous  wrath  of 
the  reformer.   It  was  only  a  matter  of  time  before  a  committee  would  look  into 
the  affairs  of  the  schools  of  architecture  in  the  country.  The  report  is  in 
the  February  20,  New  York  Times.   Long  Island  University  has  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  users  of  paid  advertising  with  a  sixteen  page  color  insert  in  the  Febru- 
ary 6 ,  New  York  Herald  Tribune. . . 

— The  March  issue  of  Holiday  is  "in  pursuit  of  culture"  and  the  colleges  and 
the  universities  are  very  much  in  the  game.   For  example,  it  is  amazing  to 
realize  that  there  are  more  than  900  courses  in  the  motion  picture  now  being 
taught  to  somebody  in  various  colleges. 

— The  February  19  issue  of  School  and  Society  has  an  article  expressing  the 
hope  that  faculty  will  look  kindly  on  administration.  The  article  suggests 
that  administrators  do  useful  work. 

— '^^^^   ^o^  February  11  lists  fourteen  college  presidents  which  it  claims  form 
an  ''informal  interlocking  directorate"  of  higher  education.  The  February  8 
Wall  Street  Journal  estimates  that  250  colleges  will  seek  presidents  this 
academic  year.

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Minutes  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
April  5,  1966 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  April  5  at  4:15  p.m.  in  Room  101  of  the  Physics 
Building,  President  J.  M.  Stepp  presiding.   After  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  had  been  corrected  and  approved,  Dr.  Stepp  introduced  Dean  Jack  K. 
Williams,  who  had  been  invited  to  speak  to  the  Senate  on  the  method  of  se- 
lecting Alumni  Professors.   He  described  the  method  as  follows: 

Alumni  Professors  are  selected  by  the  academic  deans; 
that  is,  the  deans  recommend  candidates  to  President  Edwards 
for  his  approval.   The  deans  attempt  to  appoint  professors 
who  have  unquestioned  records  of  excellence  in  teaching.   In 
the  case  of  Alumni  Professorships,  research,  printed  articles 
or  books,  and  public  service  activities  are  set  aside.   Our 
goal  is  to  select  teachers  who  have  established  reputations 
for  classroom  presentation  of  material,  who  are  known  to 
maintain  high  academic  standards,  and  who  make  themselves 
readily  available  to  students  for  counseling  and  related 
assistance. 

Dean  Williams  stated  that  a  fourth  Alumni  Professorship  would  be  avail- 
able in  July  and  that  funds  had  been  obtained  from  industry  to  support  five 
additional  professorships.   Salaries  for  funded  professorships  range  from 
$12,672  to  $18,000.   Parenthetically  Dean  Williams  added  that  Clemson  had 
been  placed  on  the  AAUP  list  of  institutions  in  an  overall  C  salary  category. 

Dr.  Stepp  announced  (1)  administration  approval  of  Senate  recommendations 
concerning  higher  continuing  enrollment  requirements,  (2)  WFBC-TV  coverage  of 
Dr.  Edward  Teller's  commencement  address,  (3)  the  setting  up  of  an  Athletic 
Council  committee  to  study  admission  prices,  (4)  the  retirement  of  nine 
senators.   Dr.  Stepp  expressed  appreciation  for  the  loyal  services  of  the  re- 
tiring group. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Reed  (Admissions  and  Scholarship)  presented  a  resolution  re- 
quiring a  candidate  for  graduation  to  have  a  grade-point  ratio  of  2.0  in  27 
credit  hours  of  work  specified  by  his  department.   Strong  opposition  to  the 
resolution  resulted  in  a  motion  to  table.   This  failing,  a  motion  to  approve 
the  resolution  was  passed. 

Dr.  Henry  Lefort  (Policy)  urged  the  passage  of  a  resolution  to  improve 
faculty  morale  in  relation  to  undergraduate  teaching.   The  resolution  re- 
commended (1)  more  faculty  representation  at  University  functions,  (2)  a 
designation  of  "Faculty"  on  ID  cards  and  parking  decals,  (3)  better  provisions 
for  faculty  parking,  (4)  publicity  for  the  undergraduate  teaching  program, 
(5)  establishment  of  a  standing  committee  to  study  problems  related  to  graduate 
assistant  teaching.   A  motion  to  approve  the  resolution  was  passed. 

Dr.  Gray  Dinwiddie  (Welfare),  reporting  on  a  committee  study  of  tenure 
problems,  recommended  "that  in  situations  involving  the  transfer  of  an  indi- 
vidual from  one  department  or  other  administrative  unit  ....  to  another,  these 
changes  be  made,  insofar  as  is  possible,  with  the  consent  of  the  faculty  member 
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involved,  and  the  same  notice  procedures  be  followed fias  stated  in  the  ten\ire 
policy  in  connection  with  termination  of  empl6yment."  The  recommendation 
stated  further  that  a  faculty  member  should  not  be  moved  from  one  campus  to 
another  without  his  consent.  A  motion  to  approve  the  resolution  was  passed. 

Dr.  Henry  Lefort  announced  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  under  con- 
sideration a  proposal  by  the  Tiger  Brotherhood.  This  organization  has 
suggested  that  an  award  be  established  to  be  presented  to  distinguished 
undergraduate  professors. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:00 
p.m.

QIEMISTRY  FACULTY  ADDITION 

John  F.  Geldard  will  join  the  faculty  of  the  Chemistry  Department  in 
August  as  an  assistant  professor  of  inorganic  chemistry.  A  native  of  Australia, 
Dr.  Geldard  obtained  undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees  at  the  University  of 
Sydney.  He  has  served  as  both  a  post-doctoral  research  associate  and  a  visit- 
ing lecturer  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  comes  to  Clemson  from  that 
institution. 
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NATIONAL  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENTS  UP 

Students  enrolled  for  master's  and  higher  degrees  in  U.  S.  colleges  and 
universities  totalled  468,000  in  the  fall  of  1964,  an  increase  of  16  oercent 
over  the  fall  of  1963  and  of  52  percent  from  the  fall  of  1960,  used  as  the 
base  year  for  the  study,  reported  in  a  recent  summary  report  COE-54009-64)  of 
the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education. 

North  Atlantic  Region  includes  38  percent  of  all  candidates  for  master's 
and  higher  degrees,  the  Great  Lakes  and  Plains  are  27.5  percent;  Southeast  10,6 
percent;  West  and  Southwest  23.5  percent.  New  York  led  all  states  with  nearly 
73,000  advanced  students  enrolled;  California  was  second  with  52,800;  Pennsylvania 
third  with  nearly  29,000;  with  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  and  Illinois  each  enrolling 
between  25  and  26  thousand,  and  Ohio  about  20,500. 

All  fields  showed  substantial  increases  in  advanced-degree  enrollment, 
ranging  from  15  percent  since  1960  in  religion  and  theology  to  556  percent  for 
library  science.   Foreign  languages  and  literature  had  a  92  percent  increase. 

The  physical  sciences  increased  by  32.5  percent  (to  34,000)  and  the 
biological  sciences  by  60  percent  (to  23,600).   Mathematics  jumped  55  percent 
(to  18,000)  while  the  fine  and  applied  arts  jumped  62.2  percent  (to  15,000), 
and  the  social  sciences  by  60  percent  (to  59,808), 

Business  and  Commerce  had  a  173.6  percent  growth  (to  nearly  44,000),  and 
English  and  journalism  68  percent  (to  22,661).   Philosophy  enrollments  went  up 
52.8  percent,  but  the  total  in  1964  was  3,450.   Engineering  went  up  48.3  percent 
(to  54,318)  and  agriculture  23.9  percent  (to  4,772). 

The  Graduate  School  at  Clemson  has  increased  from  138  to  329  students 
during  the  base  period  fall,  1960-fall,  1964:  a  138  percent  jump.

MINUTES  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 
July  19,  1966 

The  monthly  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:05  p.m.,  101  Physics  Building, 
July  19,  1966  by  Chairman  A.  E.  Schwartz. 

The  minutes  of  the  June  21st  meeting  was  approved  as  circulated. 

R.  C.  Fox,  chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee  reported  that  the  members  of 
the  University  Library  Committee  had  been  asked  to  survey  the  faculty  to  deter- 
mine if  the  indefinite  loan  of  books  from  the  library  was  creating  a  problem. 
The  results  of  the  survey  would  be  presented  at  a  latter  date.   Some  discussion 
ensued  with  regard  to  (a)  the  payroll  policy  of  nine  months  staff  members  who 
have  summer  grants  and  (b)  the  time  lag  in  getting  material  from  Central  Services 
because  of  the  volume  of  work  being  requested. 

Dr.  Bishop,  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee,  reported  that  a 
safety  code  for  the  University  was  still  under  consideration.   Several  Univer- 
sities with  Safety  Codes  had  been  contacted  for  copies  of  Safety  Codes. 

Dr.  Schwartz   reported  that  Dr.  Tah-Teh  Yang  had  been  named  as  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  to  replace  Dr.  Miller.   Dr.  Porter  had  been 
asked  to  serve  as  liaison  between  the  Senate  and  Research  Council.   Dr.  W.  P.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
MAY  3,  1966 


The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  May  3  at  4:15  p.m.  in  Room  101  of  the  Physics 
Building,  President  J.  M.  Stepp  presiding.   After  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  had  been  corrected  and  approved.  Dr.  Stepp  introduced  the  new  members 
of  the  Senate  and  reviewed  briefly  the  history  of  the  Senate,  now  completing 
its  tenth  year.

(3)  The  Policy  Committee's  recommendation  that  a  committee  be  established 
to  study  problems  related  to  graduate  assistant  teaching  will  be  im- 
plemented and  broadened  to  include  the  study  of  all  undergraduate 
teaching.

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NEXT  SELECTIVE  SERVICE  TESTS  ARE  SCHEDULED  FOR  NOV.  18  AND  19 

The  next  Selective  Service  Qualification  Tests,  similar  to  the  four  tests 

given  in  May  and  June,  will  be  administered  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  Nov.  18 

and  19,  Selective  Service  headquarters  has  announced.   The  tests  will  be  ^iven 

in  all  50  states,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  V^irgin  Islands,  Canal  Zone,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

The  three-hour  test,  consistinj:^  of  150  multiple  choice  items,  "presupposes 
no  formal  education  beyond  the  ordinary  higii  school  preparation  for  college," 
lieadquarters  said.   Eligibility  will  be  limited  to  those  registrants  who  make  voluntary 
application  and  v/ho  have  not  taken  any  of  the  previous  tests.  The  test  will  be 
prepared  and  graded  by  the  Hducational  Testing  Service.   Scores  will  be  for- 
warded directly  to  the  examinee's  local  board. 

"Test  results  are  of  an  advisory  nature  only  and  are  intended  to  supplement 
other  information  in  the  registrant's  file  to  assist  the  local  l)oard  in  deter- 
mining the  eligibility  of  a  registrant  for  occupational  deferment  as  a  student," 
a  headquarters  spokesman  said. 


UNITED  STATES  GOVERNMENT  GRANTS  UNDER  THE  FULBRIGHT-HAYS  ACT 

The  August  Bulletin  on  United  States  Government  Grants  under  the  Fulbright- 
Hays  Act  lists  approximately  175  openings  for  1967-68  in  Latin  America,  Eurone, 
the  Near  East,  Soutli  and  Bast  Asia,  and  Africa  for  which  applications  are  still 
being  accepted,  flost  of  the  openings  are  lectureships,  but  postdoctoral  re- 
search opportunities  are  also  included.

SAMPLE  SHOWS  84  PERCENT  PASSED  SELECTIVE  SERVICE'S  FIRST  QUALIFICATION  TEST 
(from  Higher  Education  and  National  Affairs) 

A  ten  percent  sample  of  the  first  Selective  Service  College  Qualification 
Test  conducted  last  spring,  shows  that  84  percent  made  a  passing  score  of  70  or 
better,  according  to  Lt.  Gen,  Lewis  B.  Hershey,  Selective  Service  director.  In 
the  passing  group,  he  said,  26  percent  scored  between  70  and  74,  39  percent 
between  75  and  79,  and  19  percent  between  80  and  99.  A  total  of  35,270  men 
took  the  first  test  on  May  14,  1966. 

General  Hershey  said  that  Science  Research  Associates  had  prepared  four 
forms  of  the  SSCQT,  set  up  approximately  1,200  testing  centers  in  the  U.  S. 
and  territories,  processed  nearly  one  million  registration  cards  from  appli- 
cants for  the  four  examinations,  supervised  administration  of  the  tests  on 
four  different  dates,  and  then  reported  the  individual  scores  to  each 
registrant's  local  board. 

College  freshmen  were  the  largest  group  to  take  the  first  test,  he  said. 
"It  was  also  interesting  to  note  that  as  the  level  of  education  progressed, 
the  number  who  chose  to  take  the  SSCQT  decreased  correspondingly,"  he  said.

NEXT  SELECTIVE  SERVICE  TESTS  ARE  SCHEDULED  FOR  NOV.  18  AND  19 

The  next  Selective  Service  Qualification  Tests,  similar  to  the  four  tests 
given  in  May  and  June,  will  be  administered  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  Nov.  18 
and  19,  Selective  Service  headquarters  has  announced.   The  tests  will  be  given 
in  all  50  states,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  Virgin  Islands,  Canal  Zone,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

The  three-hour  test,  consisting  of  150  multiple  choice  items,  "presupposes 
no  formal  education  beyond  the  ordinary  high  school  preparation  for  college," 
headquarters  said.  Eligibility  will  be  limited  to  those  registrants  who  make 
voluntary  application  and  who  have  not  taken  any  of  the  previous  tests.  The 
test  will  be  prepared  and  graded  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service.  Scores 
will  be  forwarded  directly  to  the  examinee's  local  board. 

"Test  results  are  of  an  advisory  nature  only  and  are  intended  to  supple- 
ment other  information  in  the  registrant's  file  to  assist  the  local  board  in 
determining  the  eligibility  of  a  registrant  for  occupational  deferment  as  a 
student,"  a  headquarters  spokesman  said. 


ENGINEERING  GRADUATE  RESEARCH  BUILDING  TO  BE  FUNDED  BY  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE 
GRANT  OF  $665,000 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  National  Advisory  Council  on  Health  Research 
Facilities,  the  Surgeon  General  has  approved  the  Clemson  University  applica- 
tion for  a  Public  Health  Service  grant  in  the  amount  of  $665,000  for  an 
Engineering  Graduate  Research  Building.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
September  20,  1966 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  September  20,  1966,  at  4:15  p.m.  in  the  audi- 
toritJm  of  Olin  Hall  with  President  J.  T.  Long  presiding. 

Dr.  Long  made  the  following  announcements: 

(1)  The  Educational  Council  has  approved  changes  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  as  approved  by  the  Senate  in  November  and  the  Academic 
Faculty  in  December. 

(2)  Dedication  of  the  new  library  will  be  held  on  October  14  with 

Dr.  James  0.  Wynn  as  the  speaker.   The  ad_  hoc  committee  in  charge  of  planning 
the  dedication  consists  of  J.  W,  G.  Gourlay,  W.  W.  Bryan,  J.  T.  Long,  A.  E. 
Schwartz,  J.  N.  Thurston,  H.  N.  Cooledge,  Jr.,  and  H.  H.  Macaulay,  Jr. 

(3)  Two  proposals  presented  by  the  Senate  last  spring  are  now  before 
the  Educational  Council.   One  concerns  the  establishment  of  a  minimum  grade- 
point  requirement  that  a  student  must  attain  in  his  major  course.   The  other 
recommends  an  addition  to  the  tenure  policy  to  cover  transfers  from  one  de- 
partment to  another  and  from  one  campus  to  another.   The  Research  Faculty 
Council  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Faculty  Senate  proposal.   The  rec- 
ommendations will  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Educational 
Council. 

(4)  The  amendment  to  the  Senate  by-laws  which  was  passed  in  June  has 
been  approved  by  the  Educational  Council. 

(5)  A  sub-committee  of  the  Athletic  Council  is  studying  the  prices 
to  be  charged  for  faculty  tickets  to  athletic  events. 

(6)  Dr.  Long  will  represent  the  University  at  the  inauguration  of 
Dr.  Grover  E.  Murray  when  he  becomes  president  of  Texas  Tech  on  November  1. 

Professor  Eugene  Park,  Senate  representative  on  the  Honors  and  Awards 
Committee,  reported  that  the  committee  is  now  receiving  nominations  for  Who's 
Who  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities  and  would  welcome  nominations  from 
member  of  the  Senate. 

A  recommendation  from  Dr.  J.  A.  Chisman  concerning  the  establishment  of  a 
secretarial  pool  on  campus  was  referred  to  the  Policy  Committee. 

Dr.  Long  reported  that  the  conflict  between  meeting  dates  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Research  Faculty  Council  has  been  resolved  by  the  Research  Council's 
changing  its  meeting  dates. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Senn  reported  that  the  committee  in  charge  of  recommending  names 
for  buildings  and  streets  on  campus  has  completed  its  report,  which  will 
be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.

RESEARCH,  PUBLICATION  STILL  WEIGH  HEAVILY 
IN  EVALUATING  TEACHING,  ACE  STUDY  FINDS 

(from  Higher  Education  S  National  Affairs) 

Scholarly  research  and  publication  are  still  the  primary  considerations 
in  evaluating  a  professor's  teaching  ability.  This  conclusion  was  reached  by 
two  staff  members  of  the  American  Council  on  Education  on  the  basis  of  data 
obtained  from  deans  at  1,110  colleges  and  universities.  The  findings  of  Dr. 
Alexander  W.  Astin,  director  of  the  Council's  Office  of  Research,  and  Dr.  Calvin 
B.  T.  Lee,  staff  associate,  are  reported  in  the  current  Annual  Meeting  issue  of 
the  Council  publication.  The  Educational  Record. 

The  two  researchers  found  that  the  most  frequently  used  of  IS  sources  of 
information  about  the  effectiveness  of  a  college  teacher  were  evaluations  by 
the  dean  and  the  department  chairman.  Next  in  order,  although  used  less  fre- 
quently, were  the  opinions  of  colleagues,  the  teacher's  scholarly  research  and 
publications,  and  the  informal  opinions  of  students. 

"These  various  sources  of  information  are  not  independent,  however,"  Astin 
and  Lee  write.   "Since  classroom  visits  are  used  very  infrequently — are  indeed 
taboo  at  39. S  percent  of  the  institutions,  apparently — it  follows  that,  even 
though  the  dean,  department  chairman  and  professional  colleagues  have  the  final 
say  about  a  professor's  teaching  ability,  their  evaluations  must  be  based  on 
the  opinions  of  others.   Thus,  these  final  judgments  must  depend  on  hearsay 
evidence:   informal  student  opinions.   Of  the  institutions  polled,  only  9,6 
percent  said  that  informal  student  opinions  were  not  used,  whereas  47.6  percent 
indicated  that  they  did  not  use  systematic  student  ratings. 

"It  is  clear  that  the  professor's  scholarly  research  and  publication--not 
information  based  on  classroom  visits,  systematic  student  ratings,  student  per- 
formance on  examinations,  and  similar  sources--are  currently  the  primary  con- 
siderations in  evaluating  his  teaching  ability.   Although  teaching  effective- 
ness is  talked  about  as  though  it  were  assessed  independent  of  other  factors, 
the  heavy  reliance  on  scholarly  productivity  as  an  indication  of  teaching  ability 
greatly  confuses  the  distinction  between  teaching  and  research  and  exaggerates 
the  importance  of  research  and  publication." 

Stating  that  publications  cannot  provide  trustworthy  clues  about  teaching 
ability,  tlie  two  authors  emphasize  that  if  the  ultimate  measure  of  a  teacher's 
effectiveness  is  his  impact  on  the  student  "it  is  unfortunate  that  those  sources 
of  information  most  likely  to  yield  information  about  this  influence  are  least 
likely  to  be  used.   Carefully  planned  systematic  student  questionnaires  offer  an 
insight  on  the  impact  on  the  learner.  Grade  distributions  can  be  significant 
in  multi-section  courses  with  departmental  examinations,  if  the  instructor  is 
made  aware  of  the  specific  educational  objectives  of  the  course  and  if  student 
performance  is  matched  with  idices  of  ability." 

Other  finds  by  Astin  and  Lee  were  these: 

Junior  colleges  rely  more,  than  do  other  t^mes  of  undergraduate  institu- 
tions, on  classroom  visits,  grade  distributions,  and  long-term  follow-up  of 
students,  with  faculty  research  the  last  in  the  list  of  evaluating  criteria. 

While  only  36.6  percent  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges  report  that  all  or 
most  departments  use  research  and  publication  as  an  indicator  of  teaching 
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effectiveness,  70  percent  of  the  arts  and  sciences  colleees  renularly  utilize 
such  data.   In  the  liberal  arts  colleges,  informal  student  opinion  is  used  to 
evaluate  classroom  teachin?^  more  frequently  than  research  and  nublication,  but 
university  colleges  of  arts  and  sciences  use  informal  student  opinion  onlv  half 
as  frequently  as  research  and  publication. 

Liberal  arts  colleges  draw  on  qrade  distributions,  classroom  visits, 
student  examination  performance,  course  syllabi  and  examinations,  and  alumni 
opinions  two  to  five  times  more  frequently  than  do  arts  and  sciences  colleges. 

Information  from  informal  student  opinions,  self-evaluation,  and  committee 
evaluation  is  relied  on  more  heavily  at  the  university  schools  of  education 
than  at  the  teachers  colleges,  but  data  on  grade  distributions,  classroom 
visits,  student  examination  performance,  and  course  syllabi  and  examinations 
are  used  more  at  the  teachers  colleges. 

The  larger  the  institution,  the  greater  the  reliance  placed  on  the  judgment 
of  departmental  chairmen  and  of  committees  in  assessing  teaching  effectiveness. 

Supervision  of  new  college  teachers  by  a  designated  member  of  the  faculty 
is  a  method  used  only  by  10.6  percent  of  the  arts  and  sciences  colleces,  as 
compared  to  25.9  percent  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges.  Within  university  col- 
leges, schools  of  engineering  and  business  use  this  method  twice  as  much  as  do 
arts  and  sciences  colleges. 

"It  is  obvious  that  institutions  suffer  from  an  inability  to  evaluate 
classroom  effectiveness,"  the  authors  conclude.   "Undergraduate  teaching  will 
continue  to  be  neglected  until  those  who  evaluate,  recognize,  and  reward  the 
faculty  find  methods  of  accurately  assessing  teaching  effectiveness.   Only  then 
will  the  high  importance  assigned  to  undergraduate  teaching  be  more  than  a 
matter  of  lip  service." 


ABUSE  OF  COLLEnn  PHFEPJinNT 
(from  niQIHR  EDUCATION  f,  NATIONAL  AFFAIRS) 

Writing  in  the  September  issue  of  Selective  Service,  Draft  Director  Lewis 
B.  llershev  observes  that  "there  will  remain  a  need  for  college  deferment,"  but 
warns  that  abuse  of  the  deferment  to  avoid  military  service  "will  surelv  bring 
about  the  elimination  of  deferments."  His  comments  are  contained  in  an  artiri*^ 
about  men  in  the  20  to  35  age  group. 

With  the  college  deferment,  Heneral  .Mershev  x^?rites,  "must  go  every  nossible 
control  so  that  the  student  never  forgets  that  he  is  deferred  to  make  his  ser- 
vices to  his  country  invaluable,  whether  in  the  Armed  Forces  or  in  supnort  of 
the  Armed  Forces.   Any  thought  by  the  registrant  that  a  college  deferment  is  a 
means  of  avoiding  service  or  an  introduction  to  avoiding  service  cannot  be 
tolerated.   To  do  so  will  surely  bring  about  tlie  elimination  of  deferments  for 
this  reason.  The  graduate  school  stands  particularly  in  danger  if  it  encouraged, 
by  hopes  of  even  larger  numbers  of  students,  its  use  by  registrants  as  a  bridge 
to  an  age  bracket  where  liability  has  expired  or  where  liable  registrants  arc 
in  low  category  and  not  required  to  serve." 

General  ilershey  said  that  many  years  of  low  draft  calls  caused  the  Selective 
Service  to  search  for  means  to  defer  registrants.   Registrants  who  had  not  served 
upon  reaching  the  age  of  26  were  placed  in  a  low  category  just  above  the  cate- 
gory of  the  18-l/2-to-19  age  group. 


ABUSE  OF  COLLEGE  DEFERMENT,  Continued 

"The  situation  which  caused  these  actions  has  changed,"  he  writes.   "The 
calls  are  many  times  greater  and  the  l-A  men  above  26  who  have  been  deferred 
to  complete  long  periods  of  education  are  needed.   Deferment  can  be  given  to 
any  registrant  who  is  engaged  in  essential  activities  and  who  is  performing 
functions  necessary  to  the  operation  and  who  cannot  be  replaced  or  only  with 
loss  in  effectiveness.   The  registrants  not  so  engaged  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Armed  Forces  for  induction  or  reiection.   Tliese  actions  would  make  available 
some  manpower  to  the  Armed  Forces.   It  would  channel  into  essential  industries 
liable  registrants  above  26.   In  addition,  it  would  serve  notice  on  students 
that  enrollment  in  graduate  school  was  no  bridge  to  an  age  area  in  which  there 
were  no  inductions." 

ile  listed  three  metliods  by  which  over  26  l-A  registrants  might  be  inducted: 

First,  the  category  5,  over  26,  will  be  reached  if  the  categories  3  and  4 
become  exhausted. 

Second,  an  Executive  Order,  if  issued,  could  combine  categories  4  and  5 
wit)i  category  3.  "There  are  several  methods  of  doing  this,"  he  said.  "Thev 
could  be  combined  and  calls  levied  on  oldest  first.  This  would  probably  re- 
sult in  one  or  more  calls  being  composed  largely  of  registrants  above  26.  The 
Fxecutive  Order  could  provide  that  the  voungest  above  26  would  be  taken  first. 
If  the  calls  were  at  the  level  of  the  last  few  months,  this  method  would  re- 
sult in  two  calls  filled  largely  by  older  men." 

A  third  method  would  be  an  Fxecutive  Order  permitting  calls  by  age  groups. 
Under  this  method  the  Department  of  Defense  could  restrict  the  number  of  older 
registrants  taken  in  any  month  bv  calling  for  the  acceptable  number  from  the 
above  26  group  or  an  age  desired  in  that  group.   The  remainder  of  the  call 
could  be  placed  on  age  groups  presently  called  on. 

"l/hat  measures  that  will  be  taken  are  in  the  future,"  General  llershey  said, 
"but  if  ^^^  calls  continue  at  tlie  average  of  fiscal  year  1966,  or  somewhat 

increased,  then  all  1-A's  who  remain  liable  should  be  inducted. ...  Induction  of 
1-A*s  above  26  is  a  substantial  step  in  the  right  direction." 

Meanwhile,  acting  on  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara's  announced 
plans  to  take  40,000  mentally  or  nhysiocally  substandard  men  by  next  .Tune  30 
and  100,000  a  year  thereafter  as  part  of  the  war  on  poverty  (see  Bulletin, 
Vol.  XV,  No.  28),  the  Defense  Department  said  Sept.  20  it  would  lower  mental 
standards  slightly  Oct.  1  to  take  in  an  additional  20,000  men  annuallv.   Further 
steps  will  be  taken  in  early  1967  to  qualify  another  20,000  who  otherwise  would 
be  classified  1-Y  "qualified  onlv  in  an  emergency."  There  currently  are  2.3 
million  men  in  this  category.  Current  plans  call  for  the  new  standards  to 
apply  only  to  future  examinations  and  not  to  reexaminations  of  those  already 
in  I'-Y.

SCORES  SHOWS  81  PERCENT 
HAD  SCORES  OF  70  OR  BETTER 

(from  Higher  Education  and  National  Affairs) 

Eighty-one  percent  of  those  who  took  the  Selective  Service  College  Quali- 
fication Tests  (SSCQT)  in  May  and  June  scored  70  or  better,  Selective  Service 
headquarters  has  disclosed.  A  ten  percent  sample  earlier  had  shown  that  84 
percent  had  made  a  passing  grade.  A  total  of  767,935  men  took  the  tests. 

Selective  Service  said  about  22  percent  scored  80  or  higher,  nearly  34 
percent  scored  from  75  to  79,  and  25  percent  scored  from  70  to  74.   Following, 
by  geographic  area,  are  the  percentages  of  those  scoring  70  or  higher:

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PF.RCENTAGE  GAINS  BY  DOCTORAL,  MASTER'S  PEGREES  IN  1964-65  OUTPACED  BACHELOR'S  DEGREES 

(from  Higher  Education  and  National  Affairs) 

During  the  1964-65  academic  year  at  American  colleges  and  universities, 
master's  degrees  showed  a  greater  rate  of  increase  than  bachelor's  degrees,  and 
doctoral  degrees  had  the  greatest  percentage  increase  of  all,  the  U.  S.  Office 
of  Education  reported  Oct.  6. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  field  of  education  was  the  most  popular  among 
those  earning  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees.  Among  those  receiving  doctorates, 
education  was  second  to  physical  sciences  by  a  small  margin. 

The  annual  survey  also  showed  that: 

In  all,  667,592  degrees  were  earned  by  410,573  men  and  257,019  women.  The 
total  is  8  percent  more  than  in  the  1963-64  academic  year. 

Bachelor's  degrees,  totaling  493,000,  were  up  7  percent  from  the  previous 
year.  Master's  degrees  totaled  112,200,  up  11  percent,  and  doctorates  reached 
16,500,  a  14  percent  increase. 

First-professional  degrees,  granted  chiefly  in  medicine,  law,  and  religion 
and  requiring  more  than  four  years  of  study,  went  up  10  percent  to  46,000. 

The  118,500  bachelor's  degrees  in  education  accounted  for  nearly  one-fourth 
of  all  bachelor's  degrees.  The  43,700  master's  degrees  in  education  represented 
about  two-fifths  of  the  degrees  in  this  category. 

The  physical  sciences  led  in  doctorates,  with  2,800.  Education  was  second 
with  2,700  and  engineering  third  with  2,100. 

The  number  of  women  winning  bachelor's  degrees  was  213,207,  up  8  percent. 
Women  won  35,984  master's  degrees  and  1,775  doctorates,  gains  of  12  and  16  percent 
respectively. 

The  survey  was  based  on  data  from  1,496  colleges  and  universities  that 
granted  bachelor's  or  higher  degrees  during  the  1964-65  year.  Copies  of  the 
summary  report  (OE-54010-65)  may  be  purchased  for  15  cents  each  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.   20402.

UNUSUAL  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  SENIOR  CITIZENS 


The  Social  Security  Administration  has  announced  that  every  individual 
American  citizen  aged  72  or  over  qualifies  for  a  minimum  retirement  income  of 
$35.00  per  month,  effective  October  1,  1966.   It  is  recognized  that  this  amount 
is  not  adequate  for  subsistence,  at  any  age,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  there 
are  a  few  elderly  people  in  the  Clemson  University  area  with  monthly  incomes  of 
less  than  $35.00,  and  that  a  small  check  would  be  welcomed. 

This  special  benefit  is  payable  to  any  person  who  (a)  has  attained  age  72, 
and  can  prove  it,  and  (b)  is  not  currently  receiving  a  retirement  allowance  or 
pension  from  a  Federal,  State  or  other  tax-supported  program,  of  $35.00  per  month. 
(If  a  person  is  receiving  a  benefit  of  less  than  $35.00,  Social  Security  will  pay 
to  each  qualified  person  the  difference  between  his  pension  and  $35.00  per  month. 
A  husband  and  his  dependent  wife,  if  both  are  72  or  over,  will  qualify  for  a  total 
benefit  of  $52.50;  therefore,  if  a  married  man  is  now  receiving  a  total  of  $40.00 
per  month,  his  wife  may  qualify  for  an  additional  $12.50  if  she  has  no  income  from 
a  "government"  source.) 

There  are  no  "strings"  attached  to  this  provision  of  $35.00  per  month  from 
government  sources  (or  $52.50  for  husband  and  wife  over  72).   No  quarters  of  work 
under  Social  Security  are  required.   No  question  is  asked  about  private  property, 
private  income,  or  assistance  from  relatives.   If  anyone  who  reads  this  notice 
knows  of  a  person  who  may  be  eligible,  please  help  him  (or  her)  to  make  an  appli- 
cation at  any  Social  Security  office.   The  nearest  office  is  at  114  West  Greenville 
Street,  Anderson,  S.  C.

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NEWS  ON  SOUTH  CAROLINA  RETIREMENT 

Two  questions  have  been  asked  by  several  Clemson  employees  since  July  1, 
and  there  may  be  others  who  need  these  answers: 

(1)  How  are  contributions  to  State  Retirement  related  to  F.I.C.A.  taxes 
withheld  for  Social  Security? 

Answer :   In  past  years,  these  two  programs  have  been  closely  related,  but 
effective  January  1,  1966,  the  Social  Security  "breakpoint"  changed.   To  the 
South  Carolina  Retirement  System,  each  member  continues  to  contribute  4%  of 
the  first  $4800  earned  in  each  calendar  year,  and  6%  of  any  earnings  in  excess 
of  $4800.   To  Social  Security  (under  the  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act) 
each  covered  employee  pays  4.2%  of  the  first  $6600  earned  in  each  calendar  year 
(3.85%  to  support  the  Old  Age  and  Disability  programs;  0.35%  to  support  the 
basic  hospital  program  under  MEDICARE). 

(2)  What  is  the  minimum  retirement  allowance  under  the  South  Carolina  Retire- 
ment System? 

Answer ;   There  is  no  "minimum"  allowance  under  State  Retirement,  as  there  is 
no  minimum  period  of  service  required  to  qualify  for  an  allowance  upon  retire- 
ment.  Two  facts  must  be  remembered: 

(a)  Any  active  member  who  applies  for  a  retirement  allowance  will  be 
paid  an  annual  allowance  at  age  65  for  each  year  of  creditable  service,  as 
follows:   17o  cf  his  final  average  salary  up  to  $4800,  plus  1%%  of  any  amount 
in  his  final  average  salary  which  exceeds  $4800.   Example:   An  employee  with 
30  years  of  service  and  a  final  (best  five  consecutive  fiscal  years  in  last 
ten)  average  salary  of  $6000,  would  qualify  for  $165  per  month  for  life  (plus 
Social  Security,  or  Federal  Retirement). 

(b)  Any  Clemson  employee,  or  former  Clemson  employee,  who  has  completed 
20  years  of  membership  in  the  S.  C.  Retirement  System,  is  provided  a  supple- 
mentary payment  by  the  General  Assembly  to  guarantee  a  minimum  monthly  retire- 
ment allowance  of  $80  at  age  60,  plus  $1  per  month  for  each  full  year  of 
membership  in  excess  of  20  years. 

SPECIAL:   ANY  CLEMSON  EMPLOYEE  (AGED  60)  WHO  RE- 
TIRED BEFORE  JULY  1,  1945,  WITH  20  YEARS  SERVICE, 
OR  MORE,  IS  ELIGIBLE  FOR  $80  PER  MONTH  PLUS  $1 
PER  MONTH  FOR  EACH  FULL  YEAR  OVER  THE  FIRST 
TWENTY,  ALTHOUGH  HE  OR  SHE  HAS  NEVER  CONTRIBUTED 
TO  STATE  RETIREMENT.   IF  YOU  KNOW  OF  ANYONE 
WITH  20  YEARS  EMPLOYMENT  AT  CLEMSON  PRIOR  TO 
1945  WHO  IS  NOT  ALREADY  RECEIVING  THIS  BENEFIT, 
PLEASE  NOTIFY  THE  PERSONNEL  DIRECTOR.  (Ext.  365)

Dr.  Long  made  the  following  announcements: 

(1)  Dean  Hurst  has  asked  that  his  appreciation  be  expressed  to  moabers  of  the 
Senate  who  took  part  in  the  orientation  program  for  new  members  of  the  faculty  and 
staff,  especially  to  Dr.  H.  G.  LeFort, 

(2)  At  the  University  Curriculum  Committee  meeting  on  October  13,  several  new 
graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  were  approved  and  a  six-year  course  leading  to 
the  M.  A.  degree  in  architecture  was  approved  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
courses  to  be  required  in  the  program. 

(3)  At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Alumni  National  Council  a  policy  was  agreed 
upon  for  the  choosing  of  alumni  professors. 

(li)  In  answer  t©  recent  statements  appearing  in  The  Tiger  concerning  class 
absences.  Dean  Walter  T.  Cox  says  that  there  have  been  no  changes  in  the  policies 
printed  in  Student  Regulations  and  that  the  faculty  will  be  consulted  before  any 
changes  are  made. 

A  portion  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Judson  Hair  concerning  the  Student  Health 
Center's  issuing  medical  excuses  was  read.  After  lengthy  discussion  a  motion 
passed  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  appropriate  committee  for  consideration.

selected  fifteen  students  to  Who's  Who  among  Students  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities;  Dr.  Harriet  Holman  reported  that  the  Graduate  Council  had  approved 
a  number  of  new  graduate  courses,  approved  new  graduate  programs  in  textiles, 
engineering,  and  education,  and  approved  the  omission  of  departmental  designations 
from  doctoral  diplomas  awarded  by  the  College  of  Engineering;  Dr.  J.  B.  Whitney 
reported  that  the  committee  to  study  undergraduate  teaching  had  received  a  report 
from  the  sub-committee  studying  student  evaluation  of  teachers  and  will  next 
consider  the  use  of  graduate  assistants  for  undergraduate  instruction;  Dr.  J.  D. 
Antrim  reported  that  the  Parking  Committee  has  realigned  some  portions  of  parking 
areas  A,  B,  and  C  and  has  set  the  fine  for  students  driving  on  campus  during 
restricted  hours  at  $3.

7)  Dr.  Long  urged  members  of  the  Senate  to  attend 
the  dedication  of  the  James  F.  Byrnes  Room  in  the  library  on  November  2o 
at  lU:3o  a.m.  b)  An  aa  noc  committee  conposeo  of  Dr.  H.  E,  Vogel, 
Professor  W.  C.  Bowen,  and  Professor  R.  A,  Banister  nas  been  appointed 
to  study  Senate  representation  for  off-campus  units. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Senn  presented  a  report  from  tne  Admissions  and  Scholarsnip 
Committee  concerning  foreign  students,  suggesting  that  "a  centralization 
of  assistance  and  guidance  efforts  for  the  foreign  students  v:ould  be  in 
order"  and  that  admission  procedures  snould  be  sucn  as  to  insure  tne 
admission  of  only  those  students  with  a  mastery  of  the  Englisn  language. 
Tne  committee  submitted  no  formal  reccranendations  on  these  matters.  A 
motion  was  passed  recommending  that  "tne  Admissions  Office  estaolisn  a 
policy  of  mailing  to  incoming  freshmen  a  list  of  texts  and  required  equip- 
ment as  complete  as  possible,  togetner  with  a  realistic  approximation  of 
tne  cost  of  each."  Tue  Aomissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  also  recommended 
that  there  be  no  change  in  class  attendance  regulations  as  stated  in 
Student  Regulations,  Section  7,  Article  h.  Paragraphs  b  and  c.  The 
motion  passed. 

Dr.  Marie  Steadman  presented  a  report  from  the  '.welfare  Committee  con- 
cerning interest  on  retirement  contributions.   Tne  report  and  the  re- 
tirement policy  will  be  studied  further.  A  mooion  irom  the  ^.\elfare  Com- 
mittee concerning  faculty  salary  notices  was  defeated,  A  letter  asKing 
that  area  public  schools  be  requester  to  aa;ust  their  schedules  to  correspond 
to  the  university  calendar  nas  been  considered  by  the  Vv'elfare  Committee. 
Public  scnool  authorities  nave  been  told  of  the  request. 

Dr.  A.  T.  hind  presented  the  following  motion  from  the  Policy 
Committee:   "No  excuse  slips  of  any  kind  will  be  issued  by   the  Student 
health  Service  for  outpatient  visits.  Ii  a  student  is  hospitalized,  ne 
will  be  given  a  certificate  indicating  the  time  of  admission  and  the  time 
of  discharge."   i'ne  recommendation  was  approved,  Tne  Policy  Committee 
also  recommended  study  of  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  rormal  system 
for  supplying  part-time  clerical  nelp  on  the  campus  "in  case  oi  absences 
and  certain  ' crasn'  situations."  Tne  motion  passed.

FEDERAL  BASIC  RESEARCH  FUNDS  AT  UNIVERSITIES  SHOW  10^  GAIN  IN  1967  (from  Higher 
Education  and  National  Affairs) 

Basic  research  funds  to  educational  institutions  from  Federal  sources  are  expected 
to  show  an  increase  of  ten  percent  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  National  Science 
Foundation  reports  in  its  annual  survey  of  the  Federal  research  and  development  budget, 
NSF  said  that  Federal  obligations  for  basic  research  have  risen  from  $1,7  billion 
in  fiscal  year  1965  to  an  estimated  $1.9  billion  in  1966  and  $2.1  billion  in  1967, 
As  a  share  of  total  Federal  research  and  development  (plant  excluded) ,  basic  research 
haj  risen  from  12  percent  in  1965  and  1966  to  13  percent  in  1967,   Basic  research  is 
the  only  research  and  development  component  expected  to  show  increased  support  in 
fiscal  year  1967, 

In  1966,  the  share  of  Federal  support  for  basic  research  received  by  educa- 
tional institutions  was  estimated  at  46  percent.   Percentage  shares  of  other  per- 
formers were  industry,  19  percent;  Federal  laboratories,  24  percent;  and  other  non- 
profit institutions,  eight  percent.   Research  centers  in  fiscal  year  1966  accounted 
for  13  percent  of  all  basic  research  performed,  and  the  bulk  of  this  work  is  done 
under  university  administration.   Some  76  percent  of  all  research-center-located 
basic  research  is  done  for  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  more  than  17  percent 
is  done  for  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration, 

There  are  now  16  Federal  departments  and  agencies  that  conduct  or  support 
basic  research,  NSF  reported,  although  five  of  them  are  scheduled  to  obligate  90 
percent  of  the  total  funds  in  1965  through  1967,   These  are  NASA,  AEC,  NSF,  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  and  the  Department  of  Defense,  Of 
the  remaining  ten  percent  of  the  funds,  half  are  expected  to  be  obligated  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  rest  by  the  Departments  of  Commerce,  the  Interior, 
Labor,  the  Treasury,  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  tlie  Veterans  Administration,  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity,  and  the  Small  Business  Administration.

CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  COIPUTER  CENTER  ADVISORY  CCMIITTEE 

The  Executive  Officers  of  Clemson  IMiversity,  with  the  approval  of 
the  President,  have  created  a  University  Computer  Center  Advisory  Committee. 
This  committee  will  represent  each  of  the  four  university  areas:  Academic, 
Business  and  Finance,  Development,  and  Student  Affairs.   It  will  be  the 
duty  of  this  committee  to  advise  the  executive  officers  on  matters  of  policy 
relating  to  the  Computer  Center. 

Committee  Function  -  This  committee  shall  act  only  as  an  advisory  group  and 
will  aid  the  administration  in  determining  policy.  In  matters  of  budget, 
staff,  expenditures,  and  day  to  day  operations,  the  Director  of  the  Center 
will  remain  directly  responsible  to  the  Dean  of  the  University. 

Composition  of  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  indivi- 
duals  as  follows :   (1)  the  Director  of  the  Computer  Center  as  chairman; 
(2)  two  representatives  from  Academic  Affairs;   (3)  a  representative  from 
Business  and  Finance;   (4)  a  representative  from  Development;  and  (5)  a 
representative  from  Student  Affairs.  The  Vice-Presidents  in  these  areas 
will  be  responsible  for  appointing  the  individuals  from  their  respective 
areas  to  serve  on  this  committee.  These  committee  members  may,  if  it 
appears  advisable,  chair  sub -committees  in  their  areas  of  work. 

Method  of  Operation  -  The  committee  should  meet  regularly,  preferably  at 
a  certain  time  each  month  or  more  often  if  the  need  arises.  Meetings 
should  be  called  by  the  chairman.  Recommendations  that  are  to  be  made  to 
the  Administration  should  be  forwarded  from  the  committee  chairman  to  the 
Dean  of  the  University  who  will  transmit  such  recommendations  to  the  execu- 
tive officers.  Recommendations  from  the  Administration  to  the  committee 
will  follow  the  same  channels. 


CHANGES  IN  SOCIAL  SECURITY  RATE  FOR  1967 

An  increase  of  1<|:  on  each  $5.00  of  earnings  became  effective  January  1, 
1967,  in  the  contributions  by  covered  employees  to  Social  Security.  The  new 
rate  of  4.41  includes  0.5%  for  hospital  insurance  (Basic  Medicare).  This 
tax  is  applicable  to  all  earnings  up  to  $6600.  Any  participant  who  works 
for  two  or  more  employers  in  1967  and  is  taxed  more  than  $290.40  will  be 
eligible  to  claim  a  refund  of  the  excess  when  he  files  his  Federal  income 
tax  return  early  in  1968. 

(Contributions  to  the  South  Carolina  Retirement  System  are  made  at 
A%   of  gross  earnings  up  to  4800  in  each  calendar  year,  plus  6%   of  any 
earnings  over  $4800.  The  State  of  South  Carolina,  as  the  employer,  con- 
tributes an  additional  7.51  of  the  total.)

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

December  6,  1966 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  December  6,  1966,  at  1^:15  p.ir.  in  Olin  Hall  Auditorium 
with  President  J.  T,  Long  presiding. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  at  the  November  25  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the 
following  committee  was  named  to  select  recipients  of  honorary  degrees:  President 
R.  C.  Edwards,  James  F.  Elymes,  Paul  Quattlebaum,  Jr.,  Winchester  Smith,  J,  M.  Stepp, 
A.  T,  Hind,  and  J,  T.  Long,  secretary.  The  Board  also  approved  the  recommended  names 
for  buildings  and  streets  on  campus. 

Dr.  Long  reported  that  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  Senate  meeting  have  been  sent 
to  Dean  Victor  Hurst  but  that  no  action  has  been  taken  on  the  proposals. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Stepp  recommended  that  the  first  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the 
statement  of  the  University's  policy  for  awarding  honorary  degrees  be  changed  to  read: 
"A  committee  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Board,  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  at  the  fall  meeting;  the  President  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate 
and  an  additional  member  of  the  Faculty  Senate  appointed  by  him;  the  immediate  past 
President  of  the  Facility  Senate  or,  in  case  the  immediate  past  President  is  not  at 
Clemson,  the  most  recent  available  past  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  the 
President  of  the  University  will  meet  at  the  convenience  of  the  committee  to  consider 
all  nominations."  The  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Professor  H.  M.  Felder  introduced  a  motion  asking  that  "Homecoming  Day  be  designated 
an  academic  holiday  in  the  University  calendar."  The  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Following  a  report  from  Dr.  J.  D.  Antrim,  Senate  representative  on  the  University 
Parking  and  Traffic  Control  Committee,  the  Senate  voted  to  have  Dr.  Antrim  request  the 
Traffic  Commi-^tee  to  adopt  a  new  policy  on  zone  parking  as  soon  as  possible  and  to 
print  a  statement  of  the  new  policy  on  the  back  of  the  next  campus  parking  zone  map. 
A  policy  recommended  was  that  "Zone  parking  is  in  effect  from  7:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m. 
weekdays  and  7:30  a.m.  to  11:00  a.m.  on  Saturdays.  The  exception  is  the  parking  area 
for  library  employees,  which  is  restricted  twenty- four  hours  a  day."  A  motion  was  also 
passed  to  instruct  the  Senate's  Parking  Committee  representative  to  oppose  a  proposal 
to  ban  all  moving  traffic  on  campus  during  certain  specified  times. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Porter,  Senate  representative  on  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  reported 
that  the  Council  has  voted  to  change  the  requirements  for  membership  to  include  those 
who  direct  research. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Whitney  reported  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  studying  ways 
of  improving  undergraduate  teaching  a  report  was  received  from  the  sub-committee  studying 
undergraduate  instruction  by  graduate  assistants. 

Dr.  B,  R.  Skelton  asked  about  the  status  of  a  proposal  presented  by  Tiger  Brother- 
hood for  the  establishment  of  an  award  to  be  presented  to  a  distinguished  undergraduate 
teacher.  The  Policy  Committee  is.  considering  the  proposal.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

January  10,  1967 

The  Faculty  Senate  met  at  4:15  p.m.  on  January  10,  1967,  in  Olin  Hall 
Auditorium  with  Dr.  J.  T.  Long  presiding. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  the  Educational  Council  has  approved  a  resolution 
concerning  excuses  from  the  Student  Health  Service.   He  also  read  a  notice  from 
the  International  Association  of  University  Professors  and  Lecturers  requesting 
donations  for  the  University  of  Florence. 

Dr.  A.  T.  Hind  reported  on  three  items  of  business  from  the  Policy 
Committee.   Acting  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Policy  Committee,  the  Senate 
passed  motions  rejecting  proposals  that  a  formal  program  be  established  for 
student  evaluation  of  curricula  and  that  a  formal  method  be  set  for  students 
to  petition  for  new  course  offerings.   Following  lengthy  discussion,  the  Senate 
voted  to  "thank  Tiger  Brotherhood  for  its  proposal  for  recognizing  a  distinguished 
undergraduate  teacher  and  to  suggest  that  the  plan  is  workable  and  should  be 
approved." 

Dr.  Henry  Vogel ,  chairman  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  consider  representation 
in  the  Senate  for  two-year  off-campus  branches,  reported  on  three  possibilities: 
1)  to  allow  branches  to  elect  a  faculty  member  to  the  Senate  who  would  attend 
Senate  meetings,  2)  to  let  faculty  at  the  two  branches  be  represented  by 
members  of  corresponding  departments  at  Clemson,  3)  to  have  the  branches  form 
their  own  senates.   After  these  and  other  proposals  were  considered,  the 
Senate  passed  the  following  motion:   "Whereas  Clemson  already  has  separate 
faculty  units,  the  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  off-campus  groups  be  treated 
as  separate  faculties,  to  organize  as  they  wish,  with  the  Faculty  Senate  being 
glad  to  establish  liaison  with  such  organizations." 

Dr.  Long  reported  that,  though  the  proposal  that  Homecoming  Day  be  a 
holiday  has  not  been  acted  on  finally,  the  recommendation  has  been  approved 
in  principle. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Antrim  reported  that  the  University  Parking  and  Traffic  Control 
Committee  has  approved  the  following  Senate-proposed  policy  on  zone  parking: 
"Zone  parking  is  in  effect  from  7:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  weekdays  and  from  7:30 
a.m.  to  11:00  a.m.  on  Saturdays.   The  exception  is  the  parking  area  for  library 
employees,  which  is  restricted  twenty-four  hours  a  day."

In  1966  the  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  enjoyed  its  highest  income  ever 

$131,775.39  on  the  basis  of  recurring  annual  giving.   Two  former 

years  showed  higher  total  income  figures  $151,035.00  in  1962  and 

$217,313.98  in  1965 but  the  total  of  each  of  those  years  included 

a  large  one-time  gift  (one  of  $30,000  in  1962  and  one  of  $104,000  in 

1965) .

ELEVEN  YEAR  ALUMNI  LOYALTY  FUND  RECAP 

The  following  page  is  an  eleven-year  financial  history  of  the  Clemson 
Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  since  the  reorganization  of  the  Alumni  Office  on 
January  1,  1956.   It  accounts  for  the  total  income  of  the  Loyalty  Fund 
over  that  period  and  sets  forth  exactly  how  these  funds  have  been  used 
to  further  the  University's  educational  programs. 

One  point  of  clarity  needs  to  be  made.   Basically,  the  Alumni  Loyalty 
Fund  is  an  annual  giving  program  and  as  such  functions  as  a  living 
endowment  program.   In  summary  tables  are  included  a  few  one-time,  non- 
recurring gifts  (such  as  bequests) .   Only  twice  have  such  gifts  been 
of  sufficient  size  to  materially  affect  the  annual  giving  factor.  One 
was  a  $30,375  scholarship  gift  in  1962;  the  other  a  $103,956.75  bequest 
in  1965.

NEXT  PHDERAL  STEP 

Tlie  /Xinerican  Council  on  Education  recommended  todav  that  the  next  major 
ster»  forward  in  the  Federal  effort  to  stren,qtnen  hic;her  education  be  sunnort 
for  the  (general  oneratinp  expenses  of  institutions.  The  ^losition  of  the 
Council  is  contained  in  the  16-paj:;e  document,  T]\e  Federal  Investment  in 
llifiher  Education:  The  Need  for  a  Sustained  Commitment,   It  is  bcinc  HTs- 
tributed  to  ^leml^ers  of  Conc^ress,  Federal  officials,  the  press  and  to  nil 
Council  members .  The  doca'iient  states  that  unless  additiojial  financial  re- 
sources are  made  available  ,  "the  quality  of  higlier  education  in  this  country 
cannot  be  improved;  in  fact,  it  cannot  be  sustained." 

The  Council  comments  that  Federal  efforts  to  strenj^then  the  nation's 
collecies  and  universities  have  been  uneven,  and  usually  earmarked  for  spe- 
cific projects  or  prof^rams,  with  the  result  that  manv  institutions  v;ith  a 
potential  for  makin?;  major  contributions  "have  virtually  been  bvpassed," 
and  that  imbalances  have  been  created  even  in  strong  institutions.  The 
statement  continues: 

"One  mi^ht  argue  that  the  consumer  -  the  student  instructed  -  should 
Day  more  of  the  cost.   But  historically  this  has  not  been  the  rtolicy  followed 
by  institutions,  and  it  can  be  argued  that  if  it  had  been,  only  the  affluent 
would  have  i\ad  access  to  hif^her  education.   It  can  also  be  ari^ued  that  cost 
of  instruction  should  determine  the  level  of  institutional  fees,  with  the 
Rovemment' s  role  limited  to  nrovidinr;  financial  aid  for  students  unable 
to  meet  the  cost.   Because  of  the  enormous  expense  of  administering  massive 
student  aid  programs,  such  an  approach  is  probably  the  most  expensive  way 
of  meeting  the  problem.   Rather,  the  f^ovemment  should  seek  ways  to  reduce 
the  necessity  of  charging  ever  hio[her  student  fees. 

"'.«l;at  is  needed,  we  believe,  is  a  new  projiran  supporting,  (general  in- 
stitutional development.  Proper  safeguards  should  be  written  into  the  legis- 
lation to  exclude  support  of  the  sectarian  activities  of  church-related  in- 
stitutions. Obviously,  too,  there  should  be  some  form  of  qualitv  control  if 
funds  arc  not  to  be  wasted  on  sub-standard  programs,   Peqional  accrediting 
programs  can  offer  this  control.  The  addition  of  i^ederal  funds  to  those 
derived  from  state  and  local  appropriations,  from  gifts,  and  from  fees  will 
enable  each  institution  to  strengthen  its  total  educational  effort.   .And 
as  each  institution  is  strencithened,  tiie  whole  svstem  of  which  it  is  part 
will  be  better  able  to  meet  the  nation's  needs." 

Recommendations  in  the  document  represent  the  official  views  of  the 
Council  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  stated  policies  and 
:)roposals  were  developed  by  tlie  Council's  Commission  on  Federal  Relations, 
Following  are  Council  views  on  specific  Federal  programs: 

ACADEMIC  FACILITIES  -  ",Ve  believe,  as  we  have  in  the  past,  that  tlic 
Federal  government  should  give  massive  assistance  to  higher  education  for 
the  construction  of  facilities  ,  .  ,  Higher  education  cannot  perform  its 
tasks  unless  it  has  an  adequate  plant  in  which  to  perform  them  ,  ,  ,  Wo 
continue  to  hold  that  construction  at  a  current  annual  rate  of  at  least 
$3  billion  will  be  required."  The  Council  further  recommends  that  the  ncr- 
missible  r.iaximum  for  a  Federal  grant  be  increased  to  75  percent.   Currently, 
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Titles  I  and  II  of  the  Higher  Education  Facilities  Act  of  1963  limit  the 
Federal  share  to  one-third  for  four-year  colleges  and  universities,  and 
40  percent  in  the  case  of  public  junior  colleges.  The  Council  points  out 
that  experience  with  tlie  program  indicates  many  institutions  cannot  par- 
ticipate because  they  are  unable  to  secure  tlie  necessary  matching  funds. 
Stating  that  the  Act's  emphasis  on  expansion  of  enrollment  capacity  "is, 
in  general,  a  proper  one,"  the  Council  recommends  that  opportunity  nevcr- 
the  less  sliould  be  provided  for  (1)  institutions  to  expand  parts  of  their 
programs,  even  though  their  total  enrollment  may  not  expand,  and  (2)  for 
institutions  with  stable  enrollments. 

HOUSING  -  "V.'e  believe  it  is  essential  that  the  Federal  government 
assure  the  availability  of  a  minimum  of  $1  billion  a  vear  for  the  next  ten 
years  in  the  form  of  long-term,  low  interest  loans."  The  Council  said  the 
need  for  housing  facilities  is  as  great  in  rural  areas  as  in  urban  areas, 
"where  transportation  is  becoming  increasingly  complex  and  expensive  and 
where  the  urban  circumference  is  expanding," 

NDEA  STUDENT  LOAN  PROGRAM  -  The  Council  urges  that  the  contribution 
of  colleges  and  universities  to  tlie  National  Defense  Education  Act  student 
loan  program,  currently  set  at  ten  percent,  be  limited  to  a  responsibility 
for  ten  percent  of  losses  incurred  througli  bad  debts,  thus  freeing  future 
institutional  funds  for  other  purposes.  The  Council  said  it  also  views 
"with  increasing  misgivings"  the  forgiveness  of  loans  to  students  who  enter 
various  specified  occupations.  The  Council  recommends  that  the  forgiveness 
feature  not  be  extended  to  other  fields  and  that  Congress  consider  elimi- 
nating existing  forgiveness  programs  and  move  instead  toward  larger  grant 
programs  open  to  needy  students  "regardless  of  tl\c  fields  thev  wish  to  enter." 

FEDERAL  WORK-STUDY  PROGRA''  -  The  Council  said  tlus  program  has  helped 
students  v;ith  their  college  expenses  and  made  possible  the  creation  of 
meaningful  jobs.  And  because  of  the  increasing  number  of  students  seeking 
participation  in  the  program,  and  the  new  minimum  v^^age  requirements,  the 
Council  urges  that  the  Federal  share  for  work-study  continue  at  90  percent 
for  employment  in  nonprofit  enterprise.  The  Council  also  urges  that  institu- 
tions be  allowed  to  use  up  to  five  percent  of  their  Federal  allocation  for 
administrative  expenses,  whether  the  work  is  performed  on  their  o\\m  campuses 
or  in  other  public  or  nonprofit  enterprises, 

OPPORTUr>IITY  GRANTS  PROGRAM  -  Because  financial  aid  officers  at  colleges 
and  universities  are  limited  by  the  Opportunity  Grants  Program  in  finding 
matching  funds  for  needy  students,  the  Council  urges  that  these  officers  be 
permitted  to  draw  not  only  upon  NDHA  loan  funds,  state  scholarships,  and 
private  sources,  but  also  upon  money  the  student  will  earn  through  the  work- 
study  program  or  borrow  through  the  guaranteed  loan  program.  "The  pro- 
scription against  using  other  Federal  fund  sources  serves  in  part  to  defeat 
the  worthy  purposes  of  the  Opportunity  Grant  Program,"  the  Council  document 
states. 

GUARAf>ITEED  STUDENT  WM-i   PROGRAM  -  Pointing  out  that  the  Council  had 
advocated  in  1965  a  loan  program  in  which  students  would  pay  "a  reasonable 
but  unsubsidized  rate  of  interest  after  graduation  and  during  the  repayment 
period,"  the  statement  notes  that  the  present  program  is  not  based  on  need 
and  is  experiencing  difficulty  because  of  high  interest  rates  and  other 
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problems.  The  Council  recommends  that  Congress  consider  whether  a  need  pro- 
vision should  be  introduced  into  the  lej^jislation  and  whether  the  current  level 
of  interest  subsidy  is  justified.  The  Council  also  states  that  establishing 
a  specified  interest  rate,  re(^ardless  of  the  conditions  of  the  monev  market, 
"is  a  mistake,"  and  that  Congress  should  consider  proposals  from  commercial 
lending  organizations  to  provide  flexible  interest  rates.

COST-SHARING  mD   riATQlING  REOUIREMENTS  -  The  Council  recommends  "a 
wholesale  review"  of  the  fiscal  relationships  between  the  government  and 
higlier  education,   because  of  the  reouirement  that  colleges  and  universities 
share  the  cost  of  Federal  programs,  the  Council  states,  there  have  been 
three  major  problems:   (1)  Federal  programs  are  concentrated  in  a  small  num- 
ber of  institutions,  chiefly  those  that  have  hecn   able  to  provide  the  ad- 
ditional funds  and  resources  required;  (2)  institutional  funds  are  being 
drawn  away  from  other  nrograms  in  order  to  finance  those  being  supnorted  by 
the  government;  and  (3)  because  nrivate  philanthropv  and  state  anpropriations 
are  not  growing  as  rapidly  as  Federal  prograiTis,  matching  funds  must  be  met 
more  frequently  through  increased  charges  to  students, 

HEALTH  PROGRAMS  -  The  Council  warns  that  funds  authorized  for  each  of 
the  Federal  programs  supr)orting  construction  of  teaching  facilities  in  the 
health  professions  "fall  short  of  the  demonstrated  national  need,"  The 
Council  urges  "at  the  least,  full  appropriations  of  the  authorized  sums." 
The  document  notes  that  the  construction  todav  of  a  modem  medical  center 
may  involve  grants  from  as  many  as  six  Federal  nrograms  and  states:  "It  is 
of  fundamental  importance  that  the  Federal  covemment  coordinate,  so  far  as 
possible,  the  administration  of  tlie  many  programs  designed  to  meet  in  part 
the  health  needs  of  our  socictv." 

GOVER-NMENT  RESEARCH  RCLICM  -  Tlie  Council  states  that  great  strides 
have  been  made  possible  through  research  because  of  the  project  svstem, 
but  that  greater  amounts  should  be  earmarked  for  general  institutional 
grants.   A  major  problem  created  bv  the  project  system,  the  (Council  point;^ 
out,  is  that  "it  tends  to  place  a  greater  and  greater  administrative  burden  - 
including  proposal  -  writinc,  grant-chasing,  and  reporting  -  on  those  who 
should  be  the  most  free  to  pursue  their  own  inquiries."

February  ih,  196? 


The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  February  II4,  1967,  at  LttlS  p.m.  in  Olin  Hall 
Auditorium  with  Dr.  J.  T.  Long  presiding. 

Dr.  Long  read  from  the  minutes  oi"  the  Educational  Council  information 
concerning  the  following  items: 

(1)  An  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  the  research  faculty  has  been  approved, 
changing  Article  I,  Seci-ion  1,  Part  2  1,0  read:   "He  must  be  certified  by  the 

Dean  of  his  college  or  school  as  being  actively  engaged  in  research  on  an         :' 
officially  approved  research  project." 

(2)  The  Faculty  vSenate  recommendation  Uiat  Homecoming  Day  be  an  official 
holiday  has  been  disapproved!  the  Senate  has  been  asked  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  eliminating  all  Saturday  classes. 

(3)  The  Senate  resolution  suggesting  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  i 
honorary  degree  committee  has  been  returned  to  the  Senace  for  further  soudy  i 
since  the  present  composition  is  established  by  by-laws  of  the  Board  of  I 
Trustees.  f 

(h)  The  recomriendation  that  no  faculty  memoer  be  transferred  from  one 
campus  to  another  without  his  consent  vas  approved;  the  recommendation  con- 
cerning transfer  from  one  administrative  unit  to  another  was  disapproved. 

(5)  The  recommendation  that  entering  freshmen  be  mailed  a  list  of  re- 
quired texts  was  approved  if  someone  assumes  the  responsibility  of  preparing 
the  list,  which  the  Registrar's  Office  will  mail. 

(6)  The  request  for  the  establishment  of  a  clerical  help  pool  v;as  not 
acted  upon.  The  Personnel  Office  and  the  Graduate  School  maintain  lists  of 
typists  who  may  be  available  to  work  as  substitutes. 

(7)  Tne  Tiger  Brotherhood  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  an  award  to 
honor  a  distinguished  undergraduate  teacher  has  been  returned  to  the  fraternity, 
which  will  institute  the  award  this  year. 

Dr.  Long  also  announced  that  the  Athletic  Council  has  approved  a  sub- 
committee recommendation  on  the  sale  of  faculty  athletic  season  tickets.  Under 
the  plan  approved,  four  kinds  of  season  tickets  will  be  available:  1)  covering 
admission  to  all  nome  football,  basketball,  and  baseball  games  for  aO%   of  list 
price,  2)  covering  admission  to  football  games  only,  3)  to  basketball  games 
only,  h)   to  baseball  games  only — for  ^0%   of  list  price. 


Dr.  Mark  Steadman,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  presented  a 
proposed  policy  concerning  faculty  workloads.  A  motion  was  passed  that  the 
statement  be  submitted  to  the  Educational  Council  with  the  recommendation  tnat 
"the  substance  of  the  remarks  be  included  in  the  Faculty  Handbook."  Dr.  Harriet 
Holman  presented  another  motion  concerning  workload,  wnlch  was  referred  to  a 
committee.

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It  was  requested  that  copies  of  the  minuxes  of  the  Educational  Council  be 
sent  to  members  of  the  Faculty  Senate.  Dr.  Long  will  investigate  the  possibility. 

Dr.  A,  T.  Hind  presented  several  motions  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Policies.  The  first  requested  that  "each  department  compile  a  complete,  up- 
to-date  list  of  professors,  courses,  and  sections  and  have  this  list  posted 
during  registration  at  the  place  of  registration  for  that  department,"  that 
"copies  of  these  lists  for  all  department  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  on 
the  first  floor  of  Tillman  Hall  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
registration,"  that  "tne  schedules  of  courses  with  instructor  information  as 
complete  as  possible  also  be  available  at  the  time  of  pre- registration, "  and 
that  "the  above  schedule  be  sent  to  all  class  advisers."  Tne  motion  passed. 

The  Senate  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Policies  that 
no  action  be  taken  on  a  proposal  concerning  the  use  of  military  instead  of 
academic  titles  for  members  of  the  faculty. 

The  following  motion  concerning  meetings  to  approve  candidates  for 
graduation  was  also  approved:   "Since  the  faculty  is  and  should  be  responsible 
for  recommending  candidates  for  graduation,  it  is  felt  that  a  faculty  vote, 
however  routine,  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  implement  its  recommendation. 
The  Committee  on  Policies  recommends  that  the  request  (for  eliminating  the 
meetings)  be  accepted  as  information  and  that  no  change  be  made  in  regard  to 
faculty  vote  on  candidates  for  graduation." 

The  Committee  on  Policies  also  recommended  additions  to  the  Policy 
Governing  Outside  Work  by  Faculty  Members,  required  on  all  Federal  Government 
contracts,  as  presented  by  the  Research  Council. 

A  motion  from  the  Committee  on  Policies  concerning  faculty  attendance  at 
student  functions  was  tabled. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Antrim  presented  a  report  on  questionnaires  recently  requested 
by  the  Personnel  Office  related  to  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act.  A  motion 
presented  by  Dr.  Harriet  Holman  concerning  such  questionnaires  was  referred  to 
a  committee. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  was 
called  to  order  at  4:05  P.M.,  201  Physics  Building  by  Chairman 
Schwartz. 

Dr.  H.  H.  Macaulay  was  welcomed  as  the  newly  elected  Arts 
and  Sciences  representative  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Dr.

The  minutes  of  the  January  17,  1967  meeting  were  read  and 
approved.

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The  following  policy  regarding  outside  work  was  written  and  approved 
by  the  Research  Faculty  Council,  approved  by  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  sub- 
sequently approved  by  the  Educational  Council  on  March  6,  1967. 


POLICY  GOVERfaNG  OUTSIDH  WORK  BY  FACULTY  MEMBERS 

Each  full-time  faculty  member  at  Clemson  accepts  his  appointment  with 
the  understanding  that  his  primary  emnloyment  responsibility  is  to  the  uni- 
versity. Tlie  university  encourages  faculty  members  to  offer  professional 
advice  concerning  the  development  of  tlie  natural  resources  of  the  state,  or 
new  products,  or  new  scientific  apparatuses  and  techniques;  to  conduct  re- 
search and  to  prepare  and  publish  results  of  their  studies;  to  make  addresses 
on  subjects  in  which  they  are  qualified  and  which  are  of  interest  to  the  public; 
and  to  serve  as  officers  or  as  members  of  committees  of  learned  and  scientific 
societies.   Such  activities  are  not  normally  considered  as  outside  work. 

Ordinary  private  business  of  members  of  the  faculty,  such  as  the  in- 
vesting of  money  or  the  hiring  of  labor  in  private  undertakings,  is  not  con- 
sidered to  fall  within  the  purview  of  regulation  by  the  university,  provided 
the  business  is  of  such  a  character  as  not  to  damage  in  any  way  the  prestige 
of  the  university,  and  provided  it  entails  no  loss  of  time  or  efficiency  in 
the  performance  of  university  duties.  When  a  university  faculty  member  under- 
taking or  engaging  in  Government-sponsored  work  has  a  significant  financial 
interest  in,  or  a  consulting  arrangement  with,  a  private  business  concern, 
it  is  important  to  avoid  actual  or  apparent  conflicts  of  interest  between 
his  Government-sponsored  university  research  obligations  and  his  outside 
interests  and  other  obligations.   When  the  faculty  member  engaged  in  Govern- 
ment-sponsored researcli  also  serves  as  a  consultant  to  a  Federal  agency, 
his  conduct  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statutes 
(18  U.S.C.  202-209  as  amended)  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  memo- 
randum of  May  2,  1963,  Preventing  Conflicts  of  Interest  on  the  Part  of  Special 
Goverroicnt  Employees.   Copies  of  tliese  publications  are  available  from  the 
Dean  of  the  University. 

Occasions  may  arise  when  it  will  be  mutually  beneficial  to  the  uni- 
versity and  to  the  faculty  member  for  the  latter  to  accept  remunerative 
part-time  employment  on  or  off  the  campus.   The  purpose  of  this  policy 
statement  is  to  establish  principles  which  will  guide  faculty  members  when 
cases  of  this  nature  arise.  The  principles  are: 

1.  A  member  of  the  faculty  who  desires  to  engage  in  work  outside 
his  regular  duties  shall  do  so  only  after  obtaining  the  approval 
of  his  immediate  supervisor,  and  the  Dean  of  the  University. 

2.  Outside  employment  must  not  interfere  with  full  and  proper  per- 
formance of  university  duties,  and  shall  not  in  any  way  mit- 
itatc  against  the  best  interests  of  tlie  university. 

3.  Tlic  university  cannot  accept  legal  responsibility  for  privately 
initiated  work. 

4.  University  equipment  and  supplies,  and  university  clerical  service, 
may  not  be  used  in  the  furtlierance  of  outside  work  for  pay  except 
in  higlily  unusual  cases  and  following  approval  by  appropriate  ad- 
ministrative officials  and  written  approval  by  the  President  of 
the  University.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
March  lU,  19b7 


The  Faculty  Senate  met  at  lit  lb  p.m.  on  March  Ik,   1957,  in  Olin  Hall  Audi- 
torium with  Dr.  J.  T,  Long  presiding. 

Dr.  Long  reported  that  the  Educational  Council  has  approved  changes  in 
the  policy  governing  outside  work  and  has  approved  curriculum  changes.  He 
reported  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  that  the  University  Communications  Center  be  established  in  the  Office  of 
Development  and  that  Central  Photographic  Services,  fonnerly  under  the  Director 
of  Auxiliary  Enterprises,  be  made  part  of  the  University  Communications  Center, 

2.  that,  effective  July  1,  196?,  there  be  established  a  Department  of  Alumni 
Relations  and  a  Department  of  Public  Relations,  witn  the  director  of  each 
reporting  to  the  Vice  President  for  Development,  3.  that  the  administration  be 
authorized  to  enter  into  agreer.ents  with  other  colleges  and  universities  of 
South  Carolina  "oo  establish  coordinate  and  cooperative  graduate  programs  of 
mutual  benefit,  ii.  that  the  position  of  Director  of  Planning  and  Sponsored 
Research  in  the  Department  of  Development  be  changed  to  Director  of  Planning 
and  Corporate  Support,  that  the  title  Dean  of  Graduate  School  be  changed  to 
Dean  of  Graduate  School  and  Director  of  Research,  that  the  position  of  Assistant 
Director  of  Research  in  the  office  of  Dean  of  tne  Graduate  School  and  Director 
of  Research  be  established,  with  Dr.  F.  I,  Brownley  to  serve  as  director  of 
research  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  dean  of  the  Graauate  School  and  Dr.  R.  V.'o 
Henningson  to  serve  as  assistant  director  of  researcri,  3.   that  rent  on  campus 
housing  be  raised,  b.   that  the  meal  payment  plan  for  students  be  changed,  6. 
that  an  additional  high-rise  dormitory  and  100  married  student  housing  units 

be  completed  for  the  fall  of  19b8,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Budget 
and  Control  Board,  7.   that  the  recommendations  of  the  Honorary  Degree  Com- 
mittee be  accepted,  8.   that  the  interim  action  of  accepting  the  bid  and 
awarding  the  contract  to  C.  A.  Reece  Construction  Company  for  a  swine  research 
center  in  the  amount  of  S91,b69.50  be  approved  and  confirmed. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  new  allocations  for  Senate  representation  allow 
for  one  additional  member  from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  He  also  an- 
nounced that  a  request  from  the  Greenville  branch  for  liaison  in  planning  for 
a  faculty  senate  there  has  been  referred  to  the  Welfare  Committee.  He  reported 
that  the  University  Parking  Committee  \<i±ll   meet  soon  to  complete  university 
parking  regulations  and  that  anyone  having  suggestions  should  send  them  in 
writing  to  Dr.  J.  D.  Antrim,  Senate  representative  on  the  Parking  Committee. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  new  Senate  members  will  be  elected  in  March.  Those 
whose  Senate  terms  expire  this  year  are  M.  A.  Boone  and  J.  M.  Stepp  from  Agri- 
culture, E.  A.  Gunnin  from  Architecture,  L.  L.  Henry,  H.  M.  ^elder,  H.  M. 
Macaulay,  and  3.  R.  Skelton  from  Arts  and  Sciences,  J.  T.  Long  and  H.  G.  Lefort 
from  Engineering,  J.  J.  Porter  from  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science, 
and  V/.  C.  Bowen  from  Education, 

Dr.  M.  S.  Steadman  presented  the  following  motion  on  behalf  of  the  Welfare 
Committee?  "The  Faculty  Senate  requests  that  Department  Heads  be  authorized 
and  instructei  to  inform  all  departmental  staff  members  of  tentative  salaries 
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for  the  next  year,  on  or  before  April  1.  Of  course,  it  would  have  to  .be  clear 
that  such  a  coiranitment  mi/^ht  be  affected  adversely  by   failure  of  the  Legislature 
to  approve  the  proposed  budget."  The  motion  was  approved  by  a  vote  of  Ih  to  12. 
Dr.  '^teadman   reported  that  any  change  in  retirement  policy  would  involve  all 
state  employees. 

Dr.  A.  T.  Hind,  chainnan  of  the  Committee  on  Policies,  reported  that  the 
present  nine-month  pay  plan  is  necessary  when  federal  funds  are  involved  but 
that  a  twelve-month  plan  for  other  teaching  personnel  is  "legal  and  possible." 
He  presented  a  motion  asking  that  the  Educational  Council  make  a  "twelve-month 
payment  plan  available  to  those  desiring  it,  beginning  with  the  next  fiscal 
year."  The  motion  was  approved,  v/ith  one  vote  being  recorded  against  it. 

Acting  on  another  motion  presented  by  Dr.  Hind,  the  Senate  voted  to 
"decline  the  suggestion  that  it  make  an  advisory  statement  regarding  the  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  Clemson  University  faculty  membership  in  the 
South  Carolina  Education  Association." 

Approving  another  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Policies,  tne  Senate 
voted  not  to  take  any  action  on  a  proposal  "relative  to  changes  in  the  Clemson 
University  calendar  that  are  made  after  the  beginning  of  a  semester." 

Dr.  T.  L.  Senn  reported  that  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  is 
currently  studying  the  desirability  of  eliminating  Saturday  classes. 

Following  brief  reports  from  Senate  representatives  on  University  com- 
mittees, the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5t03.

SPECIAL  DEDUCTION  OF  SUMMER  INSURANCE  PREMIUMS  FOR  ACADEMIC  FACULTY 


Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Accounting  Division  to  deduct  regular 
group  insurance  premiums  for  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July  from  the 
salary  check  to  be  issued  on  May  5  to  each  member  of  the  faculty  who  is 
paid  on  the  academic  year  basis.

March  21,  1967 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  Council  was  called 
to  order  at  4; 05  P.M.,  101  Physics  Building  by  Chairman  Schwartz.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 
April  11,  1967 


The  Faculty  Senate  met  on  April  11,  1967,  at  ii:15  p.m.  in  tne  auditorium 
of  Olin  Hall  with  Dr.  J.  T.  Long  presiding. 

Dro  Long  announced  the  names  of  the  following  new  members  of  the  Senate: 
W.  C.  Godley,  J.  R.  Warner,  V.  S.  Hodges,  W.  C.  Capel,  Jo  G.  Dinwiddle,  L.  D. 
Huff,  Mrso  Rameth  Owens,  J.  V.  Reel,  A.  K.  Jensen,  F.  C.  Alley,  J.  N.  Thurston, 
and  D.  U.  lyons.  Dr.  Long  then  expressed  his  appreciation  to  those  wno  had 
contributed  to  the  work  of  the  Senate  this  year. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  The  Educational  Council  has  approved  the  transfer 
of  members  of  the  economics  faculty  from  the  Department  of  Social  Sciences  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  the  School  of  Industrial  Management  and 
Textile  Science. 

Dr.  Long  announced  the  status  of  four  Senate  recommendations:  1.  Dean 
Hurst  has  agreed  to  write  a  policy  statement  concerning  workload,  with  the 
statement  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  Faculty  Senate  before  its 
inclusion  in  Faculty  Manual.  2,  Deans  are  now  being  consulted  concerning 
the  proposed  twelve-month  pajnnent  plan.  3.  Names  of  staff  for  scheduled 
courses  v;ill  be  posted  when  they  are  available.  The  Registrar  is  being  con- 
sulted about  making  names  of  instructors  available  to  class  advisers©  h»     Dean 
Hurst  has  asked  that  action  concerning  notification  of  tentative  salary  in- 
creases be  delayed  until  he  has  been  in  office  for  one  year. 

In  answer  to  a  Senate  request,  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Educational 
Council  will  be  available  in  the  University  Library.  No  action  has  been  taken 
on  a  recommendation  that  a  list  of  textbooks  with  approximate  costs  be  sent  to 
entering  freshmen.  Dr.  Long  reported  that  if  the  Faculty  Senate  wants  to  compile 
and  print  such  a  list  that  money  may  be  available. 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  no  class  cuts  had  been  authorized  for  senior  day. 
The  final  decision  would  be  made  by  Dean  Hurst  and  Dean  Cox  Wednesday  morning. 

Dr.  M,  S.  Steadman,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  introduced  the 
following  motion:   "In  order  to  provide  more  continuity  in  the  faculty  repre- 
sentation on  the  Educational  Coimcil,  it  is  requested  that  the  tei-m  on  the 
Educational  Council  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  be  extended  to  two 
years o  To  accomplish  this,  it  is  recommended  that  the  phrasing  of  the 
paragraph  in  the  Faculty  Manual  which  describes  the  Educational  Council  (p.  12, 
11.  5-6)  be  changed  to  read:   '.  .  •  ,  the  President  and  past  President  of  the 
Academic  Faculty  Senate,  •  .  . '"  The  motion  was  passed. 

Dr.  J.  B.  V.Tiitney  reported  that  the  committee  on  the  improvement  of  under- 
graduate instruction  has  received  a  report  on  better  communication  between 
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facTilty  and  students  and  that  a  bibliography  of  material  on  the  improvement  of 
undergraduate  teaching  is  being  printed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  the  following  new  Senate  officers  were 
chosen:  Dr.  J.  N.  Thurston,  president;  Dr.  M.  S.  Steadman,  vice-president;

A  letter  from  Dr.  J,  D.  Antrim,  Facility  Senate  representative  on  the 
Parking  Committee,  was  read  which  included  observations  and  recommendations 
about  the  Parking  Committee, 

Dr.  Long  announced  that  the  following  items  would  be  carried  over  for 
Senate  consideration  next  year:  enrollment  of  fresiimen  in  a  school  of  general 
stuaies,  the  desirability  of  eliminating  Saturday  classes,  membership  size  of 
the  Faculty  Senate,  combining  the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Researcn  Council, 
liaison  v;ith  two-year  branches,  and  class  attendance  regulations.
